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TRUSTEES'  REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  the  Governor  and  the  Honorable  Council. 

The  trustees  of  the  Massachusetts  Hospital  for  Dipsomaniacs 
and  Inebriates  beg  leave  to  submit  their  twelfth  annual  report, 
accompanied  by  the  reports  of  the  superintendent  and  treasurer. 

By  these  documents  you  will  be  made  acquainted  with  the 
detail  of  our  work  and  the  material  statistics  of  the  year.  It 
only  remains  for  us  to  call  your  attention  to  these  facts  as  hav- 
ing a  bearing  upon  the  general  results.  The  peculiar  character 
of  the  problem  presented  prevents  us  from  coming  to  a  defi- 
nite conclusion  as  to  the  benefits  obtained.  In  other  diseases 
of  the  body  and  mind  it  is  possible  to  arrive,  with  an  almost 
absolute  certainty,  at  the  number  of  patients  thoroughly  cured. 
We  can  never  know,  when  a  patient  is  discharged,  that  he  will 
lead  a  life  of  sobriety  and  virtue  in  the  future.  Our  superin- 
tendent has  endeavored  to  obtain,  through  the  best  agencies  at 
his  command,  facts  bearing  upon  this  subject,  and  we  have  been 
much  gratified  to  note  that  these  researches  fully  prove  the 
necessity  and  value  of  this  institution. 

The  policy  inaugurated  last  year,  of  eliminating  those  cases 
that  were  not  proper  subjects  for  our  hospital,  has  been  con- 
tinued, and  the  committing  magistrates  have  exercised  more 
care  in  their  decisions.  As  a  result,  our  numbers  have  largely 
decreased,  and  our  patients  now  represent  more  fully  the  class 
intended  to  be  benefited  by  the  framers  of  the  act  constituting 
the  institution.  This  diminution  of  numbers  necessarily  in- 
creases the  cost  per  capita. 

Two  other  causes  have  led  to  this  result.  First,  the  epidemic 
of  small-pox  last  spring,  which  was  an  item  of  considerable 
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expense.  This  matter  was  admirably  handled  by  our  superin- 
tendent and  his  assistants,  and  only  one  fatality  resulted.  Sec- 
ond, our  coal  supply  for  this  year  would  naturally  have  been 
laid  in  and  paid  for  out  of  last  year's  appropriations.  Owing 
to  the  coal  famine,  it  was  not  obtainable  at  the  usual  time,  and 
therefore  came  into  this  year's  account.  This  year  the  supply 
for  next  winter  has  been  bought  and  paid  for,  —  thus  including 
the  payment  for  two  years'  supply  out  of  this  year's  funds. 

The  extra  appropriation  asked  for,  and  granted  by  the  last 
Legislature,  has  enabled  us  to  make  several  needed  improve- 
ments, which,  however,  have  not  been  completed,  and  therefore 
the  fund  has  not  been  largely  drawn  upon.  When  finished, 
our  facilities  for  preventing  elopements  will  be  greatly  increased. 

Efforts  are  being  made  to  encourage  the  patients  to  sustain 
an  association  for  mutual  improvement  and  self-government  ; 
and  we  hope  for  the  future  a  more  hearty  co-operation  by  the 
patients  with  the  trustees  and  authorities,  in  maintaining  good 
order  and  submission  to  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  insti- 
tution . 

The  usual  entertainments  by  outside  talent  have  been  given 
during  the  year,  which  have  been  supplemented  with  very 
acceptable  numbers  contributed  by  the  inmates  themselves. 
We  endeavor  to  encourage  their  efforts,  as  it  serves  to  employ 
their  attention,  and  gives  them  something  to  anticipate. 

Realizing  that  we  should  keep  in  touch  with  our  patients 
after  they  have  been  granted  leave  of  absence  or  been  paroled, 
we  have  invited  one  or  more  sympathetic  and  charitably  dis- 
posed persons,  in  each  city  or  town  of  the  State  which  would 
be  likely  to  send  patients  to  us,  to  act  as  our  agents,  to  whom 
our  ex-patients  may  report  periodically,  and  who  Avill  watch 
over  them  and  keep  us  informed.  These  persons  serve  with- 
out pay,  and  we  believe  will  render  valuable  assistance. 

We  have  met  with  serious  loss  in  the  resignation  of  our  first 
assistant,  Dr.  Walker,  who  has  accepted  a  position  in  Medfield 
Asylum.  The  vacancy  has  not  yet  been  filled.  Mr.  Hermann, 
our  physical  director,  has  also  entered  another  field  of  labor, 
and  his  skillful  services  will  be  long  remembered.  Mr.  Albert 
C.  Eamea  has  been  appointed  in  his  place,  and  has  entered 
upon  his  duties. 
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The  farming  operations  have  been  very  successful,  more 
acreage  being;  under  cultivation  than  ever  before.  We  need 
additional  pasturage  and  mowing  land,  and  believe  it  desirable 
to  purchase  some  wild  land,  which  can  be  reclaimed  by  the 
labor  of  the  patients  and  made  valuable  for  the  purposes  named, 
whenever  it  can  be  done  advantageously. 

At  the  close  of  last  year,  Prof.  S.  H.  Woodbridge,  who  so 
faithfully  discharged  the  duties  of  chairman  of  the  Board  for 
two  years,  resigned,  and  Mr.  Leroy  S.  Brown  of  Cambridge 
was  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy.     He  qualified  Dec.  26,  1902. 

During  the  year  a  sub-committee  of  the  Board  have  been 
considering  the  future  policy  of  the  institution,  and  have  sub- 
mitted a  report  making  some  valuable  suggestions,  which  are 
now  under  consideration. 

We  are  gratefully  indebted  to  Mrs.  John  C.  Phillips  of 
Boston  for  her  usual  donation  of  magazines  and  periodicals.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


To  the    Trustees    of  the    Massachusetts  Hospital  for  Dipsomaniacs    and 

Inebriates. 

There  were  182  patients  under  treatment  at  the  opening  of 
the  hospital  year,  and  142  at  the  close.  The  number  of  ad- 
missions was  280.  The  largest  number  under  treatment  at  any- 
time was  182,  October  1  and  2  ;  the  smallest  was  105,  March 
16.     The  daily  average  was  139.05,  against  203.95  for  1902. 

The  number  of  admissions  was  the  smallest  for  several  years. 
The  reason  for  this  is  found  chiefly  in  the  care  which  is  exer- 
cised by  magistrates  in  orders  of  committal,  further  in  the 
fact  that  nearby  all  the  patients  are  voluntary  cases,  committed 
by  their  own  consent ;  for,  although  a  patient  has  a  right  of 
appeal  to  higher  court,  in  no  case  has  this  been  taken  since  the 
enactment  of  the  statute  in  1899. 

Another  reason  for  the  smallness  of  the  resident  population 
has  been  the  vigorous  application  of  the  law  giving  the  trustees 
authority  for  final  discharge  of  unsuitable  cases  ;  not  since 
1898,  the  year  after  the  law  became  operative,  have  so  many 
discharges  of  this  kind  been  made.  The  effect  of  this  action 
by  your  Board  has  been  to  leave  us  a  class  of  men  few  of  whom 
have  had  any  institution  experience ;  and  by  them  has  been 
shown  a  more  contented  spirit  and  willingness  to  accept  condi- 
tions that  cannot  be  otherwise  than  restrictive. 

Special  and  continuous  efforts  have  been  made  to  secure  the 
return  of  escaped  patients,  with  the  result  that  more  have  been 
returned  and  less  remain  away  than  at  any  time  for  several 
years.  Escaped  patients  who  are  returned  involuntarily  are 
denied  the  freedom  of  the  grounds  until  they  are  considered 
to  have  thoroughly  established  a  claim  for  parole, — a  period 
far  in  excess  of  that  required  of  the  average  patient  upon  first 
admission.  To  give  occupation  to  these  men,  so  restricted, 
nothing  seemed  so  fitting  as  our  broom  industry  ;  accordingly, 
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the  shop,  which  had  been  closed  for  a  year,  partly  on  account 
of  the  epidemic  of  small-pox  referred  to  elsewhere,  was  opened 
under  the  charge  of  a  competent  foreman  and  instructor ; 
there  they  are  required  to  work  seven  hours  each  week-day. 
In  this  way  occupation  is  secured  with  a  sufficient  pecuniary 
return  to  defray  the  expense.  The  result  has  been  very  satis- 
factorjr.  New  patients  are  kept  apart  from  the  disturbing  ele- 
ment, and  a  much  easier  and  more  ready  acquiescence  in 
established  rules  is  manifest. 

With  the  present  construction  of  buildings  and  the  liberty 
given  patients,  escapes  still  occur,  in  spite  of  the  precautions 
taken  to  prevent  them ;  but  a  steady  decrease  in  the  number 
going,  and  increase  in  the  numbers  returned,  who  have  escaped, 
is  noted. 

During  the  first  months  of  the  year  we  were  heavily  handi- 
capped by  the  advent  of  small-pox,  which  was  first  recognized 
in  two  attendants.  The  disease  was  unquestionably  introduced 
by  a  walking  case  admitted  in  December,  from  Boston,  but  of 
such  a  slight  type  as  to  pass  unnoticed.  A  rigid  and  thorough 
quarantine  was  at  once  established,  and  all  the  cases  confined 
to  the  C  building,  in  charge  of  the  first  assistant,  Dr.  Walker, 
who  generously  requested  that  the  self-sacrificing  duty  be  given 
him.  Through  the  kindness  of  the  health  officers  of  Boston 
two  trained  women  nurses  were  procured,  who,  with  our  own 
force,  did  most  admirable  work.  There  were  eleven  cases  in 
all,  three  of  which,  two  attendants  and  one  patient,  were  seri- 
ously ill ;  the  latter  died,  his  disease  being  complicated  with 
chronic  heart  trouble.  But  few  patients  were  received  during 
that  time,  and  only  those  who  fully  understood  the  situation, 
and  were  willing  to  assume  the  risk  of  any  possible  danger. 
I  am  deeply  indebted  to  the  State  Board  of  Health  for  advice 
and  assistance  during  that  time. 

This  episode  made  quite  an  increase  in  current  expense, 
which  we  could  ill  aflbrd  to  incur.  Another  source  of  increased 
expense,  and  one  in  which  all  were  common  sufferers,  was  the 
heavy  expense  for  fuel.  It  is  the  custom  to  purchase  this  for 
the  succeeding  year,  but  during  the  past  official  year  we  have 
paid  for  fuel  for  1903  and  1904,  having  bought  a  year's  supply 
last  summer. 
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It  would  seem  just,  therefore,  to  take  as  our  current  expense 
that  which  is  customary ;  and  in  that  way,  taking  out  the  cost 
of  fuel,  which  should  have  been  purchased  last  year,  our  total 
is  $45,030.68,  giving  an  average  weekly  cost  per  capita  of 
$6.22,  or,  if  all  expenses  are  considered,  $52,176.80,  a  weekly 
per  capita  cost  of  $7.21.  A  conservative  estimate  of  the  cost 
incurred  by  the  epidemic  of  small-pox  would  be  $1,000 ;  con- 
sidering this  as  an  extraordinary  expense,  we  have  still  a  fur- 
ther reduction  of  ordinary  expense  to  $6.08  per  capita. 

This  is  a  most  pronounced  increase  over  last  year ;  but  it 
must  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  cost  of  administration  is  of  a 
necessity  nearly  the  same  with  a  hundred  as  with  two  hundred 
patients.  Added  to  this,  the  present  year  we  had  the  extra 
cost  of  fuel  and  an  epidemic  of  small-pox,  —  both  large  and 
unusual  factors.  Besides,  we  are  trying  to  carry  out  in  the 
fullest  way  possible  the  strict  letter  of  the  statute,  which  de- 
clares the  character  of  persons  who  may  become  patients  in  the 
hospital ;  the  results  are  a  lessened  number  and  an  increased 
per  capita  cost. 

The  following  table  shows  the  daily  average  of  patients  and 
the  average  weekly  cost  of  maintenance  since  the  opening  of 
the  hospital :  —

The  rule  adopted  by  your  Board  early  in  the  year,  requiring 
patients  who  are  able  to  be  employed  seven  hours  each  week- 
day, with  an  additional  hour  in  the  gymnasium,  has  been  a 
marked  success.     Nearly  forty  acres  have  been  ploughed  and 
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cultivated,  patients  assisting  largely  in  this  work,  greatly  to 
their  advantage.  This  out-door  work  is  a  most  pleasing  and 
successful  feature  of  the  treatment ;  all  must  work,  and  no  one 
is  excused  unless  for  good  and  sufficient  reason. 

The  list  of  farm  products,  given  on  another  page,  is  of 
substantial  interest ;  all  the  vegetables  used  last  year,  except 
potatoes,  tor  table  for  thirty  days  in  the  months  of  July  and 
August  were  raised  on  the  farm.  This  work  has  increased  the 
value  of  the  real  estate,  as  shown  by  the  appraisal  ;  there  is 
also  an  increase  in  the  personal  property. 

Last  December  we  were  honored  by  a  visit  from  officers  and 
other  members  of  the  Society  for  the  Study  of  Inebriety,  who 
inspected  very  thoroughly  all  departments,  and,  after  reaching 
home,  wrote  a  letter  signed  by  the  president,  vice-president 
and  secretary,  expressing  their  pleasure,  and  endorsing  most 
heartily  the  work  going  on.  It  is  most  encouraging  and  satis- 
fying to  have  the  approval  of  a  body  of  men  who  have  made 
for  many  years  a  study  of  the  treatment  of  inebriety. 

The  Legislature  of  last  year  made  an  appropriation  of  $7,800 
for  improvements,  which  has  not  at  this  writing  been  fully 
utilized  ;  but  the  work  is  well  in  hand,  and  will  be  completed 
before  the  close  of  the  calendar  year.  When  completed,  these 
additions  will  meet  a  much-felt  want. 

The  first  decade  of  the  life  of  the  hospital  has  passed  ;  and  it 
seems  proper  and  fitting  to  review  its  work,  to  set  forth  its 
claims  for  the  good  it  has  accomplished,  and  to  make  clear  to 
the  citizens  of  the  Commonwealth  that  the  money  which  has 
been  so  generously  appropriated  has  been  expended  in  a  wise 
and  satisfactory  manner ;  that  the  tax  payer  has  received  an 
adequate  return  for  his  money,  in  the  restoration  to  good 
citizenship  of  the  patients  committed  for  treatment. 

Therefore,  early  in  the  year  the  work  was  begun  of  gather- 
ing data  concerning  all  regularly  discharged  patients.  A  cir- 
cular letter  was  sent  to  all  cities  and  towns  except  Boston, 
where  special  agents  were  employed,  with  a  list  of  patients, 
giving  date  of  admission  and  date  of  last  discharge  from  the 
opening  of  the  hospital  up  to  Jan.  1,  1903,  thus  securing  a 
period  of  uninterrupted  absence  from  the  hospital  of  from  six 
months  to  nine  years  in  some  cases.     The  chiefs  of  police  and 
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other  officials  have  given  generous  aid  in  this  research,  and  to 
them  I  am  deeply  indebted.  The  results  are  very  gratifying, 
and  it  would  seem  as  if  there  could  be  no  further  question  of 
the  usefulness  of  the  hospital. 

It  has  been  impossible,  in  the  time  given  to  the  work,  to 
trace  out  the  histories  of  all  these  men  ;  this  applies  especially, 
as  might  be  expected,  to  the  earlier  years ;  but  enough  has 
been  learned  to  clearly  demonstrate  the  need  of  the  hospital, 
and  that  its  work  is  of  value. 

The  number  of  persons  discharged  as  previously  described  is 
1,043;  of  this  number,  243  are  known  to  be  temperate  or 
abstinent,  —  23  per  cent,  of  the  whole  ;  206  are  improved,  or 
19  per  cent,  of  the  whole.  Thus,  of  all  those  who  received  the 
full  course  of  treatment,  42  per  cent,  were  either  cured  or  im- 
proved, while  the  other  58  per  cent,  include  the  108  who 
died  and  the  336  who  could  not  be  found,  some  of  whom 
it  may  be  fairly  assumed  have  been  benefited.  Many  more 
might  be  properly  included  among  the  "improved,"  as  there 
have  been  many  instances  where  men  have  been  abstinent  for 
one,  two,  three,  even  six  or  more  years,  before  again  seeking 
the  aid  of  the  hospital ;  but  they  could  not  be  credited  with 
the  full  amount  of  benefit  really  due  them  from  the  hospital 
under  the  rule  which  takes  from  last  discharge  only. 

The  patients  who  did  not  receive  a  full  course  of  treatment 
must  include  all  those  who  were  discharged  by  the  trustees 
on  account  of  unfitness,  and  all  those  who,  after  staying  for  a 
time,  discharged  themselves  by  elopement  and  were  not  re- 
turned ;  as  has  been  explained,  these  classes  were  much  larger 
in  the  early  years  of  the  hospital,  before  the  magistrates  had 
learned  by  experience  to  select  proper  cases,  and  in  respect  to 
which  there  has  been  an  increasing  improvement  in  the  last 
few  years. 

Besides  these,  it  would  appear  that  the  act  of  final  discharge 
was  the  needed  stimulus  to  make  some  men  do  better,  for  a 
number  of  these  are  known  to  be  doing  well.  The  same  is 
true  of  some  who  eloped ;  they  also  are  found  to  be  doing 
well ;  but  neither  could  be  included  as  having  taken  the  full 
course  of  treatment.  This  shows  that  an  even  larger  number 
of  persons  have  been   benefited  by  full  or  partial   treatment 
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than  has  been  credited  to  the  hospital  in  the  above  statements. 
It  is  encouraging  to  note  that  the  number  benefited  increases 
as  the  hospital  becomes  more  firmly  established  and  the  prob- 
lem better  understood. 

With  the  exception  of  the  weeks  in  which  the  hospital  was 
quarantined  on  account  of  small-pox,  and  the  vacation  month, 
religious  services  have  been  held  each  Sunday  as  usual,  con- 
ducted by  clergymen  from  neighboring  parishes.  These  ser- 
vices have  been  well  attended. 

Entertainments,  consisting  of  lectures,  concerts,  readings, 
etc.,  have  been  given  the  patients  during  the  season  ;  several 
of  a  very  satisfactory  character  were  given  by  some  of  the 
patients  to  highly  appreciative  audiences.  Arrangements  are 
now  being  made  for  a  more  extensive  course  of  evening  ex- 
ercises by  patients,  some  of  which  are  to  be  instructive,  while 
others  will  combine  both  instruction  and  amusement. 

We  are  again  indebted  to  Mrs.  John  C.  Phillips  of  Boston  for 
furnishing  the  patients  each  month  with  two  copies  of  ' '  Cen- 
tury," two  of  "  Harper's,"  one  each  of  "Atlantic  Monthly," 
"  McClure,"  "  Scribner's,"  "Cosmopolitan  "  and  "  New  Eng- 
land Magazine." 

Doctor  Lewis  M.  Walker,  first  assistant  physician  for  three 
years,  resigned  in  August,  to  take  the  position  of  first  assistant 
at  the  Medfield  Asylum. 

The  new. method  of  disbursing  expenses,  as  shown  in  the 
analysis  book  devised  and  arranged  by  the  State  Auditor, 
Hon.  Henry  E.  Turner,  has  proved  a  great  help  and  conven- 
ience. I  am  sincerely  grateful  to  him  for  his  courteous  kind- 
ness and  advice. 

I  desire  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  faithful  and  hard 
work  done  by  officers  and  employees  during  the  year,  which 
in  so  many  ways  has  been  unusually  full  of  incident.

Ax  Act  to  increase  the  number  of  the  trustjees  of  the  Massa- 
chusetts HOSPITAL  FOR  DIPSOMANIACS  AND  INEBRIATES. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows  : 

Section  1.  The  number  of  trustees  of  the  Massa-  ^^erof 
chusetts  hospital  for  dipsomaniacs  and  inebriates  is  hereby  increased. 
increased  to  seven  ;  and  the  governor  is  hereby  authorized 
and  requested  to  appoint,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  council,  within  sixty  days  after  the  passage  of  this 
act,  the  two  additional  trustees  thus  provided  for.  In 
the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  seven,  and  each  fifth  year 
thereafter,  three  trustees  shall  be  appointed,  and  in  every 
other  year  one  trustee  shall  be  appointed. 

Section  2.     This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

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TRUSTEES'    REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  the  Governor  and  the  Honorable  Council. 

The  trustees  of  the  Massachusetts  Hospital  for  Dipsomaniacs 
and  Inebriates  submit  their  thirteenth  annual  report,  accom- 
panied by  the  reports  of  the  superintendent  and  treasurer. 

The  daily  average  of  patients  is  larger  than  last  year,  177.74, 
as  against  139.05  in  1903.  The  per  capita  cost  is  $5.81  this 
year,  as  against  $6.22  in  1903. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  the  continued  improvement  in  the 
character  of  the  patients  committed  to  the  hospital.  Some 
were  seriously  ill,  when  committed,  with  diseases  that  follow 
the  excessive  use  of  alcohol,  but  under  treatment  most  of  them 
have  recovered.  Such  cases  as  these  cannot  be  discharged  at 
once  as  unsuitable  patients,  for  though  the  hope  of  permanent 
improvement  in  their  disease  of  inebriety  is  not  great,  they  are 
fit  subjects  for  hospital  treatment  and  the  results  are  often  very 
encouraging.  If  the  trustees  become  confident  that  no  further 
benefit  can  be  derived  from  a  longer  stay  in  the  hospital,  they 
give  such  patients  a  final  discharge  as  soon  as  they  are  well  of 
their  ailments. 

The  exercise  in  the  gymnasium  in  connection  with  the  baths 
continues  to  be  one  of  the  most  important  remedial  agents  in 
the  treatment  of  the  patients.  This  work  is  under  the  care  of 
Mr.  Albert  C.  Eames. 

The  elopement  of  patients  is  still  a  serious  problem,  although 
it  is  gratifying  to  report  that  the  number  is  15  per  cent,  less 
than  last  year.  It  has  always  been,  and  always  will  be,  a 
source  of  trouble  until  there  is  still  greater  improvement  in  the 
class  of  men  committed  here.  The  facilities  for  escape  are 
easy,  and  cannot  be  removed  wholly  without  changing  the 
character  of  the  institution  and  defeating  the  purposes  for 
which  it  was  established.  No  effort  is  spared  to  return  elopers 
and  46  per  cent,  of  those  escaping  have  been  brought  back. 
Not  a  few,  however,  find  their  way  to  Rhode  Island,  the  border 
of  this  State  beino-  but  fifteen  miles  distant  from  Foxborough, 
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where  they  remain  until  their  period  of  commitment  has  ex- 
pired. In  order  to  meet  this  problem  and  discourage  such 
elopements,  the  trustees  ask  legislation  providing  that  the  time 
a  patient  is  absent  on  elopement  shall  not  be  reckoned  as  a 
part  of  his  original  commitment. 

The  trustees  also  request  legislation  by  which  refractory 
patients  may  be  sent  to  the  State  Farm  or  to  Concord  Reform- 
atory, and  that  the  period  of  their  stay  in  either  of  these 
institutions  shall  not  be  counted  as  a  part  of  their  original 
commitment. 

Some  persons  in  the  early  stages  of  inebriety,  who  could  be 
benefited  by  a  stay  of  several  months  in  the  hospital,  object  to 
being  committed  for  the  period  the  law  requires,  and  therefore 
do  not  come  when  there  is  the  best  hope  of  recovery.  It  is 
much  easier  to  stop  a  man  on  his  downward  course  before  he 
has  fallen  far  than  to  lift  him  from  the  bottom  of  the  pit.  The 
trustees  believe  that  good  results  would  be  attained  in  reach- 
ing cases  of  this  kind  by  permitting  such  men  to  enter  volun- 
tarily and  to  make  an  agreement  with  the  Board  as  to  their 
length  of  stay  in  the  hospital.  The  trustees  likewise  believe 
that  such  cases  should  be  subject,  either  by  agreement  or  pro- 
vision of  law,  to  the  rules  of  the  hospital,  and  that  they  should 
pay  for  treatment  such  sums  as  the  Board  might  determine. 
This  method  of  admission  would  enable  the  trustees  to  study 
the  cases  and  to  decline  unsuitable  ones.  Twelve  European 
countries  admit  voluntary  patients  into  similar  institutions,  as 
well  as  Connecticut,  California  and  North  Dakota  in  the  United 
States.  The  trustees  therefore  ask  for  legislation  which  will 
allow  them  to  admit  voluntary  patients  for  such  periods  as  may 
be  agreed  upon,  who  shall  be  amenable  to  the  rules  of  the  hos- 
pital during  their  stay,  and  who  shall  pay  such  sums  for  board 
as  the  trustees  may  fix,  in  no  event  less  than  the  actual  cost 
of  maintenance. 

The  system  of  probationary  visitors  has  fulfilled  the  hope  of 
usefulness  expressed  in  the  last  report.  Such  visitors  have 
been  appointed  in  twenty-three  cities  and  towns  of  the  State, 
and  are  chosen  from  men  interested  in  inebriates.  To  them 
are  referred  patients  who  are  given  leave  of  absence.  These 
patients  report  at  stated  times  to  their  respective  visitors,  who 
interest  themselves  in  the  patients  and  make  monthly  reports 
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to  the  superintendent.  The  visitors  had  an  enthusiastic  meet- 
ing at  the  hospital  on  June  30,  1904,  and  great  interest  was 
shown  in  the  work  being  done. 

A  conference  has  been  held  at  the  hospital  during  the  past 
year  with  the  judges  of  the  district  courts.  A  thorough  in- 
spection was  made  by  them  and  a  free  discussion  took  place 
concerning;  the  aims  and  methods  of  the  institution.  It  is  be- 
lieved  that  much  good  will  result  from  this  meeting. 

On  Jan.  6,  1904,  Dr.  Benjamin  H.  Hartwell  of  Ayer,  a 
trustee  since  1896,  died  after  a  short  illness  of  pneumonia. 
Dr.  Hartwell  was  a  man  of  great  public  spirit,  giving  freely 
of  his  time  and  thought  to  charitable  and  philanthropic  in- 
terests. His  duties  in  connection  with  this  hospital  were 
discharged  with  the  same  wisdom  and  faithfulness  which 
characterized  all  his  public  service.  His  death  was  a  great 
loss  to  the  State,  to  the  hospital  and  to  the  community  in 
which  he  lived.  Hon.  Frederick  Fosdick  of  Fitchburo-  was 
appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  Dr.  Hart  well's  death. 

e  qualified  March  16,  1904. 

The  trustees  have  learned  with  great  regret  of  the  resigna- 
tion of  Hon.  Henry  E.  Cobb,  chairman  of  the  Board,  caused 
by  the  pressure  of  his  private  affairs.  His  successor  has  not 
yet  been  appointed. 

Dr.  Clarence  J.  Bell  was  appointed  first  assistant  and  began 
his  duties  on  April  12,  1904.  Dr.  Leslie  E.  Coffin  was  ap- 
pointed junior  assistant,  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  res- 
ignation of  Dr.  Edward  Melius,  and  commenced  his  work  on 
Aug.  11,  1904. 

The  trustees  request,  in  accordance  with  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  superintendent,  that  a  special  appropriation  of 
$1,600  be  granted  them  for  the  repairing  and  painting  of  the 
barn  and  stable  and  for  the  painting  of  the  administration 
building  and  the  house  of  the  superintendent. 

The  trustees  desire  to  extend  their  cordial  thanks  to  Mrs.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


To  the   Trustees    of  the    Massachusetts  Hospital  for    Dipsomaniacs  and 

Inebriates. 

The  hospital  year  opened  with  142  patients  under  treatment 
and  closed  with  159.  The  number  of  admissions  was  290. 
The  largest  number  under  treatment  at  any  time  was  231, 
March  1.  The  smallest,  142,  October  1  and  August  18.  The 
daily  average  was  177.74,  an  increase  of  37.69  over  last  year. 
The  whole  number  of  cases  under  treatment  was  531.  The 
number  of  discharges,  both  final  and  conditional,  was  372  ;  the 
number  of  admissions,  including  returns  from  leave  of  absence 
and  elopement,  was  369. 

This  year,  as  last,  the  action  of  your  Board  in  giving  a  final 
discharge  to  unsuitable  cases  has  been  a  decided  factor  in 
keeping  the  number  well  within  the  capacity  of  the  hospital ; 
that  such  action  has  not  been  taken  as  often  as  last  year  de- 
notes that  a  higher  standard  has  been  reached  in  the  main  in 
those  who  are  committed,  51  having  been  finally  discharged, 
against  106  last  year.  It  is  still  to  be  deplored  that  17.50 
per  cent,  of  those  committed  should  have  become  a  burden 
upon  the  State  until  trial  and  investigation  at  the  hospital  had 
demonstrated  their  unfitness. 

It  is  of  great  importance  that  the  ends  for  which  the  hospital 
was  created  should  be  attained,  and  to  further  this  I  have  for  a 
long  time  been  of  the  opinion  that  much  could  be  accomplished 
by  the  admission  of  voluntary  cases,  those  who  would  come  to 
the  hospital  in  a  manner  similar  to  that  in  practice  at  the  hos- 
pitals for  the  insane.  As  the  laws  governing  this  hospital  fol- 
low the  same  lines,  and  in  many  respects  are  alike,  it  would 
seem  as  if  such  a  provision  could  be  easily  applied  here. 
There  are  many  points  in  favor  of  such  a  law,  and  not  the 
least  is  the  satisfaction  that  a  patient  would  feel  under  such 
conditions,  he  being  a  free  agent  in  the  matter  ;  these  patients 
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could  only  be  a  private  and  not  a  public  charge.  This  is  a 
matter  which  I  know  has  already  engaged  the  attention  of  your 
Board,  but  I  venture  the  hope  that  you  will  ask  for  the  enact- 
ment of  a  statute  giving  authority  to  carry  the  idea  into  actual 
practice. 

Escapes. 

In  an  institution  like  this,  sui  generis,  as  it  is,  we  have  on 
the  one  hand  a  hospital,  on  the  other  a  custodial  department, 
so  intermingled  as  to  make  the  problem  of  proper  administra- 
tion exceedingly  difficult.  Our  English  friends,  while  begin- 
ning later  but  working  on  the  same  lines,  are  much  in  advance 
of  us  ;  they  have  separate  departments  for  hospital  or  voluntary 
cases,  and  for  those  needing  custodial  care  ;  we,  in  trying  to 
do  both  with  proper  equipment  for  hospital  cases  only,  have 
many  patients  of  the  custodial  class  violating  their  agreement 
and  running  away.  Some  deterring  influence  which  shall  at 
least  lessen  if  not  stop  entirely  this  pernicious  evil  should  be 
brought  to  bear. 

I  beg  to  suggest  for  your  consideration  that  the  Legislature 
be  asked  to  enact  a  law  whereby  the  time  which  elapses  while 
an  escaped  patient  is  absent  be  not  counted  as  a  part  of  his 
two  years'  commitment,  but  remain  in  abeyance  until  his  re- 
turn to  the  hospital.  Such  a  law  would,  in  my  opinion,  bring 
about  the  desired  results,  and  escaped  patients  would  no  longer 
go  out  of  the  State  to  remain  until  the  declared  jurisdiction  of 
the  hospital  has  passed.  Such  a  law  would  leave  its  applica- 
tion entirely  in  the  hands  of  the  patient,  as  only  by  his  own 
act  could  it  be  enforced.  Here  he  will  be  given  opportunity 
and  assistance  in  all  possible  ways  to  effect  a  cure  ;  a  resistance 
on  his  part  will  show  most  clearly  the  need  of  enforced  deten- 
tion. 

Maintenance. 
The  expenditures  for  this  year  have  been  a  little  in  excess 
of  last,  occasioned  by  necessary  repairs  and  improvements  for 
which  no  special  appropriation  was  made,  also  by  the  increased 
number  under  treatment.  Several  matters  have  been  left  un- 
done, owing  to  lack  of  funds,  of  which  mention  will  be  made 
later.  The  sum  of  $53,755.57  has  been  paid  out  on  account 
of  current  expenses,  making  the  weekly  per  capita  cost  $5.81. 
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The  following  table  shows  the  daily  average  of  patients  and 
the  average  weekly  cost  of  maintenance  since  the  opening  of 
the  hospital :  —

Treatment  or  Cases. 
The  practice  of  keeping  patients  employed  so  far  as  possible 
has  been  continued  with  good  results,  and  a  more  apparent 
acquiescence  on  the  part  of  the  employed.  The  gymnasium 
plays  an  important  part  in  both  the  physical  training  and  in 
the  baths  which  follow  exercise ;  by  the  use  of  the  Baruch 
bath  apparatus  hydrotherapy  has  been  practised  in  a  large 
number  of  cases  with  marked  benefit.  In  many  cases  suffer- 
ing from  alcoholic  neuritis  a  cure  has  been  effected  when  other 
means  had  failed. 

Special  Appropriations. 
An  enactment  by  the  Legislature  of  1902  gave  us  $7,800; 
$1,300  was  used  in  the  erection  of  a  large  shed,  $1,000  for 
construction  of  a  recreation  court,  $5,500  for  purchase  and 
installation  of  a  new  direct  connected  eno-ine  and  electric 
generator,  and  a  ten  horse-power  motor,  all  of  which  has  been 
expended.  These  additions  lend  much  to  the  efficiency  and 
convenience  of  administration. 


Farming. 
It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  call  your  attention  to  the  amount 
of  work  accomplished  in  this  important  department.     Nearly

in 
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all  of  the  available  tillage  land  has  been  under  active  cultiva- 
tion, more  than  50  acres  having  been  under  the  plough.  A 
sufficient  amount  of  vegetables  was  raised  last  season  to  sup- 
ply all  with  good  variety  throughout  the  year,  except  a  few 
potatoes  bought  in  the  summer.  The  list  of  products  on 
another  page  is  of  interest.  Patients'  labor  forms  a  large 
factor  on  the  farm,  with  benefit  to  them  and  to  the  hospital. 
It  has  been  necessary  to  buy  additional  farm  implements,  and 
there  is  urgent  need  of  another  span  of  horses,  as  we  have 
been  obliged  to  hire  at  times  to  get  the  work  done. 

Needs. 
Lack  of  funds,  and  a  disinclination  to  include  money  paid 
for  extraordinary  repairs  in  our  current  expenses,  has  deferred 
some  important  work.  The  barn  and  stable  need  extensive 
repairs  and  painting.  The  administration  house  and  superin- 
tendent's house  also  need  the  latter ;  it  is  neither  creditable 
nor  economical  to  wait  longer.  The  sum  of  $1,600  will  be 
required  for  that  purpose,  which  I  recommend  that  the  Legis- 
lature be  asked  to  appropriate. 

Religious  Services  and  Entertainments. 

Each  Sunday  services  are  held  .in  the  chapel  by  clergymen 
from  this  and  neighboring  parishes.  Attendance  is  not  obliga- 
tory, but  those  not  attending  are  required  to  be  in  their  wards 
during  the  hour  of  service. 

Entertainments  by  the  patients  have  been  given  frequently, 
and  with  much  success.  Several  lectures,  illustrated  by  the 
stereopticon,  by  officers  and  others  were  delivered  during  the 
winter.  Also,  a  literary  and  musical  society,  composed  of 
and  managed  by  patients,  was  in  most  successful  operation  and 
a  source  of  much  pleasure  and  profit. 

Library. 

This  is  increasing  steadily,  and  numbers  over  1,000  volumes. 
It  is  well  patronized  and  much  enjoyed.  We  are  again  in- 
debted, each  month,  to  Mrs.  John  C.  Phillips  for  copies  of  the 
"  Century,"  "Harper's,"  "  Scribner's,"  "Atlantic  Monthly," 
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"Cosmopolitan,*'  "McClure's,"  and  "New  England''  maga- 
zines. Interested  friends  have  contributed  books,  magazines 
and  papers. 

In  General. 

Invitations  were  sent  to  the  committing  magistrates  of  the 
State  to  visit  the  hospital  June  30,  1904.  In  response  to  this 
a  large  number  honored  us  by  their  acceptance  and  presence. 
Others  unable  to  come  sent  most  courteous  letters  of  regret. 
An  inspection  of  the  hospital  and  its  work  was  made,  and  our 
guests  expressed  themselves  as  much  pleased.  The  mutual 
exchange  of  views  then  had  enables  us  to  assist  the  courts 
much  better  than  before  in  the  arduous  task  of  reformation 
and  cure  of  the  inebriate. 

The  Board  of  Probationary  Visitors,  constituted  during  the 
year,  has  done  excellent  work,  and  through  it  we  are  enabled 
to  keep  more  closely  in  touch  with  discharged  patients.  These 
are  required  to- report  frequently  to  the  visitor,  who,  in  turn, 
reports  in  writing  to  the  hospital.  Our  cordial  thanks  are 
due  these  gentlemen,  who  give  freely  so  much  of  their  time  to 
this  work. 

Dr.  Clarence  J.  Bell  was  appointed  senior  assistant  April 
12,  1904.  The  term  of  service  of  Dr.  Edward  Melius  having 
expired,  Dr.  Leslie  E.  Coffin  was  appointed  junior  assistant,  to 
fill  the  vacancy,  Aug.  11,  1904.  Mr.  Albert  C.  Eames  was 
appointed  director  of  physical  training,  and  assumed  his  duties 
Oct.  25,  1903. 

I  desire  to  express  my  approval  and  thanks  to  the  members 
of  my  staif  for  their  loyalty  and  hearty  co-operation  in  the 
trying  and  difficult  work  in  which  Ave  are  engaged. 

To  your  Honorable  Board,  for  your  cordial  support  and 
kind  advice,  I  am  sincerely  grateful.

to  be  laid  before  the  governor  and  council  on  or  before  the 
first  day  of  November,  for  the  use  of  the  government. 
The  treasurer  shall,  at  the  same  meeting,  present  to  the

court  in  the  county  of  Suffolk,  instead  of  the  courts  therein 
named.  The  trustees  may  discharge  finally  any  patient 
when  in  their  opinion  he  will  not  continue  to  be  subject 
to  dipsomania  or  inebriety  or  will  not  be  benefited  by 
further  treatment  in  said  hospital. 

Section  97.  Any  person  may  make  written  applica- 
tion to  a  justice  of  the  supreme  judicial  court  at  any  time 
and  in  any  county,  stating  that  he  believes  or  has  reason 
to  believe  that  a  person  named  in  such  application  is  con- 
fined as  an  insane  person  in  an  insane  hospital  or  other 
place,  public  or  private,  and  ought  not  longer  to  be  so 
confined,  and  giving  the  names  of  all  persons  supposed 
to  be  interested  in  keeping  him  in  confinement,  and  re- 
questing his  discharge. 

Section  98.  The  justice,  upon  reasonable  cause  shown 
for  a  hearing,  shall  order  notice  of  the  time  and  place 
thereof  to  be  given  to  the  superintendent  of  the  hospital 
or  place  of  confinement,  and  to  such  other  persons  as  he 
considers  proper  ;  and  such  hearing  shall  be  given  as  soon 
as  conveniently  may  be  before  any  justice  of  said  court  in 
any  county.  The  alleged  insane  person  may  be  brought 
before  the  justice  at  the  hearing  upon  a  writ  of  habeas 
corpus,  if  any  person  so  requests  and  the  justice  considers 
it  proper,  and  an  issue  or  issues  may  be  framed  and  sub- 
mitted to  a  jury  by  direction  of  the  justice  or  on  the 
request  of  any  person  who  appears  in  the  case.  The 
jurors  may  be  those  in  attendance  on  said  court,  if  in 
session  at  the  time  of  the  hearing,  or  may  be  summoned 
for  the  purpose  upon  the  order  of  the  justice  substantially

Ax  Act  to  increase  the  number  of  toe  trustees  of  the  Massa- 
chusetts HOSPITAL  FOR  DIPSOMANIACS  AND  INEBRIATES. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows  : 

Section  1.  The  number  of  trustees  of  the  Massa-  ^™e|g0f 
chusetts  hospital  for  dipsomaniacs  and  inebriates  is  hereby  increased. 
increased  to  seven  ;  and  the  governor  is  hereby  authorized 
and  requested  to  appoint,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  council,  within  sixty  days  after  the  passage  of  this 
act,  the  two  additional  trustees  thus  provided  for.  In 
the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  seven,  and  each  fifth  year 
thereafter,  three  trustees  shall  be  appointed,  and  in  every 
other  year  one  trustee  shall  be  appointed. 

Section  2.     This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

To  His  Excellency  the  Governor  and  the  Honorable  Council. 

In  making  the  fourteenth  annual  report  of  this  institution, 
the  trustees  call  attention  to  the  changed  name  and  the 
changed  character  of  the  inmates  of  the  hospital  since  the. 
thirteenth  annual  report  was  made. 

By  act  of  the  Legislature  of  1905  the  name  of  the  institution 
was  changed  from  Massachusetts  Hospital  for  Dipsomaniacs 
and  Inebriates  to  Foxborough  State  Hospital,  and  it  was  pro- 
vided that  there  should  be  committed  to  its  charge  such  chronic 
insane  male  patients  as  should  be  transferred  to  it  by  the 
State  Board  of  Insanity.  This  has  demanded  changes  in 
buildings  and  methods  of  administration,  which  makes  a 
clear  comparison  between  this  and  previous  years  difficult, 
and  as  a  transition  period  makes  such  figures  as  are  given  of 
comparatively  little  worth  in  determining  the  effect  of  the 
radical  changes  made.    Another  year  will  better  show  this. 

By  the  same  Legislature  an  appropriation  of  $100,000 
was  made  for  the  erection  of  a  power  plant  and  other  build- 
ings, the  former  to  provide  for  an  ultimate  population  in  the 
hospital  of  600  or  more,  and  the  latter  for  100  or  more  addi- 
tional patients.  Plans  and  specifications  have  been  prepared 
for  the  above  buildings,  have  been  submitted  for  estimates,  and 
it  is  expected  that  the  buildings  will  be  ready  for  use  by  early 
summer.  The  architect  for  the  dormitory  building  is  W.  Gr. 
Preston,  and  the  engineer  for  the  power  plant  is  George  Huey. 

Following  in  a  general  way  the  order  of  last  year's  report, 
for  convenience  of  comparison,  the  trustees  state  that  the 
daily  average  of  patients  is  less  than  for  last  year,  that  for 
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inebriates  alone  being  146.64,  or,  including  tbe  50  chronic 
insane  sent  to  us  in  August,  152.4,  as  against  177.74  of  last 
year.  We  refer  to  tbe  superintendent's  report  for  an  account 
of  tbe  cbanges  made  for  tbe  reception  and  care  of  tbese  in- 
sane. Tbe  weekly  per  capita  cost  is  $6.78,  as  against  $5.81 
last  year.  Wben  full  organization  is  effected  under  tbe  new 
conditions,  and  as  tbe  number  of  patients  is  increased,  tbe 
per  capita  cost  will  decrease,  as  intended  by  tbe  new  legisla- 
tion, until  it  sball  compare  favorably,  it  is  believed,  witb 
tbat  of  otber  similar  institutions.  Wbetber  or  not  tbe  fact 
tbat  the  institution  now  has  insane  patients  will  affect  the 
number  and  character  of  inebriates  (for  whom  alone  the  hos- 
pital was  first  intended)  that  sball  be  committed  to  its  care, 
remains  yet  to  be  seen.  Tbe  trustees  hope  and  believe  that 
the  new  rules  recently  adopted  as  to  tbe  time  when  a  "  leave 
of  absence  "  may  be  expected  by  patients  will  increase  tbe 
number  and  raise  the  character  of  those  committed.  Reliable 
figures  as  to  the  permanent  or  partial  benefit  to  patients  who 
have  been  under  care  are  hard  to  obtain;  but  we  have  good 
reason  to  believe  that  the  methods  used,  together  with  the 
baths  and  scientific  gymnasium  exercise  and  the  increased 
experience  in  handling  inebriety,  are  showing  more  and  more 
the  value  of  the  hospital  to  the  patients  and  the  State. 

Since  the  last  report  electric  arc  lamps  have  been  placed 
about  the  buildings,  principally  for  tbe  purpose  of  making- 
escapes  less  easy,  and  such  has  been  the  effect.  By  the  very 
nature  of  the  purpose  of  the  hospital  rigorous  measures  to 
prevent  escapes  cannot  be  used ;  but  they  are  decreasing,  and 
the  new  rules  spoken  of  above  are  expected  to  further  help  in 
this  direction. 

After  the  report  of  last  year  was  made,  an  opinion  was 
received  from  the  Attorney-General's  office  that  the  time  a 
patient  was  away  from  tbe  hospital  by  escape  was  not  to  be 
considered  as  a  part  of  bis  term  of  commitment,  hence  the 
legislation  suggested  in  regard  to  this  matter  was  not  neces- 
sary. The  application  of  this  opinion  has  bad  a  beneficial 
effect.  Escaping  patients  are  carefully  traced,  and  if  re- 
maining in  the  State  are  nearly  always  returned.  Out  of 
the  State  the  trustees  have  no  hold  over  them. 
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The  trustees  renew  their  request  for  such  legislation  as 
shall  provide  for  a  penal  disposition  of  refractory  patients, 
the  absence  from  the  hospital  during  such  penal  disposition 
not  to  be  considered  as  a  part  of  the  time  of  the  original  com- 
mitment. 

The  request  is  also  renewed  for  legislation  permitting  vol- 
untary patients  to  be  received,  under  such  conditions  as  may 
be  prescribed  by  the  trustees,  such  amount  to  be  paid  for  care 
and  board  as  shall  be  agreed  upon  between  the  trustees  and 
the  patient,  the  full  amount  for  the  whole  time  agreed  upon 
to  be  paid  in  advance,  and  in  no  case  to  be  less  than  the  actual 
cost  of  maintenance.  The  trustees  believe  that  a  class  of  pa- 
tients could  in  this  way  be  secured  for  which  the  hospital 
could  do  the  maximum  of  good  for  the  benefit  of  the  State. 

The  trustees  again  acknowledge  the  advantages  of  having 
probationary  visitors,  to  whose  oversight  patients  out  upon 
leave  of  absence  are  committed.  The  restraining  and  helpful 
influence  upon  patients  honestly  desiring  to  make  permanent 
the  benefits  obtained  when  in  the  hospital  cannot  be  meas- 
ured. 

Two  new  members  have  come  upon  the  Board  during  the 
year :  Hon.  George  L.  Clemence  of  Southbridge,  appointed  in 
place  of  Hon.  H.  E.  Cobb,  who  resigned  at  the  close  of  last 
year;  and  Dr.  Leonard  Wheeler  of  Worcester,  appointed  in 
place  of  E.  G.  Preston,  who  was  elected  chairman  in  Mr. 
Cobb's  place,  and  who  resigned  to  accept  a  responsible  finan- 
cial position,  the  duties  of  which  prevented  his  remaining 
upon  the  Board.  Hon.  George  L.  Clemence  qualified  on  Nov. 
2,  1904,  and  Dr.  Leonard  Wheeler  on  Aug.  26,  1905. 

With  the  new  power  plant  the  interests  of  the  hospital 
demand  fit  opportunity  for  delivery  and  storage  of  coal.  At 
present  much  coal  must  be  deposited  out  of  doors  and  at  a 
considerable  distance  from  its  place  of  use,  at  risk  of  loss 
by  the  elements  and  by  theft,  while  the  present  small  and 
insufficient  shed  is  so  inconvenient  as  to  require  several  hand- 
lings of  the  coal  to  fill  it.  The  trustees  have  plans  and  esti- 
mates of  a  shed,  trestle  and  track  for  proper  delivery  and 
storage,  and,  as  a  business  proposition,  ask  an  appropriation 
of  $5,000  for  its  erection.     The  recommendation  of  the  super- 
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intendent,  that  the  Legislature  be  asked  for  an  appropriation 
of  $4,000  to  equip  the  new  dormitory  when  completed,  and 
for  an  appropriation  of  $1,500  to  properly  connect  the  ven- 
tilating flues  of  the  rooms  in  the  present  hospital  buildings 
with  the  ventilating  towers,  is  confirmed. 

Much  consideration  has  been  given  by  the  trustees  to  the 
question  of  better  laundry  facilities,  those  at  present  in  use 
being  unfit  even  for  the  present  population,  and  entirely 
inadequate  for  the  increase  being  provided  for.  A  new  build- 
ing and  new  equipment  will  be  necessary  in  the  immediate 
future. 

The  expense  of  water  for  the  hospital  is  quite  large,  and 
the  present  contract  with  the  town  authorities,  expiring  Jan- 
uary 1,  proximate,  of  $1,000  per  year  gross  payment  and 
unlimited  use,  which  is  probably  a  fair  payment  under  hith- 
erto conditions,  cannot  be  renewed ;  and  request  is  made  that 
the  hospital  furnish  meters,  costing  some  hundreds  of  dol- 
lars, and  pay  at  metered  rates,  which,  with  the  increasing 
population,  would  materially  increase  the  expense  for  water. 

The  hospital  already  has  two  driven  wells,  which  have  a 
capacity  of  40,000  gallons  daily,  but  in  such  locality  that  the 
State  Board  of  Health  fear  contamination.  Wells  can  be 
driven  in  a  convenient  place,  free  from  such  danger,  and  an 
abundant  supply  obtained  of  the  same  quality  as  that  of  the 
town  water,  also  obtained  from  driven  wells. 

The  expense  for  pumping  would  be  very  small,  and  the 
trustees  believe  that  a  100,000-gallon  tank,  at  such  height  as 
to  give  the  same  pressure  as  the  town  system  does,  can  be 
erected,  and  all  the  water  needed  for  600  or  more  patients 
supplied,  at  a  less  annual  cost,  including  interest  on  the  in- 
vestment and  depreciation,  than  is  now  incurred  for  one- 
third  the  number  of  patients. 

To  still  further  increase  the  population  of  the  hospital, 
thus  reducing  per  capita  cost,  and  in  furtherance  of  the  evi- 
dent intent  of  the  last  Legislature,  the  trustees  assume  that 
appropriation  will  be  made  by  the  incoming  Legislature  for 
additional  dormitory  building  or  buildings ;  and  suggest  that 
if  such  action  is  taken,  it  be  as  early  as  may  be,  that  time 
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be  had  for  preparation  of  plans  and  placing  of  contracts  with 
best  results  to  the  State. 

No  change  has  occurred  during  the  year  in  the  executive 
force,  Dr.  Charles  E.  Woodbury  as  superintendent,  and  Drs. 
Bell  and  Coffin  as  his  assistants. 

The  trustees  again  extend  their  thanks  to  Mrs.  John  C. 
Phillips  of  Boston  for  continuing  to  furnish  several  of  the 
current  magazines  for  the  use  of  the  hospital.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S   REPORT. 


To  the  Trustees  of  the  Foxborough  State  Hospital. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  hospital  year  there  were  159  pa- 
tients nnder  treatment.  The  number  of  admissions  was 
268,  —  22  less  than  last  year.  The  largest  number  under 
treatment  at  any  time  was  172,  on  February  25  and  March  2  ; 
the  smallest  was  113,  on  June  2.  The  daily  average  for 
inebriates  was  146.64,  for  both  inebriates  and  insane  152.4,  — 
25.34  less  than  last  year.  The  whole  number  of  cases  under 
treatment  was  504 ;  the  number  of  discharges,  both  final  and 
conditional,  was  351 ;  the  number  of  admissions,  including 
returns  from  leave  of  absence,  visit  and  escape,  was  345.  The 
daily  average  is  smaller  than  for  several  years,  necessarily 
making  the  per  capita  cost  greater. 

The  number  given  a  final  discharge,  as  being  unsuitable 
cases,  is  67,  —  21.26  per  cent,  of  admissions;  last  year  it  was 
51,  — 17.50  per  cent,  of  admissions.  But  few  of  these  had 
any  criminal  record,  but  their  unfitness  consisted  in  not  being 
of  a  type  in  whom  improvement  was  probable,  —  inebriates 
in  the  fullest  sense,  but  suitable  for  custodial,  rather  than 
hospital,  care. 

The  above  illustrates  clearly  to  my  mind  the  necessity  of 
suitable  accommodations  for  inebriates  who  need  custodial 
care,  —  those  who  either  cannot  or  will  not  reform,  —  at  a 
place  removed  from  the  hospital,  and  under  strict  discipline, 
to  which  incorrigible  and  offending  patients  may  by  proper 
authority  be  transferred,  all  of  whom  are  by  necessity  now 
housed  here,  to  the  serious  detriment  of  new  and  promising 
cases.  The  admission  of  voluntary  patients,  a  subject  which 
was  considered  last  year,  I  venture  to  again  bring  to  your 
notice,  as  I  am  frequently  asked  if  the  hospital  will  take  vol- 
untary patients,  those  who  would  willingly  remain  for  three 
or  four  months,  but  whose  condition  and  circumstances  are 
such  that  neither  they  nor  their  physicians  and  friends  con- 
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sider  that  they  require  a  long  detention.  In  this  way  many 
delay  coming,  to  whom  the  hospital  would  be  a  decided  ben- 
efit, with  a  good  prospect  of  cure  and  reform,  hoping  for  the 
change  that  does  not  take  place;  when  at  last  they  are  com- 
mitted, with  all  hope  from  home  treatment  gone,  improve- 
ment is  a  slow  and  disheartening  task.  In  inebriety,  as  in 
a  race  down  hill,  it  is  so  much  easier  to  stop  soon  after  the 
descent  begins  than  when  near  the  foot  of  the  decline.  I  sug- 
gest for  your  consideration  the  advisability  of  securing  statu- 
tory enactment,  permitting  voluntary  admissions. 

Escapes. 
It  is  with  much  pleasure  that  I  record  the  lessened  number 
of  escaping  patients,  the  smallest  per  cent,  in  the  history  of 
the  hospital,  —  68  out  of  a  total  of  463  persons  under  treat- 
ment. Of  this  number,  55  per  cent,  have  been  returned  to 
the  hospital.  A  large  number  of  those  still  remaining  away 
are  out  of  the  State.  With  the  hospital  devoted  entirely  to 
such  patients  as  give  a  promise  of  improvement  and  reform, 
the  number  of  escaping  patients  would  be  small. 

Maintenance. 

Early  in  the  calendar  year  steps  were  taken  to  increase 
the  functions  of  this  hospital,  to  enlarge  its  scope  of  work, 
and  by  an  increase  of  patients  to  decrease  the  per  capita  cost 
of  maintenance,  which  has  been  so  serious  a  factor  in  its  man- 
agement. On  May  12  the  Governor  signed  an  act  changing 
the  name  to  the  Foxborough  State  Hospital,  with  authority 
to  receive,  in  addition  to  the  inebriates  that  are  committed 
by  court,  such  insane  as  may  be  transferred  by  the  State 
Board  of  Insanity.  Later  the  Legislature  generously  appro- 
priated $100,000  for  the  erection  of  a  new  power,  heating 
and  lighting  plant,  and  new  buildings  for  patients.  Plans 
for  the  power  plant  and  one  building  for  patients,  with  a 
normal  capacity  of  100,  are  practically  completed,  and  work 
upon  the  same  is  expected  to  begin  soon.  The  building  for 
heat,  light  and  power  will  be  located  east  of  the  broom  shop, 
and  the  building  for  patients  north-west  of  the  gymnasium. 

One  of  the  present  buildings,  known  as  the  A.  B.  building, 
at  the  extreme  east  end  of  the  group,  has  been  set  aside  for 
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the  insane,  which  were  transferred  by  order  of  the  State 
Board  of  Insanity  in  August. 

To  properly  accommodate  and  provide  for  these  patients, 
and  at  the  same  time  maintain  a  distinct  separation  between 
the  inebriate  department  and  that  of  the  insane,  it  was  neces- 
sary to  construct  a  dining  room,  pantry  and  scullery.  This 
has  been  done  in  what  seems  to  be  a  very  satisfactory  manner 
in  the  basement,  and  it  is  light,  airy  and  convenient  in  admin- 
istration. We  have  now  50  insane  of  the  mild,  chronic  class, 
all  men,  who  express  themselves  as  pleased,  and  are  appar- 
ently well  contented.  No  friction  whatever  has  occurred 
between  the  two  departments,  and  the  new  departure  has  been 
successful  so  far  as  administration  is  concerned. 

This  new  feature  has  increased  the  current  expenses,  as  no 
appropriation  was  available  for  preparing  the  building  de- 
voted to  the  insane  for  their  reception ;  so  that  this  sum  should 
properly  be  deducted  from  the  gross  sum  representing  our 
current  expenditures,  in  order  that  the  per  capita  cost  may  be 
on  the  same  plane  as  that  of  other  hospitals.  The  gross 
expenditure  was  $54,942.99 ;  but  deducting,  as  mentioned 
above,  the  sum  of  $1,143. 47,  we  have  $53,799.52  as  current 
expenses  for  this  year. 

Our  daily  average  for  the  present  year  was  152.4  (25.34 
less  than  last  year)  ;  the  weekly  per  capita  cost  is  $6.78. 

The  following  table  shows  the  daily  average  of  patients 
and  the  average  weekly  cost  of  maintenance  since  the  opening 
of  the  hospital :  —

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Treatment  of  Cases. 

The  same  methods  of  such  medication  as  may  be  indicated 
in  individual  cases,  regular  hours,  wholesome  food,  physical 
training  and  baths  following  exercise,  have  been  continued. 
The  use  of  the  Baruch  bath  apparatus  has  been  most  bene- 
ficial, and  is  increasing. 

Another  feature  of  much  importance  in  the  treatment  here 
is  employment;  and  every  patient,  so  far  as  he  is  physically 
able,  is  required  to  be  steadily  employed  eight  hours  each 
day,  one  of  which  is  in  the  gymnasium. 

Special  Appropriation. 
By  resolve  62,  session  of  1905,  the  Legislature  appropri- 
ated $1,600  for  repairing  out  buildings  and  painting  the  ad- 
ministration and  superintendent's  houses.  This  money  has 
been  expended,  and  the  results  are  most  satisfactory.  Nearly 
all  the  painting  was  done  by  patients. 

Needs. 

It  is  probable  that  the  new  building  for  patients  will  be 
erected  and  ready  for  use  by  midsummer  next  year.  As  the 
appropriation  already  made  is  only  for  the  erection  of  the 
building,  it  will  be  necessary  that  a  sum  be  appropriated 
for  furnishing  and  equipping  it.  I  suggest  for  your  consid- 
eration that  the  Legislature  be  asked  to  appropriate  $4,000 
for  that  purpose. 

With  the  increase  in  our  number  of  patients  there  nat- 
urally comes  a  demand  for  better  laundry  facilities.  Provi- 
sion should  be  made  for  a  new  building,  with  equipment. 
Little  if  any  of  our  present  laundry  machinery  can  be  made 
available,  as  it  is  nearly  worn  out,  and  will  soon  have  to  be 
replaced  with  new,  in  any  event.  The  present  building  is  too 
small,  and  can  be  devoted  to  other  and  needed  uses. 

The  ventilating  flues  of  the  different  day  and  sleeping 
rooms  in  the  present  group  of  buildings  discharge  into  the 
open  attic,  and  the  attics  in  turn  release  this  air  through  a 
ventilating  tower  in  the  roof.  This  is  an  unfinished  and  most 
unsatisfactory  condition.  You  will  recall  that  this  has  been 
commented  upon  before  in  my  monthly  reports,  but  no  money 
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has  been  available  to  correct  the  evil.  The  presence  of  insane 
in  one  or  more  of  the  buildings,  who  will  necessarily  be  out 
of  doors  less  than  the  inebriates,  makes  it  almost  imperative 
that  this  defect  be  remedied.  To  properly  carry  out  the 
design,  and  connect  the  brick  ventilating  flues  of  the  rooms 
with  the  ventilating  tower  by  means  of  galvanized-iron  ducts, 
will  cost  $1,500.  I  recommend  that  the  Legislature  be  asked 
to  appropriate  that  sum  for  the  purpose. 

Farming. 

Practically  the  same  amount  of  acreage  has  been  tilled  this 
year  as  last.  Some  of  the  crops  have  been  good,  especially 
the  corn,  while  potatoes  and  other  root  products  have  been 
poorer  than  last  year.  The  span  of  horses  purchased  last 
spring  has  enabled  us  to  do  the  work  promptly,  and  employ 
all  the  patients  that  could  be  spared  from  the  other  depart- 
ments. 

Religious  Services  .  and  Entertainments. 

Sunday  morning  services  have  been  held  in  the  chapel 
throughout  the  year  by  clergymen  from  this  and  adjoining 
towns.  The  attendance  has  been  most  satisfactory,  although 
not  obligatory.  During  the  hour  of  service  every  patient  is 
required  to  be  either  at  chapel  or  in  his  ward. 

Entertainments  by  patients  formed  a  feature  of  hospital 
life  during  the  winter,  and  were  uniformly  successful  and 
satisfactory.  A  few  illustrated  lectures  were  given  by  officers 
and  others. 

Library. 

The  library  has  been  increased  by  100  volumes  during  the 
present  year,  and  is  now  a  valuable  and  much  appreciated 
factor  in  hospital  life.  The  books  on  the  whole  are  carefully 
used,  and,  though  showing  marks  of  much  handling,  are  not 
abused. 

We  are  again  indebted  each  month  to  Mrs.  John  C.  Phillips 
for  copies  of  the  "  Century,"  "  Harper's,"  "  Scribner's," 
"Atlantic  Monthly,"  "Cosmopolitan,"  "  McClure's "  and 
"  New  England  "  magazines. 


PRIVATE  PATIENT'S  ROOM. 
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Statistics. 

Many  discharged  patients  remain  temperate  for  a  few 
months  after  leaving  the  hospital.  The  real  test  comes  later, 
and  therein  is  shown  the  real  work  of  the  hospital.  I  have 
secured  reliable  data  concerning  the  patients  reported  in  last 
year's  table,  and  present  with  that  a  new  one,  showing  the 
apparent  habits  of  these  patients  up  to  September  15,  present 
year,  all  having  been  away  from  the  hospital  from  eighteen 
months  to  two  and  a  half  years. 

It  is  very  satisfactory,  and  assuming,  as  is  the  rule  in  such 
cases,  the  same  percentage  to  be  temperate  in  the  number  not 
to  be  found,  we  should  materially  increase  the  showing.  It 
certainly  is  gratifying  to  record  that  50  per  cent,  of  the  pa- 
tients who  have  received  treatment  and  been  regularly  dis- 
charged are  either  temperate  or  improved  for  the  time  they 
have  remained  away  from  the  hospital,  —  not  less  than  one 
and  a  half  years,  and  not  more  than  two  and  a  half. 

In  General. 

The  work  of  probationary  visitors  in  looking  after  the  wel- 
fare of  discharged  patients  has  been  a  happy  feature  in  the 
conduct  of  the  hospital,  and  the  results  have  been  excellent. 

I  am  also  indebted  for  much  courtesy  extended  by  court 
probation  officers,  chiefs  of  police  and  their  officers  in  our 
large  cities  and  towns  for  assistance  in  collecting  data  con- 
cerning discharged  patients. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  resident  staff,  and  com- 
paratively few  among  the  employees.  I  desire  to  express  my 
sincere  thanks  to  all  those  who  are  associated  with  me  in 
what  is  a  most  trying  and  difficult  work.  Their  co-operation 
and  loyalty  I  most  heartily  appreciate. 

I  thank  your  honorable  Board  for  the  cordial  support, 
advice  and  courtesy  extended  to  me.

The  jurors  shall  be  selected  in  equal  num- 
bers from  the  place  in  which  the  trial  is  had  and  one  or 
two  adjoining  places,  as  the  judge  shall  order.  The  jurors 
shall  be  selected  and  impanelled  as  provided  in  chapter 
forty-eight,  and  in  the  counties  of  Suffolk  and  Nantucket 
they  may  all  be  taken  from  one  place. 

Section  44.  The  judge  shall  preside  at  such  trial,  and 
administer  to  the  jury  an  oath  faithfully  and  impartially 
to  try  the  issue,  and  the  verdict  of  the  jury  shall  be 
final. 

Section  45.  If  by  reason  of  challenges  or  otherwise 
there  is  not  a  full  jury  of  the  persons  summoned,  the  judge 
shall  cause  the  officer  who  served  the  summons,  or  in  his 
absence  the  officer  attending  the  jury,  to  return  persons 
to  supply  the  deficiency  ;  and  shall  have  the  same  authority 
as  the  supreme  judicial  court  to  enforce  the  attendance 
of  jurors  and  witnesses  and  to  impose  fines  for  non-at- 
tendance.

PERSONS.

All  the  laws  pertaining  to 
said  hospital  shall  be  applicable  to  the  Foxborough  state 
hospital,  and  the  words  "  Massachusetts  hospital  for  dipso- 
maniacs and  inebriates  ",  wherever  they  occur  in  the  laws 
pertaining  to  said  hospital  are  hereby  stricken  out,  and 
the  words  Foxborough  state  hospital,  are  inserted  in  place 
thereof.  Any  insane  person  may  be  transferred  to  the 
Foxborough  state  hospital  by  the  state  board  of  insanity, 
and  shall  be  subject  only  to  the  provisions  of  law  pertain- 
ing to  insane  persons.

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TRUSTEES'   REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  the  Governor  of  Massachusetts. 

The  trustees  of  the  Foxborough  State  Hospital  herewith 
present  their  fifteenth  annual  report. 

The  year  has  been  a  busy  one,  in  improving  and  com- 
pleting plans  for  the  new  buildings,  placing  the  contracts 
for  these  buildings  and  supervising  their  erection,  in  con- 
nection with  routine  work  of  the  hospital,  and  some  other 
things  of  which  mention  is  made  later.  The  new  power 
house  is  in  operation,  and  the  old  plant  dismantled.  The 
dormitory  is  completed  and  furnished,  being  built  on  a  rating 
of  100  patients,  and  capable  of  caring  for  120  without  over- 
crowding. The  cost  of  the  two  buildings,  with  all  needed 
steam  connections  and  steam  plant,  the  latter  designed  for 
an  ultimate  population  of  1,000,  will  not  exceed  the  appro- 
priation of  $100,000.  The  furnishing  of  the  dormitory  is 
covered  by  an  appropriation  of  the  last  Legislature. 

Preliminary  work  has  been  done  in  the  line  of  establish- 
ing a  private  water  supply,  but,  owing  to  delays  beyond  the 
control  of  the  trustees,  the  system  has  not  been  installed. 
Two  wells  already  driven,  and  from  which  an  abundant 
supply  of  water  can  be  obtained,  show  dangerous  foreign 
matter  in  the  water,  and  are  not  approved  by  the  State  Board 
of  Health.  The  expense  of  over  $1,300  already  put  into 
them  will  be  a  loss,  and  water  is  being  sought  in  a  new  loca- 
tion. In  view  of  this  unlooked-for  result,  an  additional  ap- 
propriation will  be  needed  to  cover  this  outlay,  and  a  prob- 
able extra  cost  of  the  work  in  a  different  location.  The 
amount   needed   can    doubtless   be   stated   definitely   before 
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action  is  taken  upon  it  by  the  Legislature.  We  have  been 
acting  under  advice  of  those  experienced  in  the  location  and 
driving  of  such  wells.  Quite  extensive  changes  of  main 
water  pipes  have  been  made,  in  view  of  the  needs  for  use 
and  for  safety  from  fire  of  the  new  dormitory  and  of  those 
which  are  likely  to  be  built  later.  Six-inch  mains  have  been 
replaced  with  eight-inch  from  the  present  eight-inch  main 
in  front  of  the  building  to  the  new  dormitory,  and  four 
hydrants  placed  on  its  length,  much  of  this  coining  under 
the  head  of  new  water  supply. 

Plans  for  a  new  laundry  have  been  prepared  but  have 
not  yet  been  adopted,  and  no  draft  has  been  made  on  the 
appropriation  of  last  winter  for  this  work.  Active  opera- 
tions will  be  soon  begun. 

The  electric  wiring  of  the  whole  hospital  plant  has  been 
changed  to  allow  use  of  a  220-volt  current,  in  place  of  110- 
volt  as  formerly,  made  advisable  by  the  longer  distances  to 
which  the  current  is  to  be  taken,  and  the  much  larger  con- 
sequent cost  of  wiring  and  maintenance  if  the  110-volt  cur- 
rent were  continued. 

The  Board,  in  the  line  of  its  request  of  last  year,  approves 
the  suggestion  of  the  superintendent  as  to  a  coal  trestle  and 
proper  opportunity  for  coal  storage,  and  asks  appropriation 
therefor. 

The  need  of  a  custodial  department,  or  of  custodial  meas- 
ures in  some  form,  is  strongly  impressed  upon  the  Board, 
to  permit  proper  control  of  the  inebriate  patients;  and  care- 
ful consideration  of  this  matter  in  this  direction  is  asked, 
request  being  made  for  legislation  which  shall  make  possible 
the  desired  result. 

Following  the  usual  order  of  the  account  of  the  year's 
work,  the  trustees  report  that  the  daily  average  of  inebriates 
for  the  year  has  been  127.92  and  of  the  chronic  insane  75.62, 
or  203.54  in  all.  For  details,  reference  is  had  to  the  superin- 
tendent's report.  The  weekly  per  capita  cost  as  reported  by 
the  superintendent  is  $5.87,  as  against  $6.78  last  year.  As 
the  capabilities  of  population  have  been  no  larger  than  for 
last  year,  there  is  no  reason  for  marked  change  in  the  per 
capita  cost;   but,   as  the  new  dormitorv  is  now  ready  and 
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partially  filled,  the  cost  should  be  markedly  less  next  year, 
and  decrease  as  the  population  increases.  The  effect  of 
caring  for  insane  patients  upon  the  receipt  of  inebriate  pa- 
tients is  one  which  cannot  as  yet  be  determined,  for  sufficient 
time  has  not  elapsed  since  the  reception  of  the  insane  to 
arrive  at  satisfactory  conclusions. 

One  indictment  for  assault,  or  perhaps  more  than  one, 
has  been  found  by  the  Norfolk  County  grand  jury  against 
an  attendant,  on  ex  parte  evidence,  of  course,  and  several 
civil  suits  have  been  brought  against  the  superintendent  and 
his  assistants.  While  believing  that  upon  final  determina- 
tion these  suits  will  be  found  baseless,  the  fact  remains  that 
they  have  greatly  interfered  with  the  morale  of  the  patients 
and  with  public  opinion  as  to  the  hospital,  doubtless  affecting 
its  population,  temporarily  at  least. 

The  trustees  believe  in  the  value  of  the  work  of  the  hos- 
pital to  the  State,  and  that  it  can  be  made  much  more  valu- 
able; but  the  moral,  mental  and  perhaps  physical  peculiari- 
ties of  the  inebriate  patients,  occasioned  by  the  very  thing 
that  sends  them  to  the  care  of  the  hospital,  makes  that  care 
very  difficult,  and  renders  the  hospital  peculiarly  subject 
to  irresponsible  and  baseless  criticism. 

The  law  allowing  the  receipt  of  voluntary  patients  has 
but  just  begun  to  be  taken  advantage  of,  and  there  is  hope 
of  satisfactory  results  along  this  line.  No  changes  have  oc- 
curred through  the  year,  either  in  the  Board  of  Trustees  — 
Dr.  J.  T.  G.  Nichols  having  been  reappointed  —  or  in  the 
executive  force.  The  superintendent  has  had  an  unusually 
strenuous  year,  with  building  operations  to  oversee  as  well 
as  the  usual  cares  pertaining  to  his  office. 

Thanks  are  again  expressed  to  Mrs.  John  C.  Phillips  for 
the  continued  furnishing  of  current  magazines  for  the  use 
of  the  hospital.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S   REPORT. 


To  the  Trustees  of  tlie  Foxborough  State  Hospital. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  hospital  year,  October  1,  there 
were  153  patients  under  treatment  in  the  inebriate  depart- 
ment ;  in  the  department  for  the  insane  there  were  50.  Dur- 
ing the  fourteen  months  which  constitute  the  hospital  year 
of  1905-06  the  number  of  inebriates,  including  returns  from 
leave  of  absence,  visits  and  escapes,  was  480;  to  the  depart- 
ment for  insane,  by  transfer  from  other  hospitals,  85. 

The  largest  number  of  inebriates  under  treatment  at  any 
time  was  166,  Oct.  16,  Nov.  9  and  29,  1905.  The  largest 
number  in  the  department  for  insane  was  114,  from  August 
21  to  September  8.  The  smallest  number  under  treatment 
in  the  inebriate  department  was  98,  July  18.  The  smallest 
number  of  insane  was  50,  from  October  1  to  November  2. 
The  daily  average  for  inebriates  during  the  year  was  127.92 ; 
that  of  the  insane,  75.62;  making  203.54  as  an  average 
population  of  patients.  The  whole  number  of  cases  under 
treatment  in  the  department  of  inebriety  was  665 ;  the  num- 
ber of  insane  was  135 ;  a  total  of  800.  The  number  of  dis- 
charges, both  final  and  conditional,  among  the  inebriates, 
was  539 ;  of  the  insane,  31.  The  number  of  inebriates  given 
final  discharges,  as  being  unsuitable,  was  57,  14.77  per  cent. 
of  the  admissions.  Comparatively  few  of  these  have  a  crim- 
inal record,  but,  as  they  were  not  to  be  benefited  by  further 
treatment,  being  of  the  type  in  whom  improvement  was  not 
probable,  they  were  a  heavy  handicap  to  the  work  for  which 
the  hospital  is  intended. 

I  mentioned  in  my  report  last  year  my  conviction  of  the 
necessity  for  suitable  accommodations  for  inebriates  that 
need  custodial  care  only.  The  urgency  of  this  was  never  so 
apparent  to  me  as  at  this  time,  both  to  permit  the  hospital 
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to  carry  on  its  legitimate  work,  and  to  safeguard  the  public 
from  expense  and  the  sad  experience  of  having  so  frequently 
in  their  midst  inebriates  of  the  chronic  type.  That  the  hos- 
pital is  doing  good  work,  and  should  be  in  a  position  to  do 
more  and  better,  is,  I  think,  very  clearly  demonstrated,  as 
the  following  shows. 

Each  year  it  is  the  custom  to  take  a  list  of  names  of  per- 
sons discharged  during  a  twelve-month  period,  and  by  careful 
inquiry  learn  the  results  of  treatment.  During  the  latter 
part  of  October  and  November  such  an  investigation  was 
made,  by  men  who  were  personally  acquainted  with  each 
patient,  and  the  result  is  extremely  gratifying.  Special  and 
painstaking  care  was  had  in  this  work,  and  I  think  it  is  more 
reliable  than  ever  before. 

Two  hundred  and  thirty  cases  were  regularly  discharged 
through  leave  of  absence  or  by  time  limit  from  July  1,  1905,. 
to  July  1,  1906.  Thus  there  was  an  absence  of  four  months 
in  each  case,  and  from  that  up  to  sixteen  months.  Of  this 
number,  93,  or  40  per  cent.,  were  found  to  be  temperate; 
37,  or  16.08  per  cent.,  had  improved;  and  55,  or  23.91  per 
cent.,  unimproved;  37,  or  16  per  cent.,  could  not  be  found;. 
8,  or  3.49  per  cent.,  had  died,  —  an  unusually  large  death 
rate.  It  is  safe  to  assume,  from  the  law  governing  the  com- 
pilation of  statistics,  that  some  of  the  cases  which  could  not 
be  found  were  temperate,  which  would  still  further  augment 
the  number  of  temperate  cases. 

Patients  were  first  admitted  to  this  hospital  in  1893,  and 
since  that  time  it  has  been  working  out,  for  this  country,  an 
untried  problem.  Unlike  all  other  hospitals,  there  were  no 
precedents  which  could  point  out  the  right  way  of  procedure. 
For  many  years  the  work  was  experimental,  and  experience 
the  only  teacher. 

Other  States  in  the  Union  have  watched  this  work  in  Mas- 
sachusetts with  great  care  and  attention,  with  the  result  that 
in  Iowa  an  inebriate  hospital  was  opened  last  year,  with 
methods  similar  to  ours.  Several  other  States  have  ap- 
pointed committees  to  present  to  their  Legislatures  bills  for 
the  establishment  of  hospitals  for  inebriates,  and  with  these 
committees   I   am  frequently   in   correspondence.      All  this 
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shows  the  trend  of  public  opinion,  while  with  ns  the*results 
noted  above,  which  are  trustworthy,  indicate  most  clearly 
that  the  State  made  no  mistake  when  it  founded  a  hospital 
for  the  treatment  of  inebriety;  but,  as  I  have  said  before, 
that  this  good  work  can  be  largely  augmented  I  have  no 
doubt,  if  conditions  are  made  suitable. 

The  courts  of  the  Commonwealth,  in  ordering  a  commit- 
ment to  this  hospital,  have  neither  time  nor  opportunity  to 
discriminate  between  a  curable  and  a  chronic  type,  nor,  for 
that  matter,  is  there  any  other  place  where  a  chronic  inebri- 
ate may  be  sent,  unless  it  be  to  some  penal  institution;  ac- 
cordingly, a  large  number  of  this  type  are  received.  There 
are  also  many  who  succeed  in  reaching  the  hospital  who  have 
records  that  make  them  unfit  patients;  but  it  is  usually 
many  weeks  before  we  can  establish  the  accuracy  of  such 
records. 

Three  classes  of  patients  reach  us :  the  recent  or  curable 
type;  the  chronic,  who  is  not  of  evil  repute  apart  from  his 
habits  of  inebriety;  and  the  incorrigible  drunkard,  who  often 
has  some  criminal  record. 

The  hospital  should  care  for  only  the  first  class;  but,  in 
order  to  do  this,  suitable  provisions  must  be  made  for  the 
second.  I  venture,  therefore,  to  present  for  your  considera- 
tion that  the  Legislature  be  asked  to  appropriate  money  for 
the  purchase  of  a  tract  of  land,  preferably,  for  a  large  part 
at  least,  in  a  rough  and  unimproved  state,  and  for  the  con- 
struction of  suitable  custodial  buildings,  where  chronic  ine- 
briates can  be  placed,  and  where  conditions  shall  be  such  that 
they  can  be  made  partly  if  not  wholly  self-supporting.  When 
such  patients  reach  the  hospital  and  their  condition  becomes 
apparent  they  should  be  removed  by  proper  authority. 

A  case  to  be  considered  as  chronic  should  have  had  two  or 
more  commitments  for  inebriety  to  a  hospital  or  other  insti- 
tution; three  admissions  within  a  twelvemonth  period  to  any 
institution  should  also  constitute  a  chronic  case.  Still  fur- 
ther, there  should  be  authority  to  transfer  to  the  custodial 
department  any  patient  who  escapes  from  this  hospital.  A 
patient  transferred  to  the  custodial  department  should  re- 
main until  discharged  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  but  in  no

case  should  his  detention  at  the  custodial  department  or  in- 
stitution be  for  less  than  one  year.  In  this  way  we  would  be 
able  to  free  this  hospital  from  the  incubus  of  chronic  cases, 
always  a  source  of  danger  and  discouragement  to  the  new 
comer.  I  would  term  such  a  place  the  Custodial  or  Chronic 
Department  of  the  Foxborough  State  Hospital,  and  its  gov- 
ernment should  be  vested  in  the  same  Board  of  Trustees  and 
be  under  the  same  management  as  the  hospital,  both  for  ease 
of  administration  and  for  economy. 

England,  which  has  been  studying  this  problem  a  longer 
time  than  we  have,  has  for  several  years  adopted  a  method 
similar  to  the  one  above  outlined  for  its  chronic  inebriates, 
there  recognized  and  denominated  as  criminal;  its  officials 
deprecate  the  fact  that  there  is  no  provision  for  the  acute  or 
non-criminal  class,  which  the  Commonwealth  was  the  first 
to  recognize  and  care  for. 

For  the  third  class,  which  includes  those  who  will  not  be 
amenable  to  discipline,  the  incorrigible,  and  those  with  penal 
records,  in  addition  to  the  power  for  final  discharge  which 
the  trustees  now  have,  there  should  be  authority  to  report 
to  the  court  committing  such  cases  for  its  information  and 
further  disposition  of  the  case. 

I  would  also  suggest  for  legislative  enactment  that  the 
courts  have  discretionary  power  in  cases  of  drunkenness,  not 
of  the  chronic  or  criminal  type,  which  are  brought  before 
them  to  commit  for  treatment  direct  to  this  hospital,  with- 
out medical  certificate,  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  thirty 
days,  instead  of  to  a  penal  institution.  This  would  entail 
no  more  expense  upon  a  county  than  to  send  such  an  one 
to  a  penal  institution.  On  discharge  of  such  a  patient  the 
hospital  should  report  in  writing  to  the  judge  who  had  or- 
dered the  commitment.  In  this  way  it  seems  to  me  that  a 
large  number  of  men  could  be  reached,  greatly  benefited,  and 
saved  the  stigma  of  a  sentence.  Here  they  would  be  in  a 
hospital  amidst  healthful  and  wholesome  surroundings,  and 
receive  care  and  treatment  which  it  is  impossible  for  a  penal 
institution  to  give,  and  we  should  be  able  to  send  them  out 
self-respecting  and  encouraged. 

The  rule  adopted  by  your  Board  last  year,  making  the 
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term  of  treatment  for  first  cases  three  months,  has  proved 
its  worth  in  many  ways,  shown  by  the  more  contented  spirit 
of  the  patients,  a  larger  percentage  of  good  results  and  a 
decided  decrease  in  the  number  of  escapes,  — 1.17  per  cent, 
for  the  three-months  cases,  against  21.68  per  cent,  for  those 
who  were  required  to  stay  six  months  or  more. 

The  above  methods  that  I  have  outlined  seem  to  me  to 
offer  immense  possibilities.  Not  only  will  the  patients  re- 
ceive benefit  of  a  practical  and  helpful  kind,  but  their  fam- 
ilies will  be  relieved  of  a  great  burden.  There  is  no  ques- 
tion but  what  many  cases  that  the  hospital  might  benefit  are 
deterred  from  coming  here  by  a  class  of  patients  we  are 
now  obliged  to  receive.  With  this  objectionable  feature  re- 
moved, the  better  element  would  feel  free  to  come,  and  the 
Commonwealth  would  continue  to  be,  as  it  has  always  been, 
a  leader  in  charitable  work. 

Voluntary  Patients. 
The  law  enacted  by  the  last  Legislature,  permitting  the 
reception  of  voluntary  cases,  has  been  put  into  operation ; 
and,  while  but  a  few  cases  have  been  received,  these  have 
made  excellent  records.  What  I  have  previously  stated  about 
the  objectionable  character  of  some  of  our  patients  has  been 
brought  noticeably  to  my  attention  by  voluntary  patients  and 
their  friends. 

Construction. 

The  new  power  house  and  dormitory  building  for  patients, 
for  which  money  was  appropriated  by  the  Legislature  of 
1905,  have  been  erected,  and  the  former  is  now  in  use.  It 
comprises  a  building  50  by  70  feet,  one  story  in  height,  with 
a  chimney  stack  150  feet  high.  It  is  properly  divided  into 
boiler  and  engine  rooms,  and  in  the  former  are  installed 
three  boilers  of  150  horse-power  each,  and  there  is  sufficient 
room  left  for  two  more.  The  boilers  are  placed  with  a  most 
approved  setting,  and  the  heating  of  the  entire  plant  is  now 
done  by  exhaust  steam,  augmented  whenever  necessary  by 
direct  steam  passing  a  reducing  valve. 

The  engine-room  contains  one  new  direct-connected  engine 
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and  generator  of  75  kilowatt  capacity;  this,  with  our  old 
machine  of  50  kilowatt  capacity,  gives  us  ample  power  for 
all  purposes.  With  the  two  engines,  either  one  of  which  is 
sufficient  for  present  demands,  there  is  provision  for  emer- 
gency and  enlargement  of  the  plant. 

The  dormitory  building  is  now  receiving  finishing  touches, 
and  will  soon  be  ready  for  occupancy.  This  building,  which 
will  easily  accommodate  over  100  patients,  is  of  brick,  two 
stories  in  height,  with  a  basement,  and  faces  the  east.  The 
-main  part  is  139  feet  in  length  and  37  feet  in  width.  There 
is  an  ell  of  the  same  height  as  the  main  building,  projecting 
from  the  center  in  the  rear,  37  feet  in  width  and  54  feet  in 
length.  The  basement,  which  is  practically  all  above  ground, 
is  divided  into  a  day  room  and  a  dining  room,  the  latter  with 
a  sitting  capacity  for  120,  and  a  lounging  and  smoking  room 
in  the  ell,  entered  from  the  rear,  where  patients  working  out 
of  doors  can  enter  and  find  suitable  accommodations  for 
washing  and  changing  their  out-door  for  in-door  clothing. 

The  first  story  of  the  main  part  has  a  large  day  room  and 
dormitory.  The  second  story,  which  is  finished  to  the  roof, 
is  one  large  dormitory.  In  the  first  and  second  stories  of  the 
ell  are  single  rooms,  for  the  use  both  of  nurses  and  patients. 

This  building  is  of  mill  construction,  thoroughly  well  built, 
and  provided  with  outside  iron  fire-escapes.  Lavatories, 
water-closets,  clothes  rooms,  etc.,  are  provided,  with  ample 
accommodations.  In  two  stories  of  the  ell  are  private  lava- 
tories and  bath  rooms,  and  the  ell  is  so  constructed  that  it 
can  be  entirely  cut  off,  if  necessary,  from  the  main  building. 

Furnishings  for  this  building,  for  which  $4,000  was  ap- 
propriated last  year,  are  now  being  received  in  readiness  to 
put  in  place  when  the  building  is  completed. 

Appropriations  were  made  last  year  for  a  new  laundry, 
for  a  water  system,  and  for  completing  the  ventilation  of 
three  of  the  old  buildings.  I  thought  it  best  not  to  push  plans 
for  the  new  laundry  and  begin  its  construction  until  the  other 
buildings  were  practically  completed,  and  have  taken  time  to 
familiarize  myself  with  the  best  laundries  and  laundry  ma- 
chinery that  I  could  find.  As  the  building  is  a  simple  one,  I 
have  not  thought  it  necessary  to  employ  an  architect,  but 
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have  prepared  plans,  the  sketches  of  which  you  have  seen 
from  time  to  time,  and  which  are  now  receiving  final  details. 
Approximate  estimates  have  been  received  for  construction 
of  the  building  and  for  furnishing  and  installing  machinery. 
It  is  probable  that  before  this  report  is  published  active  work 
will  have  commenced. 

In  our  attempt  to  secure  a  water  supply  we  have  been 
singularly  unfortunate.  Commencing  in  May,  test  wells 
were  driven,  but  owing  to  the  presence  of  ledge  it  was  neces- 
sary to  drill  artesian  wells.  Two  were  sunk,  at  points  indi- 
cated both  by  the  State  Board  of  Health  and  an  hydraulic 
engineer  approved  by  them,  to  a  depth  that  gave  an  abun- 
dant supply  of  water.  The  large  amount  of  work  ahead  in 
the  laboratory  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  prevented  us 
from  getting  a  report  of  the  analysis  until  late  in  the  sum- 
mer, and  a  second  test,  made  at  our  request,  resulted  in  cor- 
roborating the  first,  viz.;  that  there  was  so  much  organic 
matter  present  that  it  was  unfit  for  domestic  use.  There 
was  nothing  left  to  do  but  to  make  another  attempt,  and  a 
contract  has  been  made  for  drilling  more  wells  at  a  point 
quite  remote  from  the  first.  This  experiment  has  been  costly, 
and  to  locate  wells  at  the  point  which  we  now  propose  to  do 
will  entail  more  expense  in  installing  our  plant.  In  addition 
to  this,  there  is  a  steady  rise  in  the  price  of  steel  and  iron, 
all  of  which  will  increase  the  expense. 

Owing  to  the  above-named  causes,  it  will  be  necessary  to 
ask  the  Legislature  for  an  additional  appropriation  for  the 
water  service.  Just  what  this  amount  will  be  it  is  impossi- 
ble to  determine  until  the  wells  are  drilled,  which  I  expect 
will  be  done  within  a  few  weeks. 

The  appropriation  for  ventilation  has  not  been  expended, 
as  I  have  been  unable  to  find  responsible  contractors  to  do 
the  work  for  the  amount  pronounced  quite  sufficient  by  the 
architect  who  made  the  estimate. 

Maintenance. 
The  provisions  made  last  year  for  housing  the  insane  have 
proved  very  satisfactory.     The  patients  sent  us  are  for  a 
large  part  feeble  and  demented,  and  a  number  of  deaths  have 
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occurred  from  natural  causes;  but  in  the  main  the  patients 
have,  as  is  often  the  case,  improved  after  a  change  of  location. 
Owing  to  the  fact  that  the  dormitory  building  was  not 
completed  earlier  in  the  season,  on  account  of  a  temporary 
financial  embarrassment  of  one  of  the  principal  contractors, 
which,  however,  in  no  way  affected  the  Commonwealth,  trans- 
fers of  patients  were  not  made ;  and  our  population  has  been 
smaller  than  I  had  supposed  it  would  be  when  I  presented 
my  last  report.  The  per  capita  cost  is  therefore  higher  than 
I  had  expected.  The  cost  of  maintenance  for  fourteen 
months,  industries  not  included,  is  $72,476.81;  the  daily 
average  of  patients  was  203.55,  which  gives  a  weekly  per 
capita  cost  of  $5.87.  Repairs  made  necessary  this  year, 
which  would  under  old  conditions  be  properly  called  ex- 
traordinary, such  as  retopping  chimneys,  renewing  gutters, 
metal  roofs,  etc.,  might  well  be  called  not  a  part  of  current 
expenses;  taken  out,  they  would  still  further  reduce  the 
amount  of  current  expense. 

Needs. 
The  most  urgent  need  at  present  is  for  better  facilities  for 
storing  coal.  The  old  shed  is  in  need  of  repairs,  and,  as  our 
coal  is  all  brought  in  on  a  siding  and  has  to  be  shovelled  over 
and  over,  it  is  very  tiresome  and  discouraging,  as  well  as 
needless  work.  I  therefore  recommend  for  your  considera- 
tion that  an  appropriation  be  asked  for  to  provide  a  new  coal 
pocket,  in  which  there  shall  be  a  trestle  so  that  coal  can  be 
unloaded  conveniently  and  easily.  A  large  part  of  the  roof 
of  the  old  coal  shed  can  be  removed,  leaving  only  enough  to 
protect  the  anthracite  coal;  the  trestle  should  run  the  whole 
length  of  the  pocket,  and  have  a  high  retaining  wall  beside 
the  spur  track,  and  a  smaller  one  opposite  of  3  or  4  feet  in 
height,  to  prevent  the  coal  from  spreading  over  the  ground, 
the  whole  pocket  to  be  provided  with  a  concrete  floor.  The 
cost  of  such  a  pocket,  with  trestle,  etc.,  complete,  will  be 
$5,200. 
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Farming. 
Out-of-door  work  for  all  patients  whom  it  is  possible  to 
spare  from  the  various  departments  has  been  followed 
throughout  the  year.  The  results  have  been  very  satisfac- 
tory. The  crops  of  corn,  roots,  onions,  hay,  pumpkins,  etc., 
have  been  unusually  good.  The  herd  of  cows  has  made  a 
very  satisfactory  showing,  but  will  need  enlarging  with  the 
advent  of  more  patients.  Much  other  work  has  been  done 
by  patients,  including  road  making,  grading,  ditching,  etc. 

Religious  Services  and  Entertainments. 

The  Sunday  morning  service  has  been  continued  as  for- 
merly, the  services  being  conducted  by  clergymen  from  the 
neighboring  parishes,  and  the  attendance,  although  not  obli- 
gatory, has  been  very  good. 

From  time  to  time  during  the  winter  illustrated  lectures 
by  officers  and  others,  and  entertainments  solely  in  the  hands 
of  patients,  were  given  and  received  with  great  satisfaction. 

Library. 

The  library,  which  has  increased  yearly  by  the  expendi- 
ture of  $100  appropriated  from  current  funds,  continues  to 
be  much  appreciated  by  the  patients.  As  in  former  years, 
we  are  again  indebted  to  Mrs.  John  C.  Phillips  for  copies  of 
"  Century,"  «  Harper's,"  "  Scribner's,"  "  Atlantic  Monthly," 
"  Cosmopolitan,"  "  McClure's  "  and  "  !New  England  "  mag- 
azines. 

In  General. 

The  work  of  probationary  visitors,  to  whom  discharged 
patients  are  referred,  continues  to  be  very  successful.  This 
is  a  phase  of  hospital  work  which  I  think  it  would  be  well  to 
enlarge,  as  the  results  are  most  satisfactory." 

I  desire  to  extend  my  hearty  thanks  to  these  visitors,  court 
probationary  officers,  chiefs  of  police  and  their  subordinates 
in  our  cities  and  towns,  who  have  again  aided  us  so  cheer- 
fully and  satisfactorily  in  collecting  information  concerning 
discharged  patients.

Section  29 .  There  shall  be  thorough  visitations  of  each 
hospital  by  two  of  the  trustees  thereof  monthly,  and  by  a

liquor,  with  intent  to  convey  or  deliver  it  to  any  patient 
thereof,  except  under  direction  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  pun- 
ished by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  fifty  dollars  or  by  im- 
prisonment for  not  more  than  two  months.

and  council,  or  to  the  general  court,  as  now  required  by 
law,  except  that  they  shall  be  made  on  or  before  the  third 
Wednesday  in  January,  anything  in  any  general  or  special 
statute  now  existing  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 
Such  reports  shall  be  deposited  with  the  secretary  of  the 
Commonwealth,  who  shall  transmit  them  to  the  governor 
and  council  or  to  the  general  court.  The  financial  state- 
ments now  required  by  law  to  be  included  therein  shall 
meetin^.annual  ^)e  m^de  for  the  fiscal  year  as  herein  established.  The

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TRUSTEES'   REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  the  Governor  of  Massachusetts. 

The  trustees  of  the  Foxborough  State  Hospital  herewith  pre- 
sent the  sixteenth  annual  report. 

The  present  Board  of  Trustees  was  appointed  by  the  Gov- 
ernor on  September  18,  and  organized  on  October  1  by  the  elec- 
tion of  Robert  A.  Woods  as  chairman  and  William  H.  Prescott, 
M.D.,  as  secretary.  The  affairs  of  the  hospital  before  the  ap- 
pointment of  the  present  Board  have  been  dealt  with  by  the 
superintendent  in  his  report,  which  is  bound  herewith. 

In  the  two  months  since  their  appointment  the  members  of 
the  present  Board  have  had  little  opportunity  to  do  more  than 
familiarize  themselves  with  the  history  of  the  institution,  ob- 
serve its  administration  and  study  its  problems  and  needs.  The 
plant  is  in  good  physical  condition,  the  buildings  are  clean  and 
well  cared  for,  the  furnishings  and  equipment  are  suitable  and 
on  the  whole  adequate.  For  two  reasons,  however,  the  hospital 
is  not  performing  the  service  for  which  it  was  created. 

In  the  first  place,  the  location  of  the  hospital  is  inappropriate. 
The  buildings  are  placed  on  a  comparatively  small  piece  of  land 
in  a  thickly  settled  part  of  the  State,  close  to  railroads  and 
street  railways  and  within  a  few  miles  of  the  State  line.  The 
limited  area  of  the  grounds  makes  it  extremely  difficult  to  offer 
the  inmates  the  healthy  out-door  work  which  they  need.  The 
proximity  of  the  town  and  the  State  border  offers  avenues  of 
escape  from  the  institution  which  can  be  guarded  against  only 
by  penal  discipline. 

In  the  second  place,  the  hospital  receives  all  classes  of  inebri- 
ates, arid  cares  for  them  practically  as  a  single  body.     Conse- 
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quently  there  can  be  no  proper  difference  in  treatment  between 
the  incorrigible,  the  chronic  and  the  curative  types  of  patients. 

This  Board  is  of  the  opinion  that  a  fundamental  change  in 
these  conditions  is  absolutely  necessary.  We  recommend,  there- 
fore, that  the  sum  of  $50,000  be  appropriated  by  the  next 
Legislature  for  the  purchase  of  a  tract  of  land  in  some  thinly 
settled  part  of  the  Commonwealth,  for  the  establishment  of  a 
new  hospital.  It  is  probable  that  for  this  sum  not  only  land 
sufficient  for  the  needs  of  the  hospital  can  be  acquired,  but  coir 
tages  can  be  erected  into  which  one  class  of  inebriates  may  be 
moved  immediately.  Thus  by  adopting  the  colony  system,  which 
has  already  proved  so  successful  at  Rutland  and  at  Gardner, 
proper  classification  of  patients  can  be  instituted  at  once,  and 
an  opportunity  for  healthy  out-door  work  of  a  character  which 
not  only  benefits  the  patient  but  is  directly  remunerative  to  the 
State  can  be  gained.  While  the  members  of  this  colony  are  at 
the  definite  task  of  preparing  for  the  coming  of  the  larger  body 
of  patients,  by  work  upon  the  lands  and  upon  new  buildings,  a 
study  can  be  made  of  the  precise  form  which  the  next  expendi- 
ture should  take  to  make  it  most  profitable.  As  the  Board  of 
Insanity  is  anxious  to  use  any  available  room  at  Foxborough  in 
order  that  it  may  postpone  the  necessary  building  elsewhere, 
and  as  the  institution  is  entirely  suitable  for  the  care  of  the 
insane,  the  removal  of  any  part  or  even  the  whole  of  the  body 
of  inmates  of  the  present  hospital  to  a  farm  colony  will  cause 
no  vacant  building  among  the  State's  institutions. 

The  Board  believes  that  treatment  of  cases  in  the  hospital 
is  but  one  step  in  the  cure  of  inebriety,  and  that  supervision  of 
the  patients  after  they  have  left  the  hospital  should  become  a 
recognized  part  of  its  duty.  It  is  only  by  watching  and  pro- 
tecting the  patient  in  his  home  that  cases  of  temporary  physi- 
cal rehabilitation  can  become  cases  of  permanent  moral  and 
mental  regeneration.  The  trustees  would  welcome  some  form 
of  co-operation  between  the  hospital  and  the  probation  officers 
of  the  State  by  which  the  knowledge  acquired  by  the  various 
probation  officers  could  be  placed  at  the  disposition  of  a  field 
officer  of  the  hospital.  This  would  enable, the  trustees  to  keep 
a  closer  watch  upon  patients  who  are  at  home  on  leave  of  ab- 
sence, and  also,  by  offering  opportunities  to  learn  the  previous 
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history  of  patients  who  are  committed  to  its  care,  would  lead 
to  a  better  classification  of  patients  at  the  institution. 

On  November  6  the  Board  received  the  resignation  of  Dr. 
Charles  E.  Woodbury,  superintendent  of  the  hospital.  This 
was  accepted,  to  take  effect  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Board.  The 
Board  is  now  considering  the  question  of  his  successor.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S   REPORT. 


To  the  Trustees  of  the  Foxborough  State  Hospital. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  hospital  year,  Dec.  1,  1906,  there 
were  230  patients  nnder  treatment,  — 126  in  the  department 
for  inebriates,  104  in  the  department  for  insane.  During  the 
twelve  months  ending  with  Nov.  30,  1907,  the  nnmber  of  ad- 
missions of  inebriates,  including  returns  from  leave  of  absence, 
visits  and  escapes,  was  334;  the  number  of  admissions  of  in- 
sane by  transfer  from  other  hospitals  was  136. 

The  largest  number  of  inebriates  under  treatment  at  any  time 
was  129,  Dec.  27,  1906.  The  largest  number  in  the  department 
for  insane  was  197,  from  Nov.  18  to  ISTov.  30,  1907,  inclusive. 
The  smallest  number  of  inebriates  under  treatment  at  any  time 
was  70,  May  1,  June  9  and  14,  1907.  .  The  smallest  number  of 
insane  under  treatment  was  100,  Jan.  29,  1907.  The  daily 
average  of  inebriates  during  the  year  was  91.03 ;  the  daily  aver- 
age of  insane  during  the  year  was  163.03 ;  the  daily  average  of 
all  patients  was  254.06.  The  whole  number  of  patients  under 
treatment  in  the  department  for  inebriety  was  460,  the  num- 
ber of  insane,  242,  making  a  total  of  702. 

The  number  of  discharges  of  inebriates,  both  final  and  con- 
ditional, was  365 ;  of  insane,  45.  The  number  of  final  dis- 
charges given  inebriates  as  being  unsuitable  and  not  to  be 
benefited  by  further  treatment  was  44,  13  less  than  in  the  four- 
teen months  previous. 

It  is  still  a  matter  for  regret  that  so  large  a  percentage  of  the 
patients  admitted  to  the  hospital,  13.17  per  cent.,  are  of  a  type 
that  the  hospital  is  not  competent  to  properly  handle. 

Again,  as  in  previous  years,  I  desire  to  express  my  convic- 
tion of  the  necessity  of  accommodation  for  the  chronic  type  of 
inebriates  where  suitable  care  and  custody  may  be  given  them. 

Much  stress  has  been  laid  upon  the  condition  of  these  unfortu- 
nate persons  and  the  relief  which  the  State  should  have  from 
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the  great  burden  of  their  support ;  but  this  does  not  seem  to  me 
to  go  far  enough.  There  is  a  still  larger  claim  which  demands 
our  recognition,  and  that  is  the  one  which  families  and  friends 
of  the  incurable  inebriate  have,  at  least,  a  moral  right  to  expect. 
If  the  father,  husband  or  brother  who  is  the  natural  wage-earner 
cannot  be  cured  and  become  helpful,  he  can  be  made  a  self- 
supporter  under  State  supervision,  and  no  longer  a  drag  upon 
his  family,  which,  relieved,  pan  then  have  for  its  own  necessi- 
ties the  wages  its  members  can  earn,  much  of  which  formerly 
went  to  help  the  drunkard  or  to  pay  his  fines,  or  was  squandered 
by  him.  The  care  and  treatment  of  inebriates  is  one  of  the 
greatest  problems  of  the  century,  and  most  of  the  civilized  coun- 
tries of  the  world  are  studying  it  and  striving  to  arrive  at  a 
solution  of  its  perplexing  elements. 

The  experience  of  the  last  twelve  months  has  more  than  ever 
convinced  me  of  the  necessity  for  a  broader  field  of  action,  wide 
enough  to  embrace  the  care  and  treatment  both  of  the  chronic 
and  the  so-called  curative  type,  and  I  can  only  reiterate  what  I 
have  mentioned  in  previous  reports,  especially  that  of  last  year, 
which  resulted  in  a  bill  before  the  House  asking  for  an  appro- 
priation, which  was,  however,  not  enacted. 

I  venture  therefore  to  present  for  your  consideration  that  the  Legis- 
lature be  asked  to  appropriate  money  for  the  purchase  of  a  tract  of 
land,  preferably,  for  a  large  part  at  least,  in  a  rough  and  unimproved 
state,  and  for  the  construction  of  suitable  custodial  buildings,  where 
chronic  inebriates  can  be  placed,  and  where  conditions  shall  be  such 
that  they  can  be  made  partly  if  not  wholly  self-supporting.  .  .  . 

A  case  to  be  considered  as  chronic  should  have  had  two  or  more  com- 
mitments for  inebriety  to  a  hospital  or  other  institution;  three  admis- 
sions within  a  twelvemonth  period  to  any  institution  should  also  consti- 
tute a  chronic  case.  .  .  . 

For  the  third  class,  which  includes  those  who  will  not  be  amenable  to 
discipline,  the  incorrigible,  and  those  with  penal  records,  in  addition 
to  the  power  for  final  discharge  which  the  trustees  now  have,  there 
should  be  authority  to  report  to  the  court  committing  such  cases  for  its 
information  and  further  disposition  of  the  case. 

I  would  also  suggest  for  legislative  enactment  that  the  courts  have 
discretionary  power  in  cases  of  drunkenness,  not  of  the  chronic  or 
criminal  type,  which  are  brought  before  them  to  commit  for  treatment 
direct  to  the  hospital,  without  medical  certificate,  for  a  period  of  not 
less  than  thirty  days,  instead  of  to  a  penal  institution.     This  would 
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entail  no  more  expense  upon  a  county  than  to  send  such  an  one  to  a 
penal  institution.  On  discharge  of  such  a  patient  the  hospital  should 
report  in  writing  to  the  judge  who  had  ordered  the  commitment.  In 
this  way  it  seems  to  me  that  a  large  number  of  men  could  be  reached, 
greatly  benefited,  and  saved  the  stigma  of  a  sentence.  They  would  be 
in  a  hospital  amidst  healthful  and  wholesome  surroundings,  and  receive 
care  and  treatment  which  it  is  impossible  for  a  penal  institution  to  give, 
and  we  should  be  able  to  send  them  out  self-respecting  and  encouraged. 

Voluntary  Patients. 
The  admission  of  voluntary  cases,  although  there  have  been 
but  10  during  the  year,  has,  so  far  as  the  experiment  has  gone, 
been  very  satisfactory.  Almost  without  exception  those  apply- 
ing in  this  way  have  made  a  good  record  since  their  discharge. 
The  results  thus  far  seem  to  warrant  its  continuance,  with  a 
strong  hope  of  much  benefit  through  its  use. 

Construction. 

The  new  laundry,  for  which  the  Legislature  of  1905  made 
an  appropriation  of  $20,000  for  its  erection  and  equipment,  has 
been  completed  and  the  machinery  is  now  being  installed.  This 
building  is  of  brick,  two  stories  in  height  and  of  mill  construc- 
tion. It  is  45  by  90  feet  in  size,  without  basement.  The  first 
floor  is  devoted  entirely  to  laundry  purposes  and  will  be  ample 
for  all  the  work  that  the  hospital  is  ever  likely  to  require.  The 
second  story  has  one  end  partitioned  off  for  the  officers'  laundry ; 
the  remainder  makes  a  fine,  large  room,  open  to  the  roof;  this 
is  pierced  by  sky-lights,  which  with  the  side  windows  admit  an 
ample  supply  of  air  and  sunshine.  This  can  be  used  for  a  work- 
room and  is  well  adapted  for  such  a  purpose.  So  far  as  possible 
the  labor  of  our  own  employees,  assisted  by  the  patients,  has 
been  utilized  in  the  construction  of  this  building. 

One  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  was  appropriated  by  the 
same  Legislature  to  complete  the  ventilation  of  three  cottages 
for  patients;  this  has  been  expended  and  the  work  completed. 
The  beneficial  effect  of  this,  in  the  wholesome  air  now  constantly 
in  the  buildings,  is  very  evident. 

As  stated  in  the  last  report,  a  contract  had  been  made  for 
drilling  wells  at  a  remote  point  from  the  two  wells  which  were 
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condemned  by  the  State  Board  of  Health  as  unfit  for  domestic 
use.  These  wells,  although  yielding  an  ample  supply  of  water, 
have,  upon  analysis,  also  proved  unsuitable  for  domestic  pur- 
poses. The  first  well  has,  however,  been  connected  to  pumps 
and  the  water  distributed  throughout  the  grounds  and  utilized 
for  purposes  other  than  domestic,  such  as  flushing  water-closets, 
boiler  consumption,  general  bathing,  carriage  washing  and  for 
garden  and  lawn  sprinkling,  resulting  in  a  large  percentage  of 
saving  to  the  State. 

The  trestle  and  coal  pocket,  for  which  money  ($4,700)  was 
appropriated  last  year,  have  been  completed  and  are  now  in 
use.  With  this  trestle  we  have  been  enabled  to  handle  our  coal 
quickly  and  with  ease.  What  was  formerly  a  dreaded  task  is 
now  willingly  undertaken. 

Maintenance. 
The  per  capita  cost  for  maintenance  has  been  larger  than  was 
expected  when  the  estimate  was  made,  and  the  average  number 
of  patients  much  less.  Not  only  has  there  been  an  increased 
cost  for  service,  following  the  enactment  of  the  so-called  eight- 
hour  law,  with  its  consequent  added  cost  for  support  and  fur- 
nishings, but  the  price  of  provisions  and  supplies  of  all  kinds 
has  advanced  to  a  high  point.  In  addition  to  this,  the  cost  for 
repairs  and  improvements  absolutely  necessary  has  been  much 
in  excess  of  what  was  expected,  as  is  usually  the  case  where 
such  changes  are  made.  The  repairs,  additions,  etc.,  mentioned 
above  have  been  a  complete  renewal  and  increase  of  water- 
closets  in  two  of  the  buildings  for  patients,  with  the  necessary 
and  needed  changes  in  the  adjacent  bath-rooms  and  lavatories, 
and  a  purchase  of  material  sufficient  to  complete  the  work  in  a 
third  cottage  for  patients,  and  some  needed  changes  in  E  build- 
ing. It  was  thought  unwise  to  do  this  by  contract,  owing  to 
contingencies  which  were  sure  to  arise.  The  work  was  done  by 
a  thoroughly  reliable  firm,  from  whom  material  was  purchased 
at  wholesale  rates  and  to  whom  wages  were  paid  for  competent 
workmen,  which  they  sent,  together  with  a  ten  per  cent,  com- 
mission for  supervision.  In  addition,  as  far  as  possible,  our 
own  force  gave  needed  help. 
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The  influx  of  insane  patients  also  made  additions  to  onr  kit- 
chen furnishings  and  fixtures  absolutely  necessary;  this  alone 
cost  in  the  neighborhood  of  $1,200.  The  total  expenditures 
were  $79,100  and  the  daily  average  of  patients  254.06,  which 
give  a  weekly  per  capita  cost  of  $5.98,  or  11  cents  more  than  last 
year. 

Needs. 

It  has  been  recognized  for  a  long  time  that  our  accommoda- 
tions for  cold  storage  have  been  entirely  inadequate  for  our 
requirements,  and  I  have  often  considered  the  matter  and 
endeavored  to  find  a  satisfactory  solution,  but  without  success. 

With  the  establishment  of  our  new  power  and  engine  house 
and  the  laundry,  soon  to  be  ready  for  use,  there  have  been  re- 
leased buildings  which  can  be  made  available  for  this  and  other 
purposes.  I  have  secured  estimates  upon  the  probable  cost  of 
changing  the  laundry  and  old  engine  room  into  a  cold-storage 
plant  ample  for  all  future  needs.  With  a  suitable  refrigerating 
apparatus  the  cost  will  be  $10,000. 

We  have  but  one  oven,  of  limited  capacity,  for  the  use  of  the 
baker,  which  has  now  been  in  continuous  use  for  over  eight 
years.  It  is  of  obsolete  pattern,  and,  while  it  does  good  work, 
will  soon  be  inadequate  for  our  demand,  to  say  nothing  of  the 
liability  of  accident.  The  room  devoted  to  the  bakery  is  small 
and  crowded.  The  old  boiler  house  affords  an  excellent  oppor- 
tunity for  a  change.  This  could  be  converted  into  a  two-story 
building,  with  the  first  floor  for  a  bakery  and  the  second  floor 
for  storing  flour  and  other  materials  for  which  now  we  have  no 
suitable  place.  To  change  this  building  over  would  cost  about 
$1,000  for  masonry,  carpenter  work  and  material.  The  ovens, 
one  or  two,  the  latter  preferably,  would  cost  $1,300  each,  or 
$2,600  for  both.  Adding  other  necessary  fixtures  at  a  cost  of 
$900  makes  a  total  of  $4,500  for  the  whole  building  complete. 

It  has  been  our  custom  to  renew  the  breeding  stock  in  our 
herd  of  swine  from  time  to  time,  which  was  done  early  in  the 
present  season ;  soon  after,  the  herd  was  attacked  with  cholera ; 
as  it  was  in  perfectly  healthy  condition  before  the  purchase  was 
made,  we  naturally  attributed  this  to  the  new  stock.  The  treat- 
ment of  this  epidemic  was  at  once  placed  in  the  hands  of  a  thor- 
oughly reliable  veterinary,  who  has  the  confidence  of  the  Cattle

Commissioners,  and  with  energetic  and  prompt  measures  of  re- 
lief about  one-half  of  the  herd  was  saved.  The  piggery,  how- 
ever, and  the  land  on  which  it  stands  and  that  which  composes 
the  run  of  the  herd,  are  of  course  useless  for  the  present,  as  the 
disease  is  of  such  an  infectious  and  lasting  nature  that  it  would 
be  inadvisable  to  even  use  the  land  for  the  same  purpose  for 
some  time  to  come,  according  to  the  best  advices  I  can  get.  Act- 
ing upon  this  theory,  which  seems  to  me  a  reasonable  one,  it 
seems  necessary  to  build  a  new  piggery  for  the  new  herd  suffi- 
ciently remote  from  the  old  one  to  avoid  contagion.  At  present 
the  herd  is  scantily  sheltered  and  the  labor  of  caring  for  them 
greatly  increased.  It  is  estimated  that  to  erect  a  building  suffi- 
cient to  accommodate  the  number  of  hogs  that  we  can  support 
with  our  refuse  can  be  built  for  $1,500.  I  recommend,  there- 
fore, for  your  consideration  that  the  Legislature  be  asked  to 
appropriate  the  sums  previously  mentioned  for  the  purposes  de- 
scribed, amounting  to  a  total  of  $16,000. 

Farming. 

As  in  previous  years,  all  the  patients  who  could  be  assigned 
for  this  department  have  been  employed  out  of  doors.  Much 
work  of  this  nature  has  been  done  by  insane  patients,  most  of 
the  inebriate  department  being  assigned  necessarily  to  other 
duties.     The  crops  have  been  very  satisfactory. 

As  before  mentioned,  our  own  force  of  help,  teams,  etc.,  has 
assisted  largely  in  construction  work,  delivering  new  foundation 
materials  and  grading  for  the  laundry  and  a  good  deal  for  other 
jobs. 

An  addition  to  the  herd  of  cows  has  been  purchased  and  they 
are  making  a  very  good  showing. 

Religious  Services  and  Entertainments. 

The  Sunday  services  have  been  continued  throughout  the  year 
as  formerly.  These  have  been  conducted  by  clergymen  from 
the  neighboring  parishes. 

Lectures  and  entertainments,  both  by  outside  talent  and  by 
the  officers  and  the  patients  themselves,  have  been  given  from 
time  to  time  throughout  the  winter.

INSANE. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Whoever  gives,  sells  or  delivers  spirituous  or  intoxi- 
cating liquor  to  a  patient  of  the  Massachusetts  hospital 
for  dipsomaniacs  and  inebriates,  or  of  any  of  the  state 
hospitals  for  the  insane,  or  to  a  patient  under  the  control 
of  any  of  said  hospitals,  except  under  the  direction  of  a 
physician  of  the  hospital,  and  whoever  has  in  his  possession 
within  the  precincts  of  any  of  said  hospitals,  any  such 
liquor,  with  intent  to  convey  or  deliver  it  to  any  patient 
thereof,  except  under  direction  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  pun- 
ished by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  fifty  dollars  or  by  im- 
prisonment for  not  more  than  two  months.

The  fiscal,  year  of  all  offices,  departments,, 
boards,  commissions,  hospitals,  asylums,  charitable,  penal 
and  reformatory  institutions  of  the  Commonwealth  shall 
begin  with  the  first  day  of  December  and  end  with  the 
following  thirtieth  day  of  November,  and  all  books  and 
accounts  therein  shall  be  kept  by  fiscal  years  as  herein 
established,  and  the  annual  reports  of  all  officers,  trustees, 
boards  and  commissions,  except  the  report  of  the  in- 
surance commissioner  and  except  those  reports  otherwise 
provided  for  in  this  act,  shall  be  made  to  the  governor 
and  council,  or  to  the  general  court,  as  now  required  by 
law,  except  that  they  shall  be  made  on  or  before  the  third 
Wednesday  in  January,  anything  in  any  general  or  special 
statute  now  existing  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 
Such  reports  shall  be  deposited  with  the  secretary  of  the 
Commonwealth,  who  shall  transmit  them  to  the  governor 
and  council  or  to  the  general  court.  The  financial  state- 
ments now  required  by  law  to  be  included  therein  shall 
meeting.annual  be  made  for  the  fiscal  year  as  herein  established.  The 
annual  meetings  of  trustees  of  state  institutions  and  of 
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state  boards,  at  which  financial  statements  are  required 
by  law  to  be  presented,  shall  be  held  in  the  month  of 
December  in  each  year.

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TRUSTEES'  REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  the  Governor  of  Massachusetts. 

The  trustees  of  the  Foxborough  State  Hospital  submit  here- 
with their  seventeenth  annual  report. 

The  work  of  the  year  has  been  devoted  to  the  immediate 
problems  of  administration  rather  than  to  the  larger  questions 
of  future  policy.  The  Board  early  concluded  that  only  by  a 
complete  reorganization  of  the  institution,  by  the  establishment 
of  more  confidential  relations  between  the  officers  of  the  institu- 
tion and  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  by  closer  co-operation  be- 
tween the  hospital  and  the  courts  could  the  hospital  be  ready 
to  undertake  the  larger  duties  which  seem  to  await  it. 

In  January  the  resignation  of  Dr.  Woodbury,  superintendent 
of  the  hospital,  was  received  and  accepted.  In  February  Dr. 
Irwin  H.  USTeff  was  elected  superintendent,  and  on  April  1  he 
entered  upon  his  duties.  Dr.  Neff  was  for  twelve  years  the 
senior  assistant  physician  of  the  State  Hospital  at  Pontiac, 
Mich.,  where  he  had  practical  experience  in  the  administration 
of  a  large  hospital  and  long  training  in  the  care  of  all  classes  of 
neuropathological  patients.  He  has  entered  upon  his  duties 
with  the  complete  confidence  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

In  April  Dr.  Frank  H.  Carlisle  was  appointed  assistant  physi- 
cian and  in  June  Dr.  Fred  Porter  Moore  second  assistant  physi- 
cian upon  the  hospital  staff.  Both  of  these  officers  were  chosen 
by  the  Board  from  a  large  field  of  applicants,  and  both  are  de- 
voting themselves  whole-heartedly  to  the  service  of  the  insti- 
tution. 

In  May  the  Board  determined  to  modify  the  previous  policy 
of  the  hospital  in  regard  to  the  business  administration.  For 
many  years  it  had  been  one  of  the  duties  of  the  superintendent 
to  buy,  from  day  to  day,  all  necessary  supplies  in  the  market, 
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and  to  make  such  disposition  as  he  was  able  of  the  products  from 
the  farm  and  shops.  JSTecessarily,  therefore,  much  of  his  time 
was  taken  from  his  medical  duties.  In  April  Mr.  ]STelson  Cross- 
kill  was  appointed  steward,  to  act  as  purchasing  agent  under 
the  direction  of  the  superintendent.  The  superintendent  is 
strictly  accountable  both  for  the  business  and  medical  admin- 
istration of  the  hospital, .  but  has  been  relieved  from  those  de- 
tailed duties  which  must  fall  upon  a  purchasing  agent.  This 
change  has  worked  satisfactorily.  By  having  a  man  constantly 
in  the  markets  the  hospital  has  been  able  to  buy  more  closely, 
and  has  saved  a  substantial  sum  of  money  in  its  purchases  of 
both  food  and  clothing,  and  also  of  coal,  hay,  grain  and  other 
necessities.  Instead  of  buying  articles  as  they  were  needed, 
from  time  to  time,  contracts  have  been  made,  when  the  market 
was  favorable,  for  the  purchase  of  staple  commodities  in  large 
quantities,  delivery  to  be  made  by  instalments,  as  they  were 
needed.  The  money  thus  saved  has  been  spent  in  improvement 
of  the  grounds,  in  making  small  repairs  upon  the  buildings  and 
in  equipping  the  institution  with  a  proper  fire-signal  system. 
It  was  thus  possible  to  go  through  the  year  without  any  deficit, 
and  yet  take  substantial  steps  toward  bringing  the  hospital  up 
to  that  standard  of  efficiency  which  the  Commonwealth  requires 
of  its  institutions. 

During  the  summer  several  changes  and  additions  of  a  minor 
character  were  made  in  the  plant.  The  plumbing  was  renewed 
in  two  wards,  the  drainage  system  was  partially  reconstructed, 
and  a  shop  for  the  repairing  and  pressing  of  clothes,  remaking 
of  mattresses,  cobbling  shoes  and  reseating  chairs  was  opened. 
The  basement  of  the  old  laundry  was  converted  into  a  fire  sta- 
tion, and  some  necessary  additional  apparatus,  including  reel, 
hose,  ladders  and  fire  extinguishers,  was  bought. 

The  unexpended  amount  of  the  water  appropriation  under 
the  act  of  1906,  amounting  to  $1,818.87,  is  now  being  utilized 
to  complete  the  installation  of  a  pump,  and  to  provide  a  proper 
pressure  tank  and  additional  piping,  so  that  the  independent 
water  supply  from  the  driven  wells  on  the  grounds  may  be  more 
fully  utilized.  This  work  should  materially  reduce  the  amount 
of  water  which  it  has  been  necessary  to  take  from  the  town 
supply,  and  result  in  a  corresponding  economy. 
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It  is  most  advisable  that  during  the  next  year  a  refrigerating 
plant  and  ice-making  machine  be  installed.  This  may  be 
placed  in  the  basements  of  the  old  laundry  and  adjoining 
abandoned  boiler  room,  which  are  admirably  situated  for  the 
purpose.  The  Board  is  satisfied  that  for  the  sum  of  $5,000 
a  plant  can  be  constructed  which  will  ultimately  save  the  insti- 
tution a  substantial  sum  of  money,  and  which  will  meet  the 
needs  of  the  hospital  for  many  years.  We  therefore  recommend 
that  the  sum  of  $5,000  be  appropriated  by  the  next  General 
Court,  to  be  expended  at  the  discretion  of  the  Board  in  the 
purchase  and  installation  of  a  refrigerating  and  ice-making 
plant. 

Early  in  the  year  the  rule  that  but  three  months'  residence 
would  be  required  of  patients  committed  for  the  first  time  was 
abolished.  The  Board  found  that  it  was  impossible  to  classify 
the  patients,  or  to  set  any  time  limit  when  they  should  be  dis- 
charged, and  the  existence  of  the  rule  was  a  cause  of  irritation 
to  those  patients  who  were  so  slow  in  improving  that  they  were 
excepted  from  it.  Now  every  man  is  told  that  he  will  be  per- 
mitted to  leave  the  institution  when  his  condition  seems  to  make 
it  for  his  advantage  to  do  so  and  not  before;  he  has  no  more 
right  to  be  discharged  at  the  time  that  another  man  is  than 
two  patients  who  are  sent  to  a  general  hospital,  each  for  his  own 
disease,  may  anticipate  the  same  length  of  residence.  The 
result  of  this  individual  treatment  has  been  a  markedly  more 
contented  atmosphere  in  the  hospital.  The  men  think  that 
interest  is  taken  in  them  as  individuals,  not  merely  as  one  of 
a  group.  They  know  that  the  way  to  hasten  their  departure 
lies  in  improving  their  condition,  and  they  take  an  interest  in 
themselves,  and  in  the  treatment  and  work,  which  was  lacking 
under  the  old  rule. 

The  superintendent  has  introduced  two  experiments  in  ad- 
ministrative policy  which  have  been  happy  successes.  The  first 
is  the  general  employment  of  discharged  patients  in  minor 
positions,  giving  hopeful  cases  the  opportunity  of  self-support 
in  an  atmosphere  free  from  liquor.  As  a  whole,  these  men  have 
done  faithful,  satisfactory  work.  The  second  and  far  more 
important  experiment  is  the  abandonment  of  the  closed  wards. 
The  doors  of  all  wards  have  been  unlocked,  and  all  patients  are 
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placed  upon  honor  not  to  leave  the  hospital  grounds.  The  sur- 
prising and  gratifying  result  of  this  change  has  been  that  so- 
called  "  elopements,"  one  of  the  gravest  difficulties  with  which 
the  Board  has  had  to  cope,  have  practically  ceased.  Instead  of 
an  average  of  six  escapes  a  month,  but  one  new  inebriate 
patient  has  run  away  from  the  hospital  between  April  1  and 
November  15,  and  that  one  was  a  man  who  had  been  in  the 
hospital  but  a  few  days  and  was  held  pending  action  at  the 
next  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  upon  his  discharge  as 
an  incurable  and  incorrigible  case. 

The  Board  desires  to  record  its  deep  satisfaction  in  the  crea- 
tion of  the  Commission  on  Probation.  It  has  already  met  with 
the  commission,  and  such  plans  as  are  possible  at  this  time  for 
co-operation  between  the  officers  of  the  hospital  and  the  proba- 
tion officers  throughout  the  State  have  been  considered  in  out- 
line. At  the  conference  five  principles  of  procedure  were 
proposed  by  us  as  a  basis  for  discussion,  and  were  informally 
approved  of  as  indicating  the  direction  in  which  the  policy  of 
the  Commonwealth  with  regard  to  the  treatment  of  drunkenness 
should  advance.     These  principles  were :  — 

1.  In  all  cases  of  inebriety,  without  criminal  taint,  and  under  the  age 
of  thirty-five,  the  next  stage  after  probation  is  presumably  Foxborough. 

2.  A  penal  record,  if  without  criminal  taint,  should  not  for  the  present 
be  considered  a  disqualification. 

3.  No  advanced  or  confirmed  cases  should  be  sent  to  Foxborough. 

4.  It  is  desirable  that  probation  officers  —  who  deal  with  all  cases  of 
inebriety  except  those  before  the  probate  courts  —  should  secure  special 
additional  evidence  as  to  eases  on  trial  for  drunkenness,  in  order  that 
the  court  may  be  enabled  to  decide  more  accurately  as  to  their  disposal. 

5.  It  is  desirable  that  probation  officers  should,  as  far  as  possible, 
seek  out  cases  of  the  proper  type  for  Foxborough,  whether  under  arrest 
or  not,  thus  doing  preventive  work  for  the  courts  and  the  community. 

We  believe  that  as  the  probation  officers  become  familiar  with 
the  class  of  inebriates  which  is  likely  to  receive  assistance  from 
residence  at  Foxborough,  and  are  in  a  position  to  advise  the 
courts  in  regard  to  the  disposition  of  difficult  cases,  the  hos- 
pital will  show  better  results  than  it  ever  has  before.  If  in 
addition  these  officers  will  undertake  to  keep  under  surveillance 
patients  who  are  on  leave  of  absence,  thus  protecting  a  man  at 
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the  critical  time  when  a  friend  to  guard  and  encourage  him 
may  be  the  determining  factor  in  effecting  his  regeneration, 
we  shall  feel  that  another  important  step  has  been  taken  by  the 
Commonwealth  in  its  care  of  inebriates. 

During  the  year  Mr.  James  H.  Perkins,  who  was  appointed 
a  trustee  of  the  hospital  in  1907,  was  obliged  to  resign  on  account 
of  his  removal  from  the  State.  The  Board  records  its  appre- 
ciation of  his  interested  and  efficient  service,  and  its  regret 
that  it  was  necessary  for  him  to  retire.  The  vacancy  occasioned 
by  Mr.  Perkins's  resignation  has  been  filled  by  the  appointment 
by  the  Governor  of  Mr.  Philip  R.  Allen  of  Walpole. 

Sooner  or  later  the  Commonwealth  must  face  the  fact  that 
a  permanent  detention  colony  for  confirmed  and  incorrigible 
drunkards  is  a  necessary  link  in  her  chain  of  public  institutions. 
There  is  no  opportunity  to  care  for  such  persons  at  Foxborough. 
The  hospital  can  take  only  those  cases  which  there  is  a  reason- 
able hope  of  curing.  During  the  past  year  the  Board  has  dis- 
charged, as  soon  as  possible  after  their  arrival,  a  large  number 
of  patients  who,  because  of  age,  confirmed  habits  of  intoxication 
or  criminal  taint,  seemed  unlikely  to  be  benefited  by  longer 
residence.  This  policy  has  been  maintained  even  at  the  expense 
of  keeping  the  number  of  patients  below  the  average  of  recent 
years,  so  important  has  it  seemed  to  the  Board  to  separate  the 
curable  from  the  incorrigible  types  of  inebriates.  The  repeated 
short  criminal  sentence  of  the  rounder  at  the  island  or  house  of 
correction  is  admittedly  futile  so  far  as  its  reformatory  effect 
is  concerned,  is  expensive  to  the  Commonwealth  and  is  simply 
an  example  of  the  penalty  which  fails  to  fit  the  crime.  The 
sentence  of  such  a  man  to  the  State  Farm  is  but  little  better, 
as  the  period  of  detention  at  that  institution  is  too  short  to  be 
of  practical  value,  and  the  indiscriminate  mingling  of  drunkards 
with  true  criminals  is  demoralizing  to  both  classes  of  persons. 
The  man  who  has  shown  himself  by  long  habits  of  drinking  to 
be  a  financial  drain,  often  a  source  of  danger  both  to  his  family 
and  to  the  community,  should  be  detained  upon  an  indeter- 
minate sentence  in  some  colony  where  he  may  be  required  to 
work  for  his  support.  Until  the  policy  of  an  indefinite  number 
of  short  terms  for  the  confirmed  drunkard  is  supplanted  by  that 
of  a  long  term  at  self-supporting  labor,  the  Commonwealth  will 
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be  unable  to  assert  that  it  is  treating  the  drink  problem  in  a 
modern  way. 

The  outcome  of  our  experience  the  past  year  with  a  large 
number  of  cases  of  many  kinds  and  degrees  indicates  clearly 
to  us  that  there  should  be  a  thorough  study  of  important  prob- 
lems connected  with  the  general  question  of  the  care  of  the 
inebriate,  aside  from  the  specific  management  of  the  hospital. 
Prominent  among  these  problems  is  the  pressing  one  of  the 
woman  inebriate.  We  therefore  urgently  recommend  that  a 
special  inquiry,  covering  the  classification  and  disposition  of 
types,  proper  equipment  for  their  treatment,  after-care  of  dis- 
charged patients  or  inmates,  the  co-operation  of  private  citizens, 
etc.,  be  formally  authorized  by  the  Legislature.

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Construction. 

The  laundry  building,  built  from  appropriation  of  $20,000, 
prisons  and  hospitals  loan,  1906,  chapter  500,  is  completed  and 
has  been  in  use  since  April  1,  1908. 

The  unexpended  balance  of  appropriation  of  a  water  plant, 
etc.,  prisons  and  hospitals  loan,  1906,  chapter  500,  is  being 
used  for  connecting  a  Knowles  pump,  which  is  on  hand,  with 
our  well  system.  This  will  materially  lessen  our  yearly  expense 
for  water.  A  concealed  tank  with  capacity  of  5,000  gallons 
will  be  erected  in  the  top  of  one  of  our  wards  which  will  act 
as  a  reserve  supply  giving  us  a  uniform  pressure  and  limiting 
the  wear  and  tear  on  our  pumps  from  continuous  pumping. 
Such  improvements  will  unquestionably  be  of  economic  value. 

Requirements. 

The  institution  has  never  had  a  modern  system  of  refrigera- 
tion; it  has  been  necessary  to  depend  upon  an  inadequate 
refrigerator  in  proximity  to  the  general  dining  room  and  several 
small  ice  boxes  in  the  different  departments,  the  ice  being  pur- 
chased of  a  local  dealer  at  a  stipulated  price.  The  lack  of  an 
appropriate  refrigerating  plant  has  been  of  a  decided  disad- 
vantage to  an  economic  administration,  and  has  increased  the 
yearly  expenditure  for  food  supplies.  The  annual  cost  of 
purchasing  the  right  of  cutting  ice,  the  long  distance  over  which 
it  would  have  to  be  hauled  and  the  expense  which  would  be 
incurred  in  erecting  suitable  ice  houses  seem  prohibitive  to  any 
arrangement  which  might  be  made  for  the  storing  and  using  of 
natural  ice.  It  is  proposed  to  utilize  the  first  floor  of  the 
old  laundry  building  and  an  adjacent  part  of  the  old  boiler 
room  for  appropriate  refrigerators  and  an  ice-making  tank.  A 
refrigerating  machine  would  be  installed  in  our  power  house. 

The  installation  of  such  a  plant  with  our  own  labor  would 
require  but  few  structural  changes,  and  a  plant  as  planned, 
being  built  on  a  unit  system,  would  permit  of  additions  from 
time  to  time  as  conditions  demanded.  For  the  installation  of  an 
appropriate  refrigerating  plant  and  ice-making  machine  $5,000 
is  asked. 
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Repairs  and  Improvements. 

During  the  year  considerable  repair  work  has  been  done; 
grading,  landscape  gardening  and  exterior  improvements  have 
furnished  necessary  outside  labor  for  patients. 

An  extension  has  been  made  in  our  underground  drainage 
system  and  necessary  repairs  made  in  our  heating  plant.  New 
plumbing  has  been  installed  in  some  of  the  buildings,  wards 
have  been  redecorated  and  much  necessary  ward  equipment 
furnished. 

The  improvements  planned  for  the  coming  year  include  the 
building  of  a  tunnel  for  the  carrying  of  all  heating  pipes  and 
electric  wires,  extension  of  our  independent  water  system,  re- 
painting and  redecorating  wards  and  detached  buildings,  re- 
placing of  present  worn-out  wood  walks  by  granolithic  walks, 
furnishing  and  equipment  of  an  operating  room  in  one  of  the 
wards,  installation  of  modern,  hygienic  plumbing  and  consider- 
able interior  and  exterior  painting.  In  the  greater  part  of  this 
construction  work  it  will  be  possible  to  use  patients'  labor. 

A  modern  telephone  system  has  been  installed  by  the  New 
England  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company.  This  is  not  only 
an  additional  convenience  but  an  added  fire  protection.  A 
switch  board  has  been  erected  at  which  a  day  or  night  operator 
is  always  stationed. 

An  addition  has  been  made  to  our  fire  fighting  apparatus ; 
new  hose,  hose  cart,  ladders,  fire  extinguishers  and  other  neces- 
sary equipment  have  been  purchased.  Eire  practice,  partici- 
pated in  by  patients  and  employees,  is  held  weekly;  competitive 
runs  and  contests  have  enhanced  the  efficiency  of  its  members. 

The  piggery,  which  had  been  abandoned,  has  been  thoroughly 
renovated  and  is  now  in  use. 

Industries. 

Mattress  making,  chair  caning,  shoe  repairing,  broom  making, 
clothes  pressing  and  repairing  are  in  successful  operation.  This 
work  is  done  entirely  by  patients,  under  supervision. 

The  inauguration  and  development  of  these  industries,  car- 
ried on  entirely  by  patients'  labor,  is  looked  upon  as  a  most 
important  part  of  the  treatment.     The  good  resulting  to  our 
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patients  and  the  economic  value  of  the  work  thus  produced  are 
recommendations  for  its  extension.  It  is  our  intention  to  intro- 
duce new  industries  from  time  to  time  as  circumstances  permit. 

Library  and  Reading  Room. 
A  part  of  the  old  laundry  building  has  been  converted  into 
a  reading  room,  which  is  accessible  at  all  times  to  patients  and 
employees.     This  is  well  patronized,  much  appreciated  and  un- 
questionably of  educational  advantage. 

Religious  Services. 
Catholic  and  Protestant  services,  conducted  by  the  Catholic 
and  Protestant  clergy,  are  held  every  Sunday.     These  services 
have  been  productive  of  much  good,  and  have  been  of  incal- 
culable benefit  in  developing  the  morale  of  the  hospital. 

Amusements. 
Suitable  and  varied  amusements  have  been  furnished  by  hos- 
pital and  outside  talent.  A  series  of  talks  and  lectures  are 
shortly  to  be  inaugurated.  Our  schedule  of  amusements  for 
the  coming  year  will  be  carried  on  with  the  twofold  purpose  of 
instruction  and  diversion. 

Gymnasium. 
Particular  attention  is  paid  to  the  importance  of  interesting 
patients  in  gymnastic  exercises  by  introducing  new  features. 
To  accomplish  this  gymnastic  games,  basket  ball,  indoor  base- 
ball, etc.,  are  used  at  the  discretion  of  the  medical  director. 

Baths. 
Advantage  is  taken  of  the  hospital's  modern  bathing  facili- 
ties to  utilize  it  to  its  advantage.  Medical  baths  are  given  in 
special  cases  by  prescription,  under  the  supervision  of  a  physi- 
cian. The  erection  of  a  rain  bath,  which  is  to  be  installed  on 
our  receiving  ward,  will  permit  of  further  extension  of  this 
treatment. 
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Employees. 

A  wage  schedule,  consistent  with  work  done  in  the  respective 
departments  and  consistent  with  salaries  paid  in  the  other  State 
institutions,  has  been  adopted  and  an  effort  is  being  made  to 
secure  long  tenure  of  service  by  desirable  employees  by  giving 
greater  privileges  and  increased  pay. 

Weekly  talks  to  attendants  on  subjects  related  to  their  ward 
and  medical  work  have  been  given,  and  it  is  proposed  in  January 
to  establish  a  training  school,  conducted  on  modern  lines.  A 
rule  and  instruction  book  will  shortly  be  in  the  hands  of  every 
employee.  This  will,  it  is  hoped,  be  a  decided  help  in  our  work 
of  education  and  organization. 

Insane  Department. 

The  State  Board  of  Insanity  has  allowed  us  the  full  com- 
plement of  patients  and  the  insane  are  receiving  increased  study. 
The  individual  study  of  each  case  permits  of  a  modern  classi- 
fication, and  has  enabled  us  to  increase  the  number  of  patients 
engaged  in  outside  and  inside  labor.  This  study  of  the  insane 
has  been  brought  about  by  personal  medical  consideration  of 
each  case  by  the  medical  staff  in  conference.  The  attendants 
on  the  insane  are  made  acquainted  with  the  pertinent  facts  of 
the  result  of  the  examination  of  each  patient,  and  are  required 
to  make  ward  notes  on  blank  sheets  furnished  for  this  purpose. 

The  introduction  of  records  and  weight  and  clinical  charts 
on  all  the  wards  insure  the  interest  of  the  attendant  in  the 
patient  and  are  aids  in  our  system  of  education. 

Inebriate  Department. 
It  is  believed  that  any  measure  of  success  in  the  treatment 
of  our  patients  must  depend  upon  individual  consideration  of 
each  case.  Inebriety  in  its  different  types  is  an  expression  of 
weakness.  The  development  and  confirmation  of  the  habit  must 
necessarily  depend  on  the  causes  related  to  the  patient's  per- 
sonality and  environment.  To  detect  these  alterations  in  char- 
acter, delinquencies  and  attendant  causes  it  is  necessary  that 
every  case  be  studied  by  itself.       It  is  only  by  putting  into 
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practice  such  a  plan  that  any  tangible  results  can  be  gained. 
We  presume  that  every  patient  admitted  to  the  hospital  is 
desirous  of  betterment  in  his  condition;  having  gained  his  co- 
operation all  our  efforts  are  concerted  upon  the  patient  himself. 
Our  educational  measures  depend  largely  upon  our  ability  to 
interest  the  patient  in  his  case  and  in  his  hospital  environment. 
These  results  are  obtained  by  encouraging  self-analysis  in  the 
patient,  outlining  his  treatment  and  providing  congenial  occu- 
pation and  diversion. 

It  is  demonstrated  that  we  desire  first  to  secure  the  patient's 
attention  to  his  defect,  and  secondly  to  sustain  this  attention 
by  some  method  of  treatment. 

In  institution  life,  where  requisite  segregation  is  difficult, 
it  is  a  problem  to  meet  these  requirements  and  still  retain  the 
individual  consideration  and  interest  of  the  patient.  This 
question  has  to  be  adequately  met  before  we  can  attain  our 
greatest  measure  of  success. 

The  inebriate,  in  consequence  of  his  disease,  is,  by  his  altered 
nature,  vacillating,  inattentive  and  reticent,  and  the  resulting 
restlessness  is  one  of  his  altered  characteristics,  which  he  must 
overcome  if  he  is  desirous  of  cure  or  amelioration  in  his  disease. 

Recognizing  that  each  case  is  a  law  unto  itself,  it  is  our 
policy,  which  is  systematically  followed,  to  make  a  personal 
study  of  each  case,  obtaining  from  the  patient  all  facts  and 
details  concerning  his  antecedents,  development  during  child- 
hood, his  life,  methods  of  living,  incidental  diseases,  marital 
state  and  conditions,  age  at  inception  of  habit  and  all  personal 
details  which  have  any  bearing  on  his  present  condition.  These 
facts  are  essential  to  our  methods  and  enable  us  to  arrive  at 
some  opinion  as  to  the  man's  personality  and  the  probability  of 
the  success  of  his  hospital  treatment.  This  history,  which  is 
obtained  from  the  patient,  is  substantiated  or  modified  by  per- 
sonal interviews  and  correspondence  with  his  friends  and  the 
members  of  his  family.  A  complete  physical  examination  is 
made  and  the  result  of  the  examination  correlated  and  filed  for 
reference.  To  this  report  are  appended  notes,  chronicling  the 
progress  of  the  case. 

The  routine  of  the  hospital,  a  congenial  occupation,  regulated 
diversion,  dietetic  measures,  proper  exercises,  chemical  medica- 
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tion  and  hydrotheraphy  are  considered  invaluable  remedies,  and 
are  successfully  used  in  treatment.  The  general  treatment  of 
this  class  of  patients  can  be  described  as  an  appeal  to  the  reason ; 
this  appeal  is,  more  correctly  speaking,  an  uplifting  of  the 
moral  tone.  It  is  recognized  that  this  education  or  re-education 
must  necessarily  extend  over  a  considerable  period  of  time,  and 
for  this  reason  the  co-operation  of  the  patient  is  necessary  while 
under  treatment  at  the  hospital  and  after  he  leaves  our  care*

Section  41.  After  hearing  such  evidence  as  he  may- 
consider  proper,  the  judge  may  issue  a  warrant  for  the 
apprehension  and  bringing  before  him  of  the  alleged  insane 
person,  if  in  his  judgment  the  condition  or  conduct  of  such 
person  renders  it  necessary  or  proper  so  to  do.  Such 
warrant  may  be  directed  to  and  served  by  a  qualified  offi- 
cer or  by  a  private  person  named  in  said  warrant ;  and 
pending  examination  and  hearing,  such  order  may  be  made 
relative  to  the  care,  custody  or  confinement  of  such  alleged 
insane  person  as  the  judge  shall  see  fit. 

Section  42.  The  judge  may,  in  his  discretion,  issue 
a  warrant  to  the  sheriff  or  his  deputy,  directing  him  to 
summon  a  jury  of  six  men  to  hear  and  determine  whether 
the  alleged  insane  person  is  insane.

Whoever  gives,  sells  or  delivers  spirituous  or  intoxi- 
cating liquor  to  a  patient  of  the  Massachusetts  hospital 
for  dipsomaniacs  and  inebriates,  or  of  any  of  the  state 
hospitals  for  the  insane,  or  to  a  patient  under  the  control 
of  any  of  said  hospitals,  except  under  the  direction  of  a 
physician  of  the  hospital,  and  whoever  has  in  his  possession 
within  the  precincts  of  any  of  said  hospitals,  any  such 
liquor,  with  intent  to  convey  or  deliver  it  to  any  patient 
thereof,  except  under  direction  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  pun- 
ished by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  fifty  dollars  or  by  im- 
prisonment for  not  more  than  two  months.

An  Act  to  establish  a  new  fiscal  year  for  the   common- 
wealth. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows : 

Section  1.  The  fiscal  year  of  all  offices,  departments, 
boards,  commissions,  hospitals,  asylums,  charitable,  penal 
and  reformatory  institutions  of  the  Commonwealth  shall 
begin  with  the  first  day  of  December  and  end  with  the 
following  thirtieth  day  of  November,  and  all  books  and 
accounts  therein  shall  be  kept  by  fiscal  years  as  herein 
established,  and  the  annual  reports  of  all  officers,  trustees, 
boards  and  commissions,  except  the  report  of  the  in- 
surance commissioner  and  except  those  reports  otherwise 
provided  for  in  this  act,  shall  be  made  to  the  governor 
and  council,  or  to  the  general  court,  as  now  required  by 
law,  except  that  they  shall  be  made  on  or  before  the  third 
Wednesday  in  January,  anything  in  any  general  or  special 
statute  now  existing  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 
Such  reports  shall  be  deposited  with  the  secretary  of  the 
Commonwealth,  who  shall  transmit  them  to  the  governor 
and  council  or  to  the  general  court.  The  financial  state- 
ments now  required  by  law  to  be  included  therein  shall 
be  made  for  the  fiscal  ye&r  as  herein  established.  The 
annual  meetings  of  trustees  of  state  institutions  and  of 
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state  boards,  at  which  financial  statements  are  required 
by  law  to  be  presented,  shall  be  held  in  the  month  of 
December  in  each  year.

Any  insane  person  may  be  transferred  to  the  provision  for 
Foxborough  state  hospital  by  the  state  board  of  insanity,  msane- 
and  shall  be  subject  only  to  the  provisions  of  law  pertain- 
ing to  insane  persons.

Any  male  person  who  is  a  dipsomaniac  or  voluntary 
inebriate  and  who  is  desirous  of  submitting  himself  to  receipts.

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TRUSTEES'  REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  the  Governor  of  Massachusetts. 

The  trustees  of  the  Eoxborough  State  Hospital  submit  here- 
with their  eighteenth  annual  report. 

When  the  present  Board  of  Trustees  was  appointed,  in  the 
autumn  of  1907,  it  began  its  duties  by  a  careful  study  of  the 
hospital  itself  and  the  work  which  the  hospital  was  expected  to 
perform.  As  a  result  of  that  study  the  Board  decided  that  a 
complete  reorganization  of  the  institution  was  necessary.  That 
reorganization  has  proceeded  slowly  but  steadily,  and  is  now 
practically  completed.  The  hospital  is  now,  in  the  opinion  of 
the  Board,  in  satisfactory  condition,  and  ready  to  undertake 
the  new  and  larger  service  contemplated  for  it  when  the  Board 
was  appointed.  It  is  the  purpose  of  this  report  to  state  briefly 
what  has  been  done  in  accomplishing  this  reorganization. 

Officers. 
There  is  no  official  now  in  the  employ  of  the  hospital  who 
was  at  Foxborough  before  April  1,  1908.  Of  the  appointments 
of  the  superintendent,  Dr.  JSTeff,  and  of  his  associate  medical 
officers,  Dr.  Carlisle  and  Dr.  Moore,  the  Board  spoke  in  its 
report  for  1908.  Each  of  these  officers  has  given  himself 
throughout  the  year  whole-heartedly  to  his  work  and  to  the 
hospital. 

Other  Employees. 
The   experiment   of   establishing   a   purchasing   department, 
under  the  charge  of  a  steward,  which  was  tried  in  1908,  turned 
out  so  successfully  that  the  position  was  made  permanent.    Pro- 
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visions,  coal  and  general  supplies  are  now  purchased  at  favor- 
able opportunities  by  contract,  and  a  marked  decrease  in  the 
weekly  cost  of  maintenance  of  patients  has  been  the  result. 

During  the  present  year  the  Board  determined  to  begin  farm- 
ing on  a  scientific  basis,  and  engaged  as  head  farmer  a  graduate 
of  the  Amherst  State  Agricultural  College.  The  increased 
interest  in  farming  at  the  hospital  has  not  only  given  an  en- 
larged opportunity  for  the  employment  of  patients  and  for 
teaching  them  agriculture,  but  has  also  caused  larger  crops  and 
a  saving  in  stable  and  farm  expenses.  For  the  first  time 
accurate  and  concise  reports  of  the  products  of  the  farm  have 
been  kept,  and  the  systematic  and  comparative  tables  have 
created  a  healthy  rivalry  between  the  different  groups  of 
workers,  and  enhanced  their  interest  in  agricultural  pursuits. 
Many  patients  are  becoming  genuinely  interested  in  farming 
operations,  and  this  practical  form  of  education  will  be  ex- 
tended during  the  coming  year.  The  valuation  of  the  farm 
products  for  the  year  is  approximately  $870  more  than  for  the 
previous  fiscal  year. 

The  establishment  of  the  two  new  positions  of  steward  and 
head  farmer  materially  increased  the  pay  roll  of  the  hospital, 
but  the  salaries  have  been  more  than  offset  by  the  saving  in 
those  departments. 

For  many  months  the  Board  has  had  under  serious  con- 
sideration the  proper  method  of  caring  for  patients  after  they 
leave  the  hospital.  In  the  past  such  patients  were  not  only 
free  from  restraint  but  were  without  guidance  or  help.  It 
seemed  necessary  that  there  should  be  some  person  whose  duty 
it  was  to  watch  these  convalescents  and  cause  their  return  to  the 
hospital  if  they  could  not  be  trusted  at  home,  or  to  assist  them 
in  re-establishing  themselves.  The  Board  became  satisfied  that 
this  work  could  be  performed  most  effectively  by  a  physician, 
and  Dr.  John  A.  Horgan  of  Boston  was  engaged  as  acting  out- 
patient physician.  It  is  hoped  that  this  feature  of  the  hospital 
work  will  add  greatly  to  the  value  of  the  institution. 

The  Board  desires  to  record  its  appreciation  of  the  satis- 
factory work  of  the  employees  of  the  hospital. 

A  training  school  for  attendants  has  been  in  successful  opera- 
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tion  throughout  the  year,  class-room,  clinical  and  ward  instruc- 
tion being  regularly  given.  The  object  of  the  training  school 
is  to  raise  the  standard  of  efficiency  of  hospital  employees. 

Patients. 
From  the  time  of  its  appointment  the  Board  was  satisfied  that 
a  complete  change  in  the  class  of  patients  to  be  treated  by  the 
hospital  was  absolutely  necessary.  In  1907  the  majority  of 
patients  were  above  middle  age.  Many  of  them  had  been  at  the 
hospital  off  and  on  for  years.  Few  of  them  were  "  hopeful 
cases."  The  members  of  the  better  class  of  patients  were  being 
demoralized  by  association  with  the  hopeless  and  vicious.  A 
complete  change  in  the  hospital  population  was  sought.  Letters 
explaining  the  purpose  and  possibilities  of  the  hospital  were 
sent  to  every  physician  in  the  State.  Every  judge  having 
jurisdiction  over  inebriates  was  asked  for  his  co-operation. 
Only  those  patients  who  desired  to  be  helped,  and  who  were 
willing  to  assist  in  their  own  cure,  were  retained  at  the  hospital. 
The  aged,  the  chronic  and  the  hopeless  inebriates  were  given 
final  discharge,  upon  the  ground  that  they  were  not  to  be 
benefited  by  further  treatment  at  the  hospital.  One  hundred 
and  sixty-nine  hopeless  drunkards  have  received  this  final  dis- 
charge during  the  past  fiscal  year.  To-day  the  patients  as  a 
class  are  much  younger,  and  represent  as  a  whole  the  hopeful 
class  of  inebriates. 

Teeatment  of  Patients. 

With  the  discharge  of  all  patients  who  were  not  at  the  hos- 
pital willingly,  the  need  of  keeping  a  large  number  of  them 
in  locked  wards  ceased.  All  inebriate  patients  now  have  the 
freedom  of  the  hospital  grounds,  and  all  work  at  tasks  for  which 
they  are  qualified  or  at  trades  in  which  they  are  proficient  or 
which  they  desire  to  learn.  During  months  when  out-door  labor 
is  possible,  active,  full  days  of  work  at  some  form  of  farm 
employment  have  been  substituted  for  half-hearted,  unwilling 
labor,  complemented  by  enforced  gymnasium  exercises. 

A  number  of  former  patients  who  seem  safely  responsible 
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have  been  engaged  at  small  salaries.  These  ex-patients  are 
being  watched  and  cared  for  by  the  hospital,  and  at  the  same 
time  are  self-supporting  and  therefore  self-respecting.  Their 
presence  canses  an  actual  saving  to  the  State,  for  under  their 
leadership  much  work  has  been  done  which  in  the  past  has 
been  performed  by  outside  labor.  During  the  past  five  years 
there  was  an  item  yearly  of  nearly  $2,000,  on  the  average,  for 
labor  which  was  not  on  the  pay  roll,  and  this  item  included 
maintenance  charges  only.  During  the  present  year  the  outside 
labor  bill  was  approximately  $200,  and  at  the  same  time  much 
construction  work  was  performed  by  patients'  labor. 

In  addition  to  the  general  repairs  and  betterments  the  fol- 
lowing construction  work  has  been  performed  by  hospital  labor 
during  the  past  year :  — 

1.  The  abandonment  of  the  hot-water  tanks  and  reservoirs, 
direct  connections  being  made  with  the  central  hot-water  supply. 

2.  Extension  of  the  heating  system ;  the  erection  of  many 
radiators  and  covering  of  exposed  pipe. 

3.  Painting  of  administration  building,  greenhouse,  piggery 
and  other  detached  buildings ;  redecorating  of  Ward  B ;  paint- 
ing of  dining  room  and  entrance  to  Ward  H,  and  repainting 
of  many  rooms. 

4.  The  removal  of  the  old  hennery  and  the  building  of  a 
modern  henhouse  and  chicken  yard. 

5.  New  wire  fencing,  posts  and  gates,  and  the  rebuilding  of 
stone  walls. 

6.  The  entire  rearrangement  of  the  lower  floor  of  the  ad- 
ministration building;  the  remodeling  and  building  of  new 
business  offices. 

7.  Remodeling  of  the  second  floor  of  the  administration 
building  for  quarters  for  the  senior  assistant  physician. 

8.  Repapering  of  administration  building,  superintendent's 
house  and  employees'  quarters. 

9.  Building  of  cement  walks,  an  incubator  cellar  in  connec- 
tion with  the  hennery,  extensive  cement  hothouse  beds,  and  much 
repairing  by  cement  work,  such  as  floors,  supports,  etc. 

10.  The  screening  of  all  wards  and  residences,  with  the 
exception  of  Ward  H,  the  screens  being  made  by  patients. 
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11.  The  installation  of  heating  coils  in  the  greenhouse  and  a 
larger  radiator,  to  allow  for  the  propagation  of  more  plants  for 
ward  decoration. 

12.  The  completion  of  modern  plumbing  in  the  employees' 
quarters  and  in  many  buildings,  the  establishment  of  new 
closets,  bath  tubs  and  shower  baths,  and  connections  made  with 
our  independent  water  supply. 

13.  Wiring  of  basements  of  wards  and  industrial  shop  for 
the  installation  of  electric  lights ;  inside  and  outside  lighting 
arrangements  have  been  completed. 

14.  Reshingling  of  industrial  shop  and  repairing  of  other 
roofs. 

15.  Landscape  work,  road  making,  etc.,  have  been  carried 
on  by  patients'  labor,  under  the  supervision  of  department 
heads. 

16.  Refrigerators  for  the  refrigerating  plant  are  in  process 
of  construction. 

17.  The  installation  of  a  pressure  tank,  which  is  an  extension 
of  our  independent  water  supply. 

In  addition  to  this  maintenance  and  construction  work,  and 
to  the  farming  operations  before  described,  a  craftsman's  shop 
has  been  created,  and  the  output  of  the  broom  shop  has  been 
increased  in  value  from  $346  to  $1,120.  The  work  in  these 
shops  is  to  a  great  extent  voluntary  and  no  overseer  is  employed. 
A  department  for  the  making  of  mattresses,  pillows,  recaning 
of  chairs  and  shoe  repairing  has  been  in  operation. 

When  a  man  is  in  condition  to  make  it  proper  for  him  to 
leave  the  hospital,  his  family  or  friends  are  communicated  with, 
and,  if  possible,  he  is  retained  at  the  hospital  until  work  has 
been  obtained  for  him.  Many  of  these  patients  come  to  Fox- 
borough  regularly  to  report.  Others  are  visited  at  their  homes 
by  the  out-patient  physician.  If  a  patient  has  no  family  to 
assist  him  in  getting  work,  the  hospital  endeavors  to  help  him. 
A  considerable  number  of  men  are  now  in  positions  in  the 
vicinity  of  Foxborough,  at  good  pay,  free  from  the  neighbor- 
hood of  saloons,  and  reporting  at  the  hospital. 
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The  Insane. 
During  the  past  fiscal  year  40  insane  patients  from  the 
various  State  institutions  have  been  transferred  to  the  hospital 
by  the  State  Board  of  Insanity,  and,  as  heretofore,  are  quartered 
in  buildings  apart  from  the  inebriates.  These  patients  have 
not  been  refractory  and  have  been  cared  for  without  difficulty. 
The  health  of  the  patients  has  been  uniformly  good,  and  a 
certain  percentage  of  them  have  been  interested  in  inside  and 
outside  labor,  and,  under  supervision,  have  assisted  in  the  ordi- 
nary laboring  work. 

ISTew  Legislation. 

The  new  law  permitting  the  admission  of  drug  cases  was 
made  operative  July  1,  1909.  Twenty-two  drug  cases  have 
been  admitted.  These  have  been  of  diverse  types,  and  have 
demanded  individual  study  and  treatment,  showing  in  this 
respect  an  analogy  to  the  inebriate  class.  It  is  yet  too  early 
to  make  a  definite  statement  regarding  the  care  of  these  cases 
by  the  Commonwealth.  It  would  appear,  however,  that  they 
are  deserving  of  State  care,  and  the  short  experience  of  the 
Board  has  indicated  that  certain  types  can  be  decidedly  helped 
by  hospital  treatment. 

The  salutary  effect  of  the  change  in  the  law,  which  permits 
of  the  admission  of  State  voluntary  charges,  is  already  felt. 
This  statute  allows  a  poor  man  an  opportunity  to  use  the  hos- 
pital without  the  necessity  of  resorting  to  court  procedure. 

Equipment  of  Hospital. 
Upon  the  taking  of  an  inventory  by  the  present  Board  of 
Trustees  it  was  evident  that  the  equipment  of  the  hospital  in 
1907  was  not  only  too  small  to  be  efficient,  but  also  that  many 
articles  belonging  to  the  hospital  were  old  and  out  of  repair. 
The  valuation  placed  upon  many  of  the  assets  was,  in  the  view 
of  the  Board,  clearly  too  great.  The  stable,  shops  and  many 
of  the  outbuildings  were  in  deplorable  condition.  During  the 
past  year  the  trustees  have  made  substantial  additions  to  the 
equipment  of  the  hospital,  have  purchased  new  horses,  cattle, 
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vehicles,  etc.  They  believe  that  in  the  future  charges  for 
maintenance  will  be  reduced.  The  buildings,  however,  are  not 
yet  up  to  the  standard  which  the  Commonwealth  should  demand. 
For  further  details  as  to  the  year's  work  the  Board  desires 
to  call  attention  to  the  report  of  the  superintendent,  which  is 
annexed  hereto.

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General  Remarks. 

Continuing  the  policy  inaugurated  last  year  and  outlined  in 
the  annual  report  for  1908,  the  work  of  the  hospital  has  been 
directed :  ( 1 )  to  the  extension  of  the  individual  treatment  of 
patients;  (2)  to  the  elimination  of  undesirable  cases;  (3)  to 
the  establishment  of  a  vocational  bureau;  (4)  to  the  develop- 
ment of  an  out-patient  department,  under  the  charge  of  a  phy- 
sician, designed  for  furnishing  medical  after-care, '  with  the 
consent  and  co-operation  of  the  patient. 

Inebriety,  considered  in  its  simplest  sense,  is  a  disease.  Its 
development,  course  and  outcome  are  directly  related  to  the 
individual  and  to  his  environment.  The  inebriate  is  a  victim 
of  habit  as  well  as  disease.  At  the  hospital  he  is  treated  pri- 
marily for  the  diseased  condition  with  medicines,  and  moral 
measures  are  used  in  an  attempt  to  overcome  his  pernicious 
habit.  Two  persons  are  not  exactly  alike  in  health,  likewise  no 
two  persons  with  a  similar  disease  exhibit  the  same  symptoms. 
A  physician,  when  studying  a  diseased  individual,  always  con- 
siders the  patient's  personality,  and  directs  his  treatment  ac- 
cordingly. Association  with  the  different  types  of  inebriety  has 
proved  that  drunkenness  is  an  expression  of  nervous  weakness, 
which,  in  certain  cases,  shows  a  marked  similarity  to  some  of 
the  more  familiar  types  of  nervous  and  mental  diseases.  The 
necessity  for  individual  treatment,  and  for  personal  considera- 
tion of  the  inebriate,  is  now  quite  generally  recognized  by  the 
physician,  philanthropist  and  all  workers  in  educational  fields. 
The  result  of  practical  work  is  convincing  that  whatever  suc- 
cess may  be  obtained  by  the  treatment  of  inebriety  can  be 
brought  about  only  by  realizing  that  each  case  is  a  study  in 
itself.  The  ill  success  in  the  past  in  taking  care  of  cases  can 
be  credited  in  great  part  to  the  wrong  interpretation  which  has 
been  put  on  inebriety.  This  conception  has  operated  against 
the  betterment  of  the  patient,  and  has  failed  to  create  a  senti- 
ment which  would  demand  that  the  government,  States  and 
municipalities  should  take  necessary  measures  for  the  care  and 
treatment  of  this  class  of  patients. 

To  attain  any  degree  of  success  a  hospital  for  the  cure  or 
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alleviation  of  inebriety  should  allow  for  proper  classification 
and  segregation  of  cases.  It  should  have  a  sufficient  farm  area 
for  the  development  of  agricultural  interests,  it  should  be  able 
to  provide  congenial,  and,  in  some  cases,  remunerative  work,  for 
its  patients ;  and,  lastly,  it  should  surround  the  patient  with  an 
atmosphere  which  will  encourage  him  to  put  forth  his  best  ef- 
forts, as  without  the  co-operation  of  the  patient  hospital  treat- 
ment will  be  of  no  permanent  value. 

There  is  no  known  drug  which,  when  taken  into  the  system, 
can  permanently  eradicate  the  desire  for  drink  in  the  inebriate. 
We  recognize  that  the  cure  of  inebriety  has  a  threefold  prin- 
ciple :  a  physiological  life,  abstention  from  alcohol  and  the  insti- 
tution of  moral  measures.  Drunkenness  has  a  mental  and  physi- 
cal side.  If  one  be  free  from  organic  disease,  the  recovery  from 
the  physical  symptoms  is  a  matter  of  a  comparatively  short  time. 
The  recuperative  power  of  some  of  the  more  persistent  and  con- 
firmed drunkards  is  often  a  matter  of  surprise.  Experience, 
when  considered  from  our  present  point  of  view,  has  shown  that 
a  certain  percentage  of  cases  can  be  permanently  helped, 
others  benefited  by  hospital  methods,  while  still  others  are  ap- 
parently incurable.  It  seems  superfluous  to  say  that  the,  hos- 
pital should  care  only  for  the  hopeful  case,  which  must  be 
clearly  differentiated  from  the  recidivist  and  the  confirmed 
or  habitual  drunkard. 

It  should  be  understood  that  the  matter  of  curability  or  ameli- 
oration of  inebriety  does  not  imply  simple  abstention  from  alco- 
hol, nor  does  the  hospital  treatment  include  this  and  nothing 
more.  It  may  be  true  that  in  some  cases  abstinence,  whether 
voluntary  or  compulsory,  is  an  incentive  to  the  correction  of  the 
habit,  but  that  it  in  itself  is  inadequate  is  clearly  shown  by  the 
futility  of  prolonged  and  repeated  terms  of  imprisonment. 

Our  experience  has  shown  us  that  the  success  of  hospital 
treatment  in  these  cases  depends  upon:  (1)  the  ability  of  the 
patient  to  co-operate  in  treatment;  (2)  on  our  ability  to  intro- 
duce into  the  patient's  life  or  mentality  some  tangible  substitute 
for  the  desire  for  artificial  stimulation.  This  substitute  in- 
cludes a  redevelopment  of  the  patient's  self-respect  and  an  entire 
readjustment  of  the  patient  to  his  environment.  Such  a  result 
is  brought  about  by  attention  to  the  patient's  mental  and  physical 
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hygiene,  and  necessarily  depends  on  educational  measures  inau- 
gurated at  the  hospital  and  continued  after  the  patient's  dismis- 
sal from  the  institution.  If  aggressiveness  to  these  principles, 
which  may  be  shown  by  the  patient,  cannot  be  overcome,  it  is 
not  probable  that  our  treatment  will  meet  with  any  great  meas- 
ure of  success. 

The  length  of  time  a  patient  should  be  detained  at  the  hos- 
pital depends  upon  his  personality,  the  progress  he  makes  and 
outside  conditions.  It  is  recognized  that  after  recovery  from 
the  physical  effects  of  alcoholism  the  resulting  restlessness  must 
be  successfully  combated  before  we  can  secure  any  permanency 
of  benefit.  It  will  thus  be  seen  that  the  modern  and  successful 
treatment  of  inebriety  comprises  a  study  of  the  man  himself. 
It  is  evident  that  such  treatment  is  sufficiently  comprehensive 
so  as  to  include  a  partial  and  perhaps  complete  readjustment 
of  the  patient  to  his  environment,  which  may  necessitate  a 
change  in  his  social  conditions  and  his  manner  of  living. 

Believing,  as  we  do,  that  there  is  a  logical  reason  for  a  hos- 
pital for  the  treatment  of  hopeful  inebriates,  it  seems  unneces- 
sary to  state  that  such  an  institution  should  be  all  that  the 
name  implies.  First  and  foremost  it  must  be  an  educational 
institution,  operated  and  conducted  as  such;  both  patients  and 
the  public  should  be  familiar  with  its  workings ;  the  educa- 
tional measures  which  should  be  in  vogue  may  be  compared 
in  many  respects  to  those  principles  that  are  now  so  extensively 
used  in  giving  to  the  public  a  knowledge  of  what  has  been  done 
for  the  cure  and  prevention  of  tuberculosis.  The  economics  and 
broader  scope  of  the  question  make  it  a  more  difficult  problem, 
but  I  am  satisfied  that  the  results  which  we  earnestly  desire 
can  be  gained  only  by  acquainting  the  public  with  what  is  being 
done  by  the  State  toward  caring  for  these  people.  The  im- 
portance of  this  publicity,  which  of  course  should  be  in  the 
hands  of  authorities,  is  more  evident  when  it  is  remembered 
that  there  is  a  reluctance  on  the  part  of  persons  to  place  them- 
selves under  treatment  until  one  or  more  of  the  diseases  related 
to  alcoholism  appear,  or  until  the  habit  has  been  of  some  years' 
duration.  The  individual  is  inclined  to  look  upon  hospital 
treatment  as  a  last  resort,  and  unless  correctly  advised  he  is 
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slow  to  take  advantage  of  any  institutional  care  for  his  better- 
ment. 

The  hospital  must  be  conducted  so  that  its  methods  and  man- 
ner of  treatment  shall  appeal  to  the  patient ;  he  must  feel  that 
he  is  the  object  for  consideration;  he  must  have  confidence  in 
the  honesty  of  purpose  of  the  hospital,  and  of  the  officers  in 
charge,  and,  finally,  he  must  be  made  to  feel,  at  the  appropriate 
time,  that  he  has  a  responsibility  which  he  must  exercise. 

Realizing  that  each  patient  demands  separate  consideration, 
I  feel  the  importance  of  emphasizing  the  fact  that  access  to  such 
a  hospital  should  be  facilitated  in  every  way.  The  patient  him- 
self and  his  relatives  may  be  persons  of  good  standing  and  of 
social  prestige;  in  such  a  case  the  relatives  and  friends  are  not 
desirous  of  the  stigma  of  having  a  husband,  brother  or  father 
sent  to  a  penal  institution ;  therefore  admission  to  a  State  insti- 
tution for  inebriates  should  be  devoid  of  extreme  court  publicity, 
and  legal  measures,  if  necessary,  should  be  simplified.  A  pros- 
pective patient  should  understand  that  any  legal  proceedings 
which  may  be  instituted  are  carried  out  solely  for  his  protection 
and  welfare. 

Statistics. 

During  the  time  elapsing  between  April  1,  1908,  and  Nov. 
1,  1909,  —  twenty  months,  —  488  cases  were  received  at  the 
hospital.  Eighty-three  of  these  were  recommitments,  —  patients 
who  had  formerly  been  under  treatment.  The  following  statis- 
tical table,  with  related  remarks,  concerns  the  405  new  commit- 
ments :  —

It  is  "understood  by  a  "  favorable  "  or  "  hopeful  "  case  that 
the  patient's  habit  may  be  eradicated  by  treatment,  or  that  im- 
provement more  or  less  prolonged  may  follow  hospital  treat- 
ment. 

It  is  understood  by  an  "  unfavorable  "  case  that  the  patient  is 
unlikely  to  receive  permanent  benefit  from  hospital  treatment. 

We  do  not  yet  know  what  interpretation  to  place  on  "  cure  " 
as  regards  inebriety.  We  prefer  to  substitute  the  word  "  hope- 
ful "  for  "  curable,"  as  it  seems  to  us,  considering  our  present 
knowledge,  to  be  more  consistent. 

It  will  be  noted  that  259,  or  64  per  cent,  of  the  405  new  com- 
mitments were  men  of  the  age  of  thirty-five  or  more.  Two 
hundred  and  eight,  or  51  per  cent.,  had  used  liquor  to  excess 
for  fifteen  years  or  more. 

Our  experience  would  show  that,  everything  considered,  the 
hopefulness  of  a  case  is  in  direct  ratio  to  the  duration  of  the 
habit.  The  susceptibility  of  the  patient  to  educational  meas- 
ures should  also  be  considered.  The  younger  case,  if  the  case 
be  a  frank  and  uncomplicated  one,  is  preferable,  as  in  such  a 
patient  the  habit  is  incompletely  formed,  and  the  mind  is  freer 
from  fixed  prejudices  and  defects.  Such  a  patient  reacts  more 
promptly  and  effectively  to  moral  measures.  All  youthful  cases 
are  not  desirable,  as  we  have  proved  that  in  some  of  these  cases 
the  drinking  habit  is  one  of  the  many  expressions  of  a  moral 
perversion  or  delinquency.  We  have  found  that  in  some  of  the 
cases  of  an  advanced  age  there  has  been  a  decided  improvement 
after  hospital  treatment.  It  must,  therefore,  be  remembered 
that  the  hospital  may  benefit  some  of  the  so-called  unfavorable 
cases,  and  before  eliminating  these  cases  our  purpose  and  cus- 
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torn  is  to  give  each  case  the  closest  possible  scrutiny  and  medical 
analysis.  It  should,  however,  be  understood  that  if  we  consent 
to  receive  these  patients  we  should  have  the  privilege  at  any 
time  of  discharging  them,  and  of  refusing  their  return  to  the 
hospital  for  treatment. 

The  following  disposition  has  been  made  of  the  405  new 
patients:  289  cases  were  given  leave  of  absence  (dismissed  on 
trial)  ;  99  of  these  subsequently  returned  to  the  hospital  for 
treatment,  and  60  of  these  men  who  returned  were  afterward 
given  final  discharge;  7  patients  died  while  under  treatment; 
10  escaped,  and  45  were  given  final  discharge. 

After  careful  medical  examination  of  the  405  cases  161  were 
considered  suitable  cases  for  hospital  treatment. 

Of  the  161  men  considered  as  favorable  cases,  99  have  left  the 
hospital  and  62  remain  under  treatment.  By  correspondence 
with  their  friends  and  relatives,  and  by  personal  interviews 
with  the  patients,  the  following  summary  of  the  99  men  on 
leave  of  absence  is  made  possible. 

Thirty-six  have  been  absent  for  a  year  or  longer ;  20  of  these 
men  have  been  heard  from  on  one  or  more  occasions ;  12  of 
these  cases  have  received  decided  benefit  from  treatment;  8 
have  been  total  abstainers ;  7  men  returned  subsequently  for 
treatment  and  were  afterwards  discharged ;  5  of  these  have 
reported  at  intervals  and  have  been  doing  well ;  9  patients  have 
not  been  heard  from. 

Thirty-three  patients  have  been  absent  six  months  or  more; 
16  of  these  cases  are  reported  to  be  doing  well ;  10  have  re- 
turned for  treatment  and  1  have  not  been  heard  from. 

Fifteen  cases  have  been  absent  three  months  or  longer;  12 
of  these  cases  have  been  unquestionably  improved  by  hospital 
residence;  3  cases  have  relapsed  and  have  returned  for  treat- 
ment. 

Fifteen  cases  have  been  absent  two  months  or  less;  10  of 
these  are  doing  well ;  5  have  returned  for  treatment. 

When  estimating  the  benefit  of  hospital  treatment  it  is  neces- 
sary to  consider  the  type  of  inebriety,  duration  of  abstinence, 
and  a  comparison  of  the  man's  present  mode  of  living  with  his 
daily  habits  prior  to  his  admission  to  the  hospital. 
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After-care. 

The  need  of  an  out-patient  department  in  the  care  of  a  physi- 
cian in  a  hospital  of  this  character  was  early  demonstrated.  Its 
purposes  can  be  denned  as  follows :  (a)  to  assist  in  determining 
whether  a  prospective  patient  is  a  proper  subject  for  the  hospi- 
tal; (&)  to  visit  friends  and  relatives  of  patients  previous  to 
their  discharge  from  the  institution  and  to  investigate  their 
home  surroundings,  social  conditions,  etc.,  (c)  to  aid  patients  to 
find  congenial  and  remunerative  work;  (d)  to  give  suitable  med- 
ical after-care. 

This  department  is  now  organized  and  is  in  successful  opera- 
tion. The  anticipated  benefits  are  already  seen,  and  it  is  not 
only  of  a  recognized  value  to  the  patient  but  is  of  decided 
economic  value. 

It  was  also  early  demonstrated  that  in  many  cases  prolonged 
institutional  treatment  was  a  decided  detriment  to  cure,  as 
well  as  a  hardship  to  the  patient.  With  the  aid  of  the  out- 
patient physician  it  is  now  possible  to  allow  patients  to  leave 
on  trial  at  an  opportune  time,  placing  them,  with  their  consent, 
in  charge  of  the  physician,  who,  with  the  patient's  co-operation, 
continues  the  treatment  which  has  been  begun  during  his  resi- 
dence at  the  hospital.  If  the  surroundings  of  the  patient  are 
not  congenial,  or  if  he  should  relapse,  his  return  to  the  hospital 
is  recommended. 

The  return  of  a  patient  to  the  institution  does  not  necessarily 
mean  a  serious  relapse.  A  considerable  number  of  our  returns 
during  the  past  year  have  been  voluntary,  the  patient  return- 
ing unattended  and  on  his  own  volition,  or  acting  on  the  advice 
of  the  hospital  authorities. 

Conclusions. 

As  a  result  of  our  work  during  the  past  year  we  feel  war- 
ranted in  making  the  following  deductions :  — 

Inebriety\  is  an  expression  of  nervous  weakness,  the  condi- 
tions conforming  in  many  cases  to  familiar  types  of  nervous 
and  mental  diseases. 

Individual  consideration  of  each  case  is  the  only  rational 
and  effective  mode  of  treatment.

Abstention  from  alcohol  is  not  sufficient  for  cure;  it  is  re- 
quired that  the  patient  co-operate  in  moral  measures  instituted 
for  his  betterment,  and  the  ultimate  success  of  the  treatment  de- 
pends on  this  sustained  interest. 

Medical  after-care  is  necessary  to  obtain  the  maximum  degree 
of  success.  This  medical  after-care,  to  be  of  any  benefit,  must 
be  practiced  with  the  consent  and  co-operation  of  the  patient. 

A  State  hospital  for  inebriates  should  receive  and  treat  ex- 
clusively the  case  which  is  likely  to  be  benefited. 

A  hospital  for  the  treatment  of  inebriety  should  be  considered 
as  an  educational  center ;  it  should  have  adequate  equipment 
for  treatment  of  such  cases,  and  should  have  facilities  for  segre- 
gation and  individual  treatment  of  diverse  types. 

The  word  "  hospital "  used  in  connection  with  inebriety  is 
considered  to  be  synonymous  with  "  cure  "  or  "  improvement." 
Used  in  this  sense  it  can  be  emphatically  said  that,  with  mod- 
ern methods,  the  hospital  treatment  of  the  inebriate  by  the  State 
is  unquestionably  of  economic  value.

—  Acting  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Board  in 
their  special  report  to  the  Legislature  of  1910,  $50,000  was 
appropriated  by  the  Legislature  for  the  purchase  of  land  upon 
which  a  new  and  comprehensive  institution  for  the  care  of  in- 
ebriates by  the  State  might  be  established.  After  many  months 
of  study  and  examination  of  available  sites,  the  trustees  have 
now  secured  a  location  for  the  new  institution  which  they  be- 
lieve to  be  extremely  satisfactory.  Options  on  farms  and  prop- 
erties in  the  townships  of  Norfolk  and  Walpole  have  been  taken, 
and  it  is  thought  that  before  the  end  of  the  year  the  site  under 
consideration  will  be  purchased. 

Out-patient  Department. 
Second.  —  During  the  year  the  medical  out-paJient  depart- 
ment, which  was  inaugurated  in  1909  as  an  experiment,  and 
proved  an  unqualified  success,  became  an  essential  part  of,  and 
has  added  greatly  to  the  value  of,  the  institution.  The  out- 
patient physician  made  in  the  course  of  the  year  2,084  visits  to 
patients.  These  visits  have  resulted  not  only  in  service  to  dis- 
charged patients,  but  have  been  of  economic  importance  to  the 
Commonwealth.  The  report  of  the  superintendent  accurately 
defines  the  position  of  this  work,  and  gives  statistics  of  the  de- 
partment for  the  past  year. 
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PlJEPOSES   OF   THE   HOSPITAL. 

The  purposes  of  the  trustees  of  the  hospital,  as  outlined  in 
their  previous  report,  are,  first,  to  afford  a  place  for  the  treat- 
ment of  the  hopeful  inehriate  and  drug  habitue;  second,  to  give 
the  public  a  synopsis  or  description  of  the  educational  work 
carried  on  at  the  hospital.  The  accomplishment  of  these  pur- 
poses is  largely  due  to  the  increased  confidence  of  the  people  of 
the  State  in  the  methods  of  treatment  and  the  general  admin- 
istration of  the  hospital,  and  in  great  part  due  to  the  co-operation 
of  the  judiciary  and  the  medical  profession.  The  effectiveness 
of  our  educational  measures  has  been  enhanced  by  the  interest 
created  by  House  Document  ]STo.  1390  ("  Drunkenness  in  Mas- 
sachusetts, Conditions  and  Remedies  ").  This  report  has  been 
most  favorably  received  and  widely  commented  on. 

Assistance  given  by  Probation  Officers. 
The  trustees  wish  to  record  their  appreciation  of  the  assistance 
given  by  the  probation  officers  of  the  State.  The  practice  of 
sending  the  hopeful  and  non-criminal  inebriate  to  the  hospital 
while  under  probation,  or  pending  probation,  is  a  commendable 
one.  We  would  unhesitatingly  recommend  the  continuation  of 
this  custom,  as  it  unquestionably  marks  a  decided  advance  in  the 
care  and  treatment  of  the  inebriate. 

Voluntary  Cases. 
The  increasing  number  of  voluntary  cases  received  during  the 
past  year  testifies  to  the  wisdom  of  the  law  enacted  in  1909  per- 
mitting the  admission  of  voluntary  state  cases.  During  the  past 
year  we  have  received  234  voluntary  cases,  or  47  per  cent,  of  all 
admissions.  Like  the  out-patient  department,  the  operation  of 
this  law  has  not  only  benefited  the  hospital,  but  has  resulted 
in  a  considerable  saving  to  the  Commonwealth.  Before  its  en- 
actment all  patients  excepting  voluntary  private  cases  were  re- 
ceived only  on  an  order  from  the  court.  The  cost  of  the  medical 
examination,  committing  and  transportation  of  such  a  patient, 
which  amounted  to  about  $23  for  each  case,  was  charged  to  the 
city  or  town  from  which  the  patient  was  committed.     The  pas- 
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sage  of  the  law  permitting  the  admission  of  voluntary  State 
cases,  and  the  judicious  selection  of  cases  by  the  courts,  has 
materially  aided  in  raising  the  standard  of  the  hospital  patients. 
The  prevailing  type  of  patient  now  coming  to  Eoxborough  ap- 
proaches more  closely  the  hospital  type;  namely,  men  who  are 
interested  in  the  hospital  environment,  and  genuinely  concerned 
in  their  betterment. 

Approval  of  Wokk  of  Employees. 
During  the  past  year  there  has  been  no  change  in  the  depart- 
ment heads.    The  Board  again  desires  to  record  its  appreciation 
of  the  satisfactory  work  of  the  officers  and  employees  of  the 
hospital. 

Graduates  of  Training  School. 

The  following  attendants  have  successfully  completed  the 
two  years'  course  in  the  training  school  of  the  hospital,  and  on 
November  10  were  awarded  certificates  of  graduation :  —

The  Insane. 

The  hospital  has  continued  to  care  for  mild  cases  of  insanity 
which  have  been  transferred  to  Eoxborough  by  the  State  Board 
of  Insanity.  These  patients  are  housed  in  separate  quarters, 
and  have,  under  direction,  engaged  in  ordinary  laboring  work. 

Treatment  of  Patients. 
The  passage  of  the  law  permitting  the  admission  of  voluntary 
patients,  together  with  the  careful  selection  of  cases  and  the 
inauguration  of  the  out-patient  department,  has  done  much  in 
awakening  the  public  to  the  possibilities  of  the  hospital  care  of 
the  inebriate ;  but  these  modifications  of  the  methods  of  treat- 
ment of  patients  have  accentuated  the  existing  defects  of  the 
present  hospital.     The  admixture  of  the  insane,  inebriates  and 
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drug  habitues  in  a  limited  area  has  continued  to  handicap  us 
in  our  efforts  for  good  government  and  efficient  discipline.  Until 
we  are  re-established,  we  feel  that  the  hospital  must  necessarily 
fall  short  of  its  possibilities.  The  practice  of  assigning  patients 
to  work  under  department  heads  has  been  continued,  and  has 
been  proved  successful.  Such  a  custom  has  permitted  us  to 
keep  a  skilled  workman  at  his  trade,  and  has  given  us  the  op- 
portunity of  teaching  a  trade  to  the  unskilled  laborer.  More 
patients  than  heretofore  have  been  interested  in  farming  opera- 
tions. Much  of  the  success  of  the  institution  is  due  to  the  co- 
operative and  voluntary  labor  of  the  patients.  Mention  was. 
made  in  the  preceding  report  of  the  practice  of  engaging  de- 
sirable patients  at  small  salaries ;  these  employees  are  placed  in 
the  various  departments,  and  are  governed  by  special  rules. 
This  procedure  has  been  mutually  advantageous.  With  the  co- 
operation of  outside  parties  who  are  interested  in  our  re-educa- 
tional measures,  patients  who  have  proved  their  worth  have  been 
allowed  to  secure  work  away  from  the  hospital.  Some  of  these 
men  have  remained  temporarily  at  the  hospital  for  a  limited 
time.  Patients  allowed  this  privilege  have  paid  for  their  board 
at  the  regular  rate  of  maintenance.  All  repairs,  improvements 
and  betterments,  with  one  exception,  have  been  done  by  hospital 
labor. 

Repairs  and  Improvements. 

In  addition  to  the  ordinary  repairs,  the  following  extraor- 
dinary repairs  and  construction  work  has  been  performed  by 
hospital  labor  during  the  past  year :  — 

The  refrigerating  plant,  for  which  an  appropriation  of  $5,000 
was  made  (Resolves  of  1909,  chapter  117),  was  completed  dur- 
ing the  early  summer,  and  has  been  in  successful  operation  since 
June  1,  1910. 

A  two-story  cement  brick  house  is  nearing  completion.  The 
first  story  will  be  used  for  housing  fire  apparatus;  the  second 
story  will  be  utilized  for  a  pharmacy  or  laboratory.  All  brick 
and  construction  material  for  this  building  was  made  at  the 
hospital. 

A  two-room  tool  house,  made  of  cement  brick,  has  been  con-  - 
structed. 
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Extensive  repairs  have  been  made  in  the  interior  of  the  green- 
house. The  board  floors  and  old  wooden  troughs  have  been  re- 
placed by  cement  construction. 

A  new  modern  hennery,  40  feet  in  length,  has  been  built. 

356.2  square  yards  of  granolithic  walk  have  been  laid. 

634  linear  feet  of  granolithic  curb  and  gutter  have  been  built. 

46.5  cubic  yards  of  mortar  wall,  24.6  cubic  yards  of  concrete 
coping  and  3,140  linear  feet  of  dry  stone  wall  have  been  con- 
structed. 

The  veranda  of  the  superintendent's  house  has  been  extended, 
and  considerable  of  the  roof  reshingled. 

Many  necessary  changes  have  been  made  in  the  pipe  lines, 
resulting  in  a  continuation  of  fuel  economy. 

ISTew  drains  have  been  laid,  and  much-needed  and  extensive 
grading  has  been  done. 

The  retaining  stone  wall  of  the  coal  pocket  has  been  height- 
ened, materially  increasing  the  capacity  of  the  pocket. 

The  administration  building  has  been  partly  reshingled. 

The  exterior  of  all  wards  and  detached  buildings  has  been 
painted.  Ward  A  has  been  entirely  redecorated.  The  barn, 
the  superintendent's  house,  the  greenhouse,  wagon  sheds  and  de- 
tached buildings  have  been  painted. 

The  interior  of  Ward  H  has  been  partially  repainted. 

ISTew  hardwood  floors  have  been  laid,  and  worn-out  steps  re- 
placed. 

The  silo,  which  was  in  a  dilapidated  condition,  has  been  en- 
tirely relined. 

The  partial  collapse  of  the  dairy  barn  called  for, immediate 
and  outside  skilled  labor ;  advantage  was  taken  of  this  condition, 
and  many  improvements  in  the  interior  of  the  barn  were  made 
by  our  own  labor.  New  flooring  was  laid,  modern  cow  stanchions 
erected,  and  several  large  cement  rooms  constructed.  These 
improvements  have  greatly  changed  the  appearance  of  the  barn, 
and  have  added  to  its  utility. 

The  broom  shop,  crafts  shop,  mattress-making  and  shoe-repair- 
ing departments  have  been  continued.  This  has  furnished  em- 
ployment for  the  men  during  the  winter  months. 

Particular  mention  is  made  of  the  cement  industry,  which 
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was  inaugurated  at  the  hospital  last  year.  Plain  and  fancy 
brick,  blocks  and  cement  sewer  pipe  have  been  made ;  these  have 
been  used  for  our  repair  and  construction  work.  It  is  proposed 
to  extend  this  department  during  the  coming  year. 

Drug  Addictions. 
Many  of  the  drug  cases  which  have  been  received  were  not 
desirable,  from  a  hospital  point  of  view.  Our  experience  would 
show  that  with  proper  conditions  and  adequate  facilities  a  cer- 
tain percentage  of  cases  can  be  permanently  helped  if  they  seek 
hospital  treatment  during  the  early  stages  of  the  disease,  before* 
long  confirmation  of  the  habit.

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The  following  excerpt,  taken  from  the  special  report  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  expresses  in  a  general  way  our  mode  of 
treatment  of  inebriety :  — 

The  methods  of  cure  at  the  State  Hospital  in  Massachusetts,  as  in  the 
State  Hospital  in  Iowa,  the  national  hospitals  of  Great  Britain,  the 
provincial  hospitals  of  Australia  and  the  cantonal  hospitals  of  Switzer- 
land, rely  largely  upon  the  building  effect  of  pure  air,  good  food,  absti- 
nence from  alcohol  and  drugs,  regular  hours  and  out-of-doors  skilled 
labor.  Medicine  is  given  where  needed.  But  this  program,  which  is 
followed  in  the  best  prisons  as  well  as  the  hospitals,  is  not  in  itself 
sufficient  to  cure  the  pathologic  inebriate.  The  chief  method  of  cure  of 
habitual  inebriety,  as  in  many  mental  affections,  such  as  obsessions, 
hysteria,  etc.,  lies  in  arousing  patients  to  co-operate  in  their  own  recov- 
ery by  educating  the  will.  The  inebriate  strengthened  in  body  by  a 
change  of  environment  and  out-of-door  work  is  also  trained  in  mind  by 
expert  neurologists  to  resist  alcohol.  His  constructive  interests  are 
aroused.  A  skilled  trade  is  taught.  Education  is  encouraged  by  libra- 
ries, lectures  and  discussions.  The  patient  is  prepared  in  body,  mind 
and  will  to  meet  and  overcome  the  difficulties  which  face  him  in  the 
outer  world.  (Special  Report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Fox- 
borough  State  Hospital.    House  Document,  No.  1390.) 

Our  experience  during  the  past  year  has  shown  the  value  of 
these  methods.  Any  benefit  which  may  have  come  from  hospi- 
tal treatment  can  be  credited  to  our  adherence  to  these  prin- 
ciples. 

An  analysis  of  our  cases  proves  quite  clearly  what  we  have 
before  maintained,  —  that  the  inebriate  is  a  personal  equation ; 
each  case  a  personal  problem,  requiring  for  its  solution  indi- 
vidual consideration  and  treatment.  It  should  be  remembered 
that  the  correct  and  ultimate  solution  of  such  a  problem  rests 
largely  with  the  patient,  who  by  his  own  efforts  must  co-operate 
in  the  educational  measures  carried  on  at  the  hospital.  Any  cor- 
rectional measure  imposed  or  any  medical  treatment  instituted, 
which  is  opposed  by  the  patient,  must  end  in  failure. 

Although  it  is  possible  to  define  certain  types  of  inebriety,  it 
is  unwise,  from  a  remedial  point  of  view,  to  adhere  strictly  to 
any  classification.  The  indiscriminate  and  careless  use  of  such  a 
custom  is  likely  to  make  one  lose  sight  of  the  personal  problem, 
and  thus  fail  to  realize  the  importance  of  individualization  in 
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the  treatment  of  the  patient.  The  word  "  individualization  " 
means  to  us  what  the  definition  implies :  "  to  mark  as  an  indi- 
vidual, to  differentiate  from  others  by  peculiar  properties."  In 
order  to  appreciate  the  real  necessity  for  the  individual  treat- 
ment of  the  inebriate,  we  should  have  a  common  idea  of  the 
nature  of  inebriety;  doubtless  much  of  the  misunderstanding 
about  inebriety  is  due  to  a  misconception  of  the  word  "  inebri- 
ate." All  cases  of  drunkenness  are  not  cases  of  inebriety,  but 
all  confirmed  or  habitual  drinkers  are  properly  classed  as  inebri- 
ates. It  should  be  generally  recognized  that  inebriety  is  a  con- 
dition which  must  necessarily  depend  on  a  number  of  causes. 
The  determination  of  the  reason  for  the  condition  and  the  selec- 
tion of  the  method  for  the  removal  of  the  cause  are  made  possible 
only  after  a  careful  analysis  of  the  individual  case. 

Besides  the  hospital,  or  hopeful  case,  to  which  the  foregoing 
remarks  are  strictly  applicable,  we  must  recognize  several  other 
types  or  forms  of  inebriety  which  demand  institutional  treat- 
ment. Although,  unfortunately,  with  the  present  equipment  of 
the  hospital,  we  have  been  unable  to  care  for  these  cases  to  our 
complete  satisfaction,  we  can  say  with  confidence  that  they 
should  receive  proper  treatment  and  custodial  care.  The  neces- 
sity for  the  State  care  of  these  cases  is  as  great,  if  not  greater, 
than  that  for  the  insane. 

Many  of  these  individuals,  apart  from  their  habit  of  alcohol- 
ism, are  of  good  repute,  and  under  certain  conditions  are  capable 
of  earning  their  livelihood.  Among  such  men  we  can  find  many 
skilled  laborers,  who,  by  reason  of  their  weakness,  are  not  de- 
pendable, and  are  therefore  not  qualified  to  occupy  responsible 
or  permanent  positions.  Another  type  quite  frequently  en- 
countered is  the  middle-aged  or  elderly  man,  who,  by  reason  of 
his  confirmed  drinking,  has  lost  his  self-respect  and  social  posi- 
tion. The  family  and  friends  of  such  a  man,  after  repeated 
trials,  consider  him  to  have  forfeited  all  his  rights  and  privi- 
leges. Such  men,  who  are  ostracized,  frequently  become  outcasts 
and  institutional  "  rounders."  Another  class  of  men  demanding 
institutional  care  is  the  delinquent ;  in  such  cases  alcoholism  is 
an  expression  of  his  inborn  defectivity.  The  patient  is  born 
with  lowered  resistive  powers,  and  a  critical  analysis  of  his  life 
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shows  inconsistencies  and  vagaries  which  may  be  considered  a 
marked  departure  from  normal  standards.  The  early  recogni- 
tion of  this  type  and  the  inauguration  of  educational  measures 
is  certainly  indicated. 

The  trustees  of  the  hospital  have  already  called  attention  to 
the  futility  of  subjecting  such  persons  to  prison  and  workhouse 
sentence.  The  only  effective  manner  of  dealing  with  such  cases 
is  by  a  method  which  will  insure  medical  care  and  necessary 
discipline. 

Statistics. 
During  the  past  thirty  months  (two  and  one-half  years), 
covering  the  period  from  April  1,  1908,  to  Oct.  1,  1910,  927 
patients  have  been  committed  or  voluntarily  admitted  to  the 
hospital.  Of  these  patients,  150  who  were  recommitted  or  re- 
admitted are  not  considered  in  the  statistics.  The  following 
remarks  concern  the  777  new  admissions :  —

Three  hundred  and  twenty-two  patients,  or  41  per  cent.,  had 
used  liquor  to  excess  for  fifteen  years  or  more.  Of  the  777  new 
patients  received,  164,  or  21  per  cent.,  were  voluntary  cases. 
Since  the  operation  of  the  law  permitting  the  admission  of 
voluntary  State  cases,  July  1,  1909,  we  have  received  198  vol- 
untary patients,  or  35  per  cent,  of  all  admissions. 

Discharges. 
Of  the  777  cases,  630  have  left  the  hospital ;  43  patients  who 
have  been  given  employment  at  the  hospital  at  various  times 
are  not  included  in  the  statistics.  Of  the  777  patients,  104 
were  at  the  hospital  October  1  of  the  present  year.  The  630  dis- 
charged patients  are  classified  as  follows.  Authentic  after-his- 
tory of  209  of  these  men  was  not  obtainable ;  they  were  therefore 
not  included  in  the  percentages.

Cases  of  Drug  Addiction. 
Seventy-three  cases  of  morphine  and  opium  addiction,  re- 
ceived since  July  1,  1909,  are  included  in  the  above  statistics. 
Of  these  patients,  62  have  been  discharged  from  the  hospital. 
We  have  obtained  authentic  histories  of  50  of  these  discharged 
cases;  9,  or  18  per  cent.,  have  been  abstinent  since  they  left 
the  institution. 
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Out-patient  Department. 
The  importance  of  after-care  of  the  patient  under  the  juris- 
diction of  the  hospital  cannot  be  overestimated.  The  system 
of  after-care  begun  last  year  has  proved  its  value  and  merits 
continuation.  As  the  method  is  somewhat  of  an  innovation,  a 
short  description  of  it  is  given.  The  department,  since  its  in- 
auguration, has  been  in  charge  of  Dr.  John  A.  Horgan  of  Bos- 
ton, who  has  given  his  entire  attention  to  the  development  of 
this  work.  Briefly  expressed,  the  essentials  of  the  department 
are  as  follows :  a  preliminary  examination  of  prospective  pa- 
tients, to  determine  their  fitness  for  hospital  treatment ;  weekly 
visits  to  patients  at  the  hospital ;  visits  to  the  homes  of  patients 
before  their  discharge  from  the  hospital ;  visits  to  patients  after 
their  discharge  from  the  hospital.  Such  a  routine  gives  the 
patient,  prior  to  his  admission,  a  knowledge  of  the  hospital 
and  its  purposes ;  makes  it  possible  for  us  to  secure  an  accurate 
and  sequential  history  of  the  patient;  and,  lastly,  it  supple- 
ments the  medical  educational  work  begun  at  the  hospital.  The 
following  summary  gives  statistical  facts  of  the  department  for 
the  year  ending  Oct.  1,  1910 :  —

One  hundred  and  twelve  patients  on  leave  of  absence  have 
been  in  charge  of  the  out-patient  department.  Accurate  and 
consecutive  history  has  been  obtainable  in  90  of  these  cases. 
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Of  these  90  cases,  35,  or  38.8  per  cent.,  have  continued  ab- 
stinent ;  10,  or  11  per  cent.-^  have  improved. 

Of  the  76  voluntary  cases,  27,  or  35.5  per  cent.,  have  con- 
tinued abstinent. 

Of  the  98  patients  who  were  given  final  discharge,  6,  or  6.1 
per  cent.,  have  been  abstinent;  22,  or  22.4  per  cent.,  have 
improved. 

Compiled  statistics  of  264  cases  of  which  consecutive  reports 
have  been  obtainable:  25  per  cent,  have  been  abstinent;  11  per 
cent,  have  improved ;  36  per  cent,  of  these  264  cases  have  been 
decidedly  improved  by  hospital  treatment. 

The  after-history  of  these  patients,  with  the  history  of  others 
placed  in  charge  of  the  out-patient  physician,  has  been  con- 
tinued up  to  Dec.  1,  1910.  The  results  can  be  expressed  as 
follows:  347  patients  were  placed  in  charge  of  the  out-patient 
department  for  investigation;  the  location  or  history  of  85  of 
these  patients  could  not  be  obtained.  Reliable  histories  of  262 
patients  were  determined  as  follows :  —

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TRUSTEES'  REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  the  Governor  of  Massachusetts. 

The  trustees  of  the  Foxborough  State  Hospital  have  the  honor 
of  presenting  herewith  their  twentieth  annual  report. 

It  is  now  four  years  since  the  present  Board  of  Trustees  was 
appointed.  During  this  period  not  only  have  the  number  of 
cases  under  treatment  largely  increased,  but  these  cases  are  rep- 
resentative of  the  whole  State  instead  of  a  few  cities.  Moreover, 
there  has  been  a  constant  and  satisfactory  improvement  in  the 
personnel  of  the  patients,  in  the  results  obtained  from  their  treat- 
ment and  in  the  physical  condition  of  the  hospital  and  its  equip- 
ment. The  new  law  permitting  voluntary  admissions  came  into 
full  operation  during  the  past  year.  Four  hundred  and  seventy- 
four  voluntary  cases  were  admitted  after  investigation  and  exam- 
ination, and  75  per  cent,  of  the  inebriate  population  of  the  hos- 
pital now  consists  of  voluntary  cases.  This  means  a  saving  to 
the  county  treasuries  of  approximately  $10,000  in  a  single  year, 
but  it  also  means  that  the  hopeless  and  helpless  class  of  inebri- 
ates which  formerly  filled  our  wards  has  to  a  very  large  degree 
been  replaced  by  men  whose  bodies  are  still  sound,  and  whose 
desire  to  shake  off  their  weakness  is  strong  enough  to  make  them 
active  contributors  to  their  own  cure.  As  such  patients  quickly 
recognize  that  the  limited  accommodations  of  the  hospital  are 
sufficient  only  for  those  who  show  substantial  evidence  of  improve- 
ment, the  system  of  locked  doors,  which  a  few  years  ago  seemed 
a  necessity,  has  now  practically  disappeared,  and  the  problem  of 
escapes  seems  permanently  to  have  passed  away. 

An  unfortunately  large  percentage  of  the  annual  appropriation 
for  maintenance  necessarily  has  been  expended  during  each  of  the 
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past  few  years  for  the  repair  and  rehabilitation  of  the  hospital 
plant.  The  buildings  are  now  in  serviceable  condition  and  the 
grounds  are  much  improved.  In  spite  of  the  disproportionate 
size  of  these  expenses,  and  the  gradual  but  very  material  rise  in 
the  cost  of  food  stuffs,  there  has  been  a  constant  decrease  in  the 
maintenance  cost  per  capita  at  the  hospital.  The  gross  weekly 
cost  per  capita  during  the  past  four  years  is  as  follows :  — 

1907-08,  weekly  cost  per  capita, $6  14 

1908-09,  weekly  cost  per  capita, 5  84 

1909-10,  weekly  cost  per  capita, 5  62 

1910-11,  weekly  cost  per  capita,  . 5  05 

We  desire  to  call  particular  attention  to  that  portion  of  the 
superintendent's  report  which  deals  with  the  out-patient  depart- 
ment. In  the  opinion  of  the  Board  the  care  and  supervision  of 
patients  after  they  leave  the  hospital,  and  at  the  time  when  they 
are  encountering  the  temptations  and  problems  of  an  unprotected 
life,  are  fundamentally  important  factors  in  the  institutional  treat- 
ment of  inebriates.  Adequate  supervision  includes  not  only  a 
knowledge  of  the  patient  and  his  environment,  but  practical 
assistance  in  getting  him  appropriate  work,  the  enlistment  of 
interest  in  him  by  his  employer,  his  priest  or  his  minister,  instruc- 
tion to  his  family,  and  sympathetic  watchfulness.  The  records  of 
the  out-patient  physician  are,  we  believe,  authentic  and  conclusive 
upon  the  value  of  these  services. 

The  success  of  an  institution  caring  for  inebriates  is  largely 
dependent  on  the  nature  and  long  tenure  of  service  of  its  employees. 
We  wish  to  record  our  appreciation  of  the  fact  that  the  long  tenure 
of  service  of  our  employees  is  yearly  increasing. 

The  most  important  single  task  of  the  Board  during  the  past 
year  has  been  the  purchase  of  land  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
vision of  chapter  635  of  the  Acts  of  1910  for  a  new  hospital,  and 
the  establishment  of  two  inebriate  colonies  thereon.  The  tract 
of  land  purchased  comprises  approximately  1,049  acres  of  cleared 
and  wooded  land  in  the  townships  of  Norfolk  and  Walpole.  The 
site,  made  up  of  hills  and  low  lands,  is  well  adapted  for  its  pur- 
poses. The  hills,  composed  largely  of  broad  ridges,  allow  for 
natural  building  sites,  while  the  low  lands  and  valleys  are  to  a 
considerable  extent  cleared  land  affording  sites  for  farms  and  for 
agricultural  development.     The  land  is  abundantly  supplied  with 
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springs,  and  the  State  Board  of  Health  has  reported  to  us  that  an 
adequate  water  supply  and  an  efficient  sewerage  system  can  be 
established  at  a  small  expense. 

The  section  of  land  on  which  it  is  planned  to  erect  the  main 
hospital  buildings  is  in  immediate  contact  with  the  Wrentham 
branch  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad,  26 
miles  from  Boston,  and  only  a  few  miles  distant  from  the  towns 
of  Wrentham  and  Walpole. 

Approximately  one-third  of  the  acreage  (312  acres)  has  been 
at  one  time  under  cultivation.  The  cleared  land  will  readily  serve 
as  a  nucleus  for  the  farm  colonies. 

Thirty-eight  thousand,  seven  hundred  and  eighty-nine  dollars 
and  forty-five  cents  has  been  expended  for  the  purchase  of  land, 
averaging  $37  per  acre,  which  includes  farmhouses  and  detached 
buildings.  The  amount  remaining  after  the  purchase  of  the  land 
has  been  used  for  necessary  expenses,  in  repairing  buildings  on  the 
property,  and  for  a  complete  topographical  survey  of  the  entire 
acreage.  A  small  sum  has  been  held  in  reserve  to  allow  us  to 
purchase  several  small  parcels  of  land  now  under  consideration. 

Two  farmhouses  near  the  boundaries  of  the  tract  of  land  have 
been  repaired,  and  since  Aug.  1,  1911,  a  daily  average  of  27  patients 
have  lived  at  these  colonies  and  have  been  supported  by  separate 
maintenance  (chapter  754,  Acts  of  1911).  These  men  have  been 
employed  at  construction,  general  repair  work,  in  harvesting  the 
hay  crop  and  the  several  small  crops  available.  The  houses  are 
in  a  sanitary  condition,  and,  when  a  few  repairs  now  in  progress 
are  completed,  will  serve  as  permanent  living  quarters.  A  house 
with  detached  buildings  in  the  center  of  the  tract  of  land  is  being 
used  as  a  residence  for  an  assistant  physician  and  his  family. 

We  have  been  visited  by  representatives  of  the  State  forestry 
department  and  the  Massachusetts  Agricultural  College.  Both 
of  these  departments  have  expressed  their  willingness  to  co-operate 
in  every  way  in  the  development  of  the  land.  Guided  by  their 
advice  and  suggestions  we  have  planned  forestry  work  and  agri- 
cultural development  work  for  the  ensuing  year. 

The  requisites  for  the  inebriate  colonies  in  accordance  with  the 
recommendations  in  the  special  report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
the  Foxborough  State  Hospital  in  1910  (House  Document,  No. 
1390),  are  as  follows:  — 
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1.  A  colony  for  incipient  or  hopeful  inebriate  cases,  —  men  who  offer 
a  considerable  prospect  of  recovery,  and  who  are  willing  to  co-operate  in 
measures  put  forward  for  their  betterment. 

2.  A  colony  for  more  advanced  male  cases,  supposedly  incurable,  who 
are  in  need  of  custodial  care. 

3.  A  colony  for  refractory  male  cases,  —  men  who  do  not  lend  them- 
selves to  ordinary  measures  of  treatment,  and  who  require  more  or  less 
restraint. 

4.  A  colony  for  inebriate  women.  The  colony  at  first  would  care  only 
for  cases  which  are  likely  to  be  benefited  by  hospital  treatment. 

In  order  to  permit  of  segregation  and  individualization  these 
colonies  will  be  suitably  situated  and  distributed  over  the  large 
tract  of  land.  The  colonies  will  consist  of  cottages  accommodat- 
ing a  maximum  number  of  20.  These  colonies  will  be  under  ade- 
quate supervision,  but  will  be  cared  for  largely  by  the  patients. 
Each  cottage  will  be  a  unit. 

In  addition  to  the  colonies  with  their  respective  homes  and 
farms,  it  will  be  necessary  to  have  a  group  of  buildings  which  will 
serve  as  an  administrative  and  receiving  group.  The  general 
scheme  for  the  coming  year  which  seems  to  us  now  to  be  desirable 
includes:  — 

1.  One  wing  of  a  reception  hospital  building  which  will  care  for 
newly  admitted  cases  and  men  who  are  incapacitated,  or  who  are 
temporarily  in  need  of  hospital  treatment. 

2.  An  administration  building  adjoining  the  hospital  building, 
which  will  contain  all  the  general  offices,  kitchen,  dining  rooms  and 
officers'  and  employees'  quarters. 

3.  Power  house  and  engine  room. 

4.  One  cottage  which  will  accommodate  17  patients. 

5.  Water  supply  and  sewerage  system. 

6.  Spur  track. 

When  these  buildings  are  completed  we  shall  be  able  with  present 
accommodations  to  care  for  120  patients,  with  the  necessary 
employees. 

We  have  erected  at  the  Foxborough  State  Hospital  a  modern 
cement  brick  factory,  and  we  propose  to  manufacture  brick  and 
much  of  the  building  material  which  will  be  used  in  construction 
of  these  buildings.  After  the  main  buildings  are  erected,  prac- 
tically all  the  small  buildings,  such  as  wagon  sheds,  shops,  cot- 
tages, etc.,  will  be  built  by  our  own  labor. 
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To  carry  out  these  recommendations  we  ask  for  an  appropria- 
tion of  $117,545,  which  is  apportioned  as  follows:  — 

Receiving  wards  and  administration  building,         ....  $77,000 

Power  house  and  equipment, 23,000 

One  cottage  for  17  patients, 7,600 

Conduit,  steam  piping  and  outside  wiring, 2,472 

Coal  trestle, 2,500 

Water  and  sewerage  connections, 4,973 

$117,545 

We  also  request  legislation  that  the  "New  Hospital  for  Dipso- 
maniacs," supported  by  separate  maintenance  since  Aug.  1,  1911 
(chapter  754,  Acts  of  1911),  may  be  known  as  the  Norfolk  State 
Hospital,  that  the  management  of  the  same  be  under  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  the  Foxborough  State  Hospital,  and  that  until  the 
completion  of  the  new  hospital  at  Norfolk,  and  the  abandonment 
of  the  present  institution  at  Foxborough,  the  Board  be  authorized 
to  make  transfers  of  patients  between  the  two  institutions.

Owing  to  the  limited  number  of  beds  we  have  been  compelled 
to  more  closely  differentiate  the  cases  applying  for  admission  and, 
although  we  have  received  a  considerable  number  of  elderly  cases, 
—  men  who  were  in  our  opinion  likely  to  co-operate  in  hospital 
measures,  —  we  have  given  precedence  to  the  younger  and  less 
confirmed  cases. 

For  the  past  three  years  we  have  cared  only  for  the  hospital 
cases  which  can  be  classified  as  follows :  — 
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1.  Men  who,  while  not  physically  ill,  seek  admission  to  the 
hospital  for  the  purpose  of  curing  their  insobriety  or  drug  habit. 

2.  Men  who,  by  reason  of  alcoholism  or  drug  habituation,  have 
developed  a  physical  or  mental  condition  making  hospital  treat- 
ment imperative. 

The  patients  included  in  the  first  classification  form  the  ma- 
jority of  cases  which  are  likely  to  be  permanently  benefited  by 
hospital  treatment.  As  a  rule,  those  belonging  more  specifically 
in  class  two  give  a  more  confirmed  history  of  inebriety.  A  con- 
siderable number  of  these  men  are  advanced  cases  of  chronic 
alcoholism  and  demand  custodial  care.  The  likelihood  of  per- 
manency of  benefit  from  hospital  treatment  is  based  largely  on 
two  factors :  — 

(a)  The  extent  of  confirmation  of  the  insobriety  or  drug  addic- 
tion. 

(6)  The  degree  to  which  the  patient  co-operates  in  hospital' 
treatment. 

It  is  essential  for  curative  purposes  that  a  patient  submit  to 
treatment  in  the  early  stages  of  his  inebriety,  before  the  develop- 
ment of  the  permanent  moral  blunting  which  characterizes  cases 
of  advanced  chronic  alcoholism. 

Although  these  factors  determine  to  a  considerable  extent  the 
outcome  of  hospital  treatment,  I  wish  to  emphasize  that  before 
the  institution  of  penal  or  corrective  measures  each  individual 
case  should  be  personally  investigated.  The  margin  of  error  is 
too  large  for  one  to  establish  any  set  rule  which  will  immediately 
fix  the  institutional  status  of  an  inebriate.  The  young  alcoholic 
may  be  unimpressed,  while  the  elderly  case  may  be  decidedly 
benefited  by  hospital  treatment.  This  is  an  exemplification  of  the 
necessity  for  applying  individual  treatment  to  the  case.  Careful 
consideration  of  the  personal  equation  determines  largely  the 
result  of  any  form  of  treatment  applied  to  the  inebriate. 

Inebriety  is  a  complex  study.  The  solution  of  the  many  com- 
plex problems  involved  must  depend  on  the  facilities  which  the 
State  provides  for  carrying  out  the  idea  of  segregation  and  indi- 
vidualization. It  is  not  necessary  to  state  to  one  experienced  in 
the  care  of  the  inebriate  or  drug  habitue,  that  the  association  of  a 
large  number  of  patients  in  a  single  group  is  detrimental  to  the 
interests  of  the  patients  and  prejudicial  to  institutional  discipline. 
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Better  results  are  obtained  by  colonization;  in  other  words,  an 
attempt  should  be  made  to  give  the  patient  an  environment  which 
is  educational  and  congenial  to  his  temperament.  If  this  plan 
which  seems  to  us  to  be  essential,  is  true  for  hospital  cases,  the 
necessity  of  its  extension  to  the  confirmed  and  persistent  drinker 
is  even  more  desirable.  Individuals,  who  after  repeated  trials  do 
not  respond  to  hospital  treatment,  should  be  segregated  from  the 
hospital  cases,  should  have  custodial  care,  and  as  far  as  possible 
be  made  self-supporting.  When  the  resistive  power  of  a  chronic 
alcoholic  is  practically  nil  a  long  period  of  supervision  is  required. 
If  such  a  person  is  discharged  from  an  institution  he  should  under- 
stand that  he  is  released  on  a  trial  leave,  and  that  his  leave  of 
absence  is  conditional  on  his  ability  to  control  himself.  The 
economic  advantages  of  such  a  method  which  implies  segregation 
and  individualization  are  considerable  and  should  be  convincing. 

The  success  of  the  out-patient  department  of  the  hospital  is  now 
assured.  Its  operation  has  been  of  incalculable  benefit  to  the 
discharged  patient,  and  of  decided  educational  assistance,  as  it 
has  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  public  the  aims  and  purposes 
of  the  hospital.  I  wish  to  say  frankly  that  I  am  of  the  opinion 
that  the  out-patient  department  should  be  maintained  and  sup- 
ported by  the  hospital.  It  must  be  an  integral  part  of  the  hospital 
system,  and  although  it  is  desirable  that  it  should  be  allied  to 
societies  of  kindred  interests,  it  should  be  considered  as  a  part  of 
the  institution  which  it  represents.  In  a  former  report  (the  nine- 
teenth annual  report  of  the  trustees  of  the  Foxborough  State  Hos- 
pital) the  objects  of  the  out-patient  department  were  outlined. 
It  is  evident  that  these  results  can  only  be  actually  realized  when 
the  person  or  persons  engaged  in  out-patient  hospital  work  are 
familiar  with  the  patient's  environment  before  and  after  his  hos- 
pital treatment;  in  other  words,  the  out-patient  worker  must  have 
an  accurate  life  history  of  the  patient.  Furthermore,  the  patient 
must  recognize  that  the  out-patient  care  is  a  continuation  of  the 
medical  treatment  begun  at  the  hospital. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  been  able  to  conduct  an  office  in 
Boston.  This  has  been  of  considerable  assistance  to  us  in  carry- 
ing out  the  work  of  the  department. 

While  necessarily  the  out-patient  physician  is  concerned  with 
the  patient  and  his  surroundings  before  his  hospital  treatment  and 
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during  his  hospital  residence,  the  main  purpose  of  the  physician 
is  to  direct  and  encourage  the  patient  after  he  is  discharged  from 
the  institution. 

The  out-patient  physician  is  therefore  able  to  give  statistics 
which  will  accurately  determine  the  result  of  treatment. 

When  considering  the  result  of  treatment  it  must  be  remem- 
bered that  the  total  number  of  discharges  is  considered.  No 
attempt  has  been  made  to  differentiate  the  cases,  and  both  desir- 
able and  undesirable  cases  are  included.  Each  case  has  been  con- 
sidered individually,  the  following  conditions  determining  the  final 
report  of  the  result  of  treatment. 

1.  The  type  of  inebriety,  divisible  for  practical  purposes  into 
three  classes :  — 

(a)  The  regular  drinker,  one  accustomed  to  the  use  of  stimu- 
lants daily. 

(6)  The  irregular  drinker,  one  accustomed  to  the  use  of  stimu- 
lants at  short  intervals. 

(c)  The  periodical  drinker,  one  accustomed  to  drink  at  periodi- 
cal intervals,  periods  of  months  or  years  elapsing  between  the 
periods  of  insobriety. 

Thus  a  man  whose  period  of  drinking  occurs  at  intervals  of  six 
months  may  be  admitted  to  the  hospital  in  a  state  of  acute  alco- 
holism, recuperate  rapidly  and  leave  the  hospital  in  six  or  eight 
weeks;  under  usual  conditions  this  man  would  not  relapse  for 
four  or  five  months;  therefore,  the  report  of  the  result  of  hospital 
treatment  should  be  suspended  for  a  considerable  period;  at  least, 
a  final  report  on  the  case  should  not  be  made  until  one  or  more  of 
the  man's  episodial  attacks  of  drinking  have  been  successfully 
combated.  On  the  other  hand,  if  a  man,  who  had  been  a  regular 
or  irregular  drinker  before  his  hospital  treatment,  is  abstinent  for 
a  considerable  period  after  his  discharge  from  the  hospital  (we 
have  tentatively  placed  this  period  at  six  weeks),  we  are  justified 
in  considering  the  man  as  improved. 

,  2.  The  conduct  and  attitude  of  the  patient  after  his  discharge 
from  the  hospital.  Under  this  caption  we  consider  the  ability  of 
the  man  to  earn  his  livelihood,  and  his  success  in  readjusting  him- 
self to  society. 

3.  The  willingness  of  the  patient  to  co-operate  with  hospital 
authorities  after  his  discharge  from  the  hospital; 
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Guided  by  these  rules,  the  out-patient  physician  has  carefully 
investigated  the  present  condition  of  all  patients  surrendered  to 
him,  and  has  made  careful  comparative  tests.  The  following 
table  showing  the  result  of  treatment  is  founded  on  an  investiga- 
tion of  927  men  discharged  from  the  hospital,  who  have  been 
placed  in  charge  of  the  out-patient  department1  during  the  two 
years  from  Oct.  1,  1909,  to  Oct.  1,  1911. 

The  whereabouts  of  120  patients  could  not  be  ascertained. 
Thirty-three  patients  had  emigrated  from  the  State.  These  153 
patients  have  been  properly  deducted  from  the  total  number  of 
cases.     The  statistics  refer  to  the  774  cases  remaining:  —

Previous  to  the  inauguration  of  the  out-patient  department  we 
had  authentic  history  of  175  men  who  had  previously  been  dis- 
charged from  the  hospital.  We  have  been  able  to  continue  our 
observation  of  these  cases.  These  175  cases  were  properly  added 
to  the  774  cases  which  are  in  charge  of  the  out-patient  department. 

Compiled  statistics  of  discharges  would  read  as  follows :  — 

Of  949  patients  discharged  from  the  hospital  whose  present 
condition  is  ascertainable,  189,  or  20  per  cent.,  are  abstinent;  204, 
or  21  per  cent.,  are  improved,  and  556,  or  59  per  cent.,  are  unim- 
proved. 

It  would  therefore  appear  that  41  per  cent,  of  all  patients  who 
have  been  discharged  from  the  hospital  have  been  benefited  by 
institutional  treatment. 

As  formerly  stated  men  statistics  are  of  little  value  unless  the 
present  condition  of  the  patient  is  compared  with  his  condition 
previous  to  his  admission  to  the  hospital.  These  cases  will  be 
consistently  followed  up  and  proven  from  month  to  month. 

In  a  former  report  mention  was  made  of  the  poor  physical  con- 
dition of  the  hospital  grounds  and  buildings.  During  the  past 
three  years  substantial  steps  have  been  taken  to  bring  the  hospital 
plant  up  to  a  proper  standard.  Repairs  and  many  permanent 
improvements  have  been  made  out  of  the  maintenance  fund  by 

1  The  results  were  confirmed  to  Jan.  1,  1912. 
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hospital  labor  and  are  properly  chargeable  in  part  to  capital 
expenses.  A  summary  of  the  major  construction  work  for  the 
year  is  appended :  — 

The  lower  floor  of  the  industrial  shop  has  been  converted  into 
a  cement  brick  factory,  with  adequate  facilities  for  making  and 
curing  cement  bricks.  Additional  space  affords  an  opportunity 
for  the  making  of  other  cement  products  such  as  sewer  pipe,  fence 
posts,  etc.  During  the  year  cement  sewer  pipe,  cement  castings 
and  blocks  and  100,000  cement  bricks  have  been  made,  which 
have  been  used  in  construction  work.  Three  hundred  and  twenty- 
one  square  yards  of  granolithic  sidewalk  has  been  laid.  Six  hun- 
dred and  nine  linear  feet  of  granolithic  curb  and  gutter  have  been 
built.  Nine  hundred  and  twenty-five  linear  feet  of  dry  boundary 
stone  wall  has  been  constructed.  Granolithic  floors  have  been 
laid  in  the  basements  of  all  the  wards  and  shops.  The  machine 
shop  has  been  remodeled.  A  new  hennery  has  been  constructed. 
Considerable  grading  and  landscape  gardening  has  been  carried 
out.  Cement  conduits  have  replaced  many  worn  out  wooden 
conduits.  Many  surface  drains  have  been  extended  and  relaid. 
A  pipe  line  has  been  extended  from  the  refrigerating  plant  to  the 
refrigerator  in  the  main  kitchen. 

Two  farmhouses  on  the  land  purchased  in  the  townships  of 
Norfolk  and  Walpole  have  been  thoroughly  renovated  and  repaired. 
These  buildings  are  occupied  by  patients  who,  under  direction,  are 
engaged  in  farm,  forestry  and  construction  work.  The  men  are 
genuinely  interested  in  the  development  of  these  properties  and 
have  worked  satisfactorily.  Approximately  15  men  have  lived  in 
each  of  the  houses  and  have  successfully  demonstrated  the  wis- 
dom and  economy  of  colonization.  Due  largely  to  the  voluntary 
labor  of  the  patients,  the  grounds  surrounding  the  buildings  have 
been  graded  and  improved,  the  houses,  stables  and  other  detached 
buildings  have  been  put  in  a  sanitary  condition,  and  needed 
repairs  have  been  made  to  the  dwelling  houses.  Water,  sewerage 
and  heating  systems  have  been  established  at  each  colony.
